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Feeney dies 


unexpectedly

Former Winchester resident 
Richard J. Feeney Jr., who 
served as dispatcher for the 
Winchester Police and Fire 
departments and was commis¬ 
sioner of the Winchester Men’s 
Softball League, died unexpec¬ 
tedly Monday, July 29 after he 
collapsed during a softball game 
at Ginn Field. He was 41. 

His death, say many residents, 
will be a loss to the community, 
as well as to his family and 
friends. 

“Richard was very well-loved 
by the rank and file at the Police 
Department, both personally and 
professionally. We are at a loss,” 
said Winchester Police Chief 
Joseph Perritano. 

Feeney had been taking part in 
the annual All-Star game 
between the A League and the B 
League at Ginn Field Monday 
evening as pitcher for his A 
League team. He had been 
selected as an All-Star from the 
Home Restoration and Mainte¬ 
nance team. 

According to witnesses at the 
game, the A League team was at 
bat during the sixth inning when 
Feeney fell unconscious. 

“[Feeney was) standing by the 
end of the bench when he sudden¬ 
ly collapsed,” said fellow All-Star 
Dave Errico. 

Off-duty firefighter Steven 
Fisher, who was at the game, 
administered cardiopulmonary

Revised plans 
sail forward

After four long years and a 
lengthy court process, there were no 
objections raised on revised plans 
for a Forest Street subdivision. 

At the public hearing held by the 
Planning Board on Monday night, 
revised plans for the “Forest Glen” 
development were presented. Origi¬ 
nal plans by the developer, Brad¬ 
shaw Realty Trust, were previously 
approved on February 10. 1987. 

The area to be developed is bound¬ 
ed by Forest Street and Bellevue 
Avenue toward the Winchester/ 
Stoneham line. 

According to Chairman Daniel 
Chane, the Planning Board has three 
options in handling the modified 
development plan. After hearing the 
public’s comments, the board can 
approve; approve subject to condi¬ 
tions; or reject the subdivision. A 
vote is slated on the subdivision at 
the Planning Board’s next scheduled 
meeting on August 5. 

Attorney for the developer Ruth 
Aronson of Choate. Hall and Stewart 
in Boston recapped some of the his¬ 
tory of the development. She said. 
“Now after five years, we are at the 
end of a long, long road. We’ve made 
sure the plan agrees with subdivi¬ 
sion and zoning laws.” 

She added that because of the 
economic situation, “time is of the 
essence”, and that the developer 
would like to start building by fall. 

Aronson summed up the modifica¬ 
tions for the “Forest Glen” develop¬ 
ment since the first application was 
filed four years ago. She said that 
the developer had eliminated the 
cul-de-sac, shrunk the number of 
lots and that two areas within the 
subdivision were going to be pre¬ 
served as conservation land. 

“There w^as great interest on the 
part of the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion and the neighbors in seeing 
these areas preserved.” Aronson 
added. 

.She asked the Planning Board to 
consider allowing Bradshaw Realty 
Trust to pay a set fee for modifica¬ 
tion rather than pay the full $4,100 
figure for a new development. She 
asked the board to take into consid¬ 


eration that the developer had 
already paid the full fee in his initial 
application. 

Resident Gloria Rosensweig, one 
of a group of abutters who gained 
“intervener status” that allowed 
residents to take part in hearings 
regarding the development, said the 
group sent letters expressing their 
agreement with the modified prop¬ 
osal to the Planning Board and the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Richard Hollworth. engineer from 
the Daylor Consulting Group. Inc., 
explained the changes or modifica¬ 
tions in more detail. 

Hollworth said the cul-de-sac was 
eliminated because it was awkward. 
Eugene Drive, the new road, was 
changed to be a continuous road 
thereby also eliminating 70 ft. of 
roadway. The reverse curve road, 
which will provide secondary access 
to the development, was noted to be 
a pivotal point in reaching an agree¬ 
ment with abutters at an earlier 
Planning Board meeting. 

Hollworth said that the newly- 
created conservation areas would be 
deeded over to the town as “non- 
buildable wetlands ”. He said over¬ 
all. the needs of the subdivision 
would be serviced within the exist¬ 
ing system for water and sewerage 
on Forest Street. 

Planning Board Member Marian¬ 
ne McCall-Taylor expressed the con¬ 
cern of several board members that 
the conservation areas deeded to the 
town not be used by people to dump 
leaves and other debris. 

Conservation Commission Admi¬ 
nistrator Elaine Vreeland said, 
“Con-Com was aware of these areas 
when we approved of the plan.” She 
said that she had discussed the issue 
with Conservation Commission 
Chairman Joshua Alper and he said 
he felt that these areas would not be 
used for dumping debris since the 
subdivision would be densely 
populated. 

Said Vreeland. “We do think that 
they will be a valuable addition to 
the town’s conservation area.” She 
added that when the Aberjona clean¬ 
up takes place, the volunteer group 
does go into wetland areas and 
clean.

Health officials await mosquito test results

Board of Health members are 
ready to spray larvicide to prevent 
the potential spread of encephalitis 
should tests show the presence of 
certain mosquito larvae in town. 

According to Board of Health 
member Dr. Randall Swartz, the 
state and local boards of health are 
monitoring the situation on a day-by¬ 
day basis. 

An alert was issued in June con¬ 
cerning a potential threat from 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) 
in Middlesex County. EEE, an 
inflammation of the brain, took the 
life of one Massachusetts woman 
and infected two others last year. 

Said Swartz, “In May and June the 
weather was dry and as a result we 
have not had significant growth of 
the aedes vexans mosquito which is 
the vector that transfers the disease 
from the bird population to 
humans.” 

Since there have been no aedes 
vexan larvae [at the test sites 1. 
using the larvicide agent BTI would 


have been a w'aste of money, added 
Swartz. 

However. Swartz said the recent 
rainfall has state and local officials 
issuing words of caution. According 
to Swartz, the State Department of 
Public Health says it is important to 
keep looking. 

“The Board of Health is going to 
follow the situation very closely. We 
have a contract in place to do the 
spraying. We will act if and w'hen 
action is indicated,” Swartz said. “It 
is very likely that the town will still 
spray.” 


The proposed larvicide agent, 
BTI, or bacillus thuringiensis 
israelensis, is a natural biological 
substance that has virtually no tox¬ 
icity either for people or living 
things — with the exception of mos¬ 
quitos and black fly larvae, accord¬ 
ing to Swartz. 

He said the proposed spraying will 
be done from a helicopter and focus 
on the w'etlands areas of town. 

In addition, there is a pamphlet 
available at the Board of Health 
office entitled “Bugged by Mosqui¬ 
toes,” which is written by the Mas¬ 


sachusetts Department of Public 
Health (DPH). The pamphlet con¬ 
tains information on reducing expo¬ 
sure to mosquitoes as a w'ay to 
reduce the risk of Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis. 

Some of the methods outlined in 
the pamphlet are as follows: 

•Controlling mosquito population 
in the backyard by getting rid of any 
standing water 

•Avoiding wet. wooded areas dur¬ 
ing peak mosquito feeding hours 
which are early morning and early 
evening 


Local composting eases clippings disposal

In light of new state regulations 
governing the disposal of leaves and 
grass clippings, Winchester appears 
to be ahead of the pack. 

As of December, 1991, the State 
Department of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection (DEP) will ban the use of 
municipal landfills or incinerators 
for leaves. As of December, 1992, 
clippings and other yard w'astes as 
well, will be on the waste ban. 


according to Jack Macy, acting 
director of the Compost Program at 
the DEP. 

The good news is that Winchester 
already does composting at the local 
transfer station. The program has 
been underway for years, according 
to Anthony Celli, Department of 
Public Works (DPW) Director. 

Celli says the only way the new' 
regulations w'ill affect Winchester is 
that now' more municipalities w'ill be 
composting. 

“We’ve been able to find someone 


to take the mulch up until now ; there 
W'ill soon be so many towns w'ith 
mulch it's going to be difficult to find 
someone to take it for nothing. ” said 
Celli. “Every city and town is wal- 
low'ing in mulch.” 

According to Celli, Winchester 
currently collects 1,000 tons of 
leaves and clippings at the transfer 
station. The leaves are handled by a 
tracking system to move the oldest 
piles first. 

The leaves are stockpiled until 15 
to 20 ft. high at which point they are 


windrow'ed. Windrowing is the pro¬ 
cess used to accelerate decomposi¬ 
tion; the leaves in the pile are turned 
to allow for aerobic decomposition 
and the pile is moistened. Said Celli. 
“we’re handicapped somewhat 
because w'e don’t have the land area 
and equipment w'e need.” 

According to Celli. after a year 
has elapsed the town employees 
combine mulch with sand and use it 
for soil enrichment at Wildwood 
Cemetery. 

(TMli added, “We can sell it whole¬ 


sale to landscapers. But at the pre¬ 
sent time we can really only process 
small amounts and get a quality 
product.” 

Celli said residents could help 
reduce the burden by using a small 
portion of their backyard and begin¬ 
ning to compost their own clippings. 
He said lime should be added to the 
pile and w'ithin a year, the materials 
will have broken down. 

.According to Celli. the mulch pile

D’Agostino’s research 
is in national spotlight

Getting people in the medical 
world talking about important 
issues is Winchester resident 
Ralph D’Agostino’s business. 

And his latest work has physi¬ 
cians across the country buzzing. 

D’Agostino, a professor of 
mathematics at Boston Universi¬ 
ty and director of statistical 
analysis for the Framingham 
Heart Study, recently authored a 
paper that was published in the 
New England Journal of Medi¬ 
cine on the subject of “yo-yo” 
weight loss. 

The research, which was based 
on information from the Fra¬ 
mingham Heart Study, concluded 
that people whose weight continu¬ 
ally fluctuates, due to dieting or 
other factors, have a higher risk 
of developing heart disease, and 
dying of heart disease, than peo¬ 
ple who consistently remain 
overweight. 

For example, D’.Agostino says 
the study shows that a person

whose ideal weight is 119 pounds, 
but who fluctuates between a 
weight of 130 lbs. and 150 lbs., has 
a 29 percent higher risk of deve¬ 
loping or dying of heart disease 
than if that person had remained 
at 140 lbs.

•Using repellents, which include 
DEET, in a concentration that 
doesn’t exceed 15 percent. 

According to DPH literature, 
repellents with more DEET offer 
little additional protection but 
increase the risk of a toxic reaction.

By summer’s end, Winchester’s 
affordable housing plan will be 
drafted and the town will be one step 
closer to addressing the needs of 
residents with low to moderate 
incomes, according to Housing Part¬ 
nership Board (HPB) Chairman 
David Mortensen. 

The draft will then be delivered to 
the Board of Selectmen for final 
approval before being submitted to 
the federal government’s Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) to 
meet the October 31, 1991 deadline. 

HPB members held a public hear¬ 
ing on Wednesday, July 24 at Mur- 
aco Elementary School that was 
attended by approximately 50 peo¬ 
ple. The objective of the hearing was 
“to increase the public awareness of 
our Comprehensive Housing Affor¬ 
dability Strategy (CHAS),’’ said 
Mortensen. 

He added that the board was 
required by the guidelines of the 
Cranston-Gonzalez Act of 1990 to 
invite public comments on the hous¬ 
ing strategy. 

In a recent telephone interview, 
Mortensen said there were “lim¬ 
ited’’ public comments at the hear¬ 
ing, but that invited speakers 
focused on the needs of low- and 
moderate-income residents, particu¬ 
larly, the disabled; single parents; 
elderly; and the working poor. 

One resident however. Town Meet¬ 
ing member Robert Dewald, spoke 
out in opposition to the plan, ques¬ 
tioning the need for such measures 
in Winchester, said Mortensen. 

But many more were in favor of 
such a plan, according to Mortensen. 
Dean Solomon from the Woburn 
Council of Social Concern, a local 
food pantry, said that as of January, 
1991 there were 507 unemployed resi¬ 
dents in Winchester — 5 percent of 
the residents who were of working 
age. Solomon added that the pantry 
provides food for 87 Winchester resi¬ 
dents in a total of 27 households. 

Sheila Hirbeck of Community Ser¬ 
vice Network Inc., a food pantry in 
Stoneham, reported providing food 
for 123 people in a total of 24 house¬ 
holds in Winchester. 

In addition, Mortensen said, 
recently released figures from the 
Department of Welfare from May, 
1991, show the town’s needs. There 
are, according to the reports, 40 
Winchester households entirely 


dependent on food stamps for their 
food. In these same reports, it was 
noted that there are 54 families 
receiving some aid from AFDC (Aid 
to Families with Dependent Child¬ 
ren) ; 12 families who receive gener¬ 
al relief; and an additional 13 child¬ 
ren whose families have no form of 
health insurance. 

Frank Bianco, Director of 
Winchester’s Special Education 
program, spoke of the needs of the 
disabled population. He said that 
out-of-district costs for housing and 
education of disabled residents last 
year totalled $500,000. That number 
includes approximately $200,000 in 
housing costs and the remainder is 
used for educational purposes, he 
said. 

According to Bianco, some child¬ 
ren who receive core evaluations at 
the school cannot live at home 
because of emotional problems and 
need assistance with housing. 

According to Mortensen “the con¬ 
sistent recommendation from 
speakers is that the town ought to try 
to house this population within 
Winchester.’’ Said Mortensen, 
“housing the disabled within the 
district will save money and has a 
higher success rate.’’ 

Allan Rodgers, HPB Vice- 
Chairman, addressed the question of 
how to meet all of the diverse needs 
of the town’s low- to moderate- 
income residents. 

Rodgers suggested that a two¬ 
pronged approach would help 
answer the need for more affordable 
housing in Winchester. The first step 
would be to use existing structures 
in town for affordable housing, with¬ 
out a change in ownership. The town 
would either rent a property or per¬ 
suade the owner to make it available 
to the town. The second approach 
would be to purchase the property 
outright. 

According to Mortensen, there 
was interest expressed in utilizing 
accessory apartments in larger 
homes. Said Mortensen, “this would 
enable people with large oversize 
homes to break them up and not be 
forced to sell.’’ 

This use is currently prohibited by 
the town’s zoning laws, according to 
Mortensen, but “conventional wis¬ 
dom is many illegal accessories 
exist,’’ he said. He said making such 
apartments legal would enable the 
town to regulate parking at these 
homes and control the number of 
occupants.

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Lawsuit is dismissed

A lawsuit filed by the Attorney 
General’s office against a now- 
defunct Winchester political com¬ 
mittee was the product of a paper¬ 
work snafu and not an omission by 
the committee. 

Tom Samoluk, spokesperson for 
Attorney General Scott Harshbar- 
ger’s office, said the lawsuit filed 
July 17 against the Winchester 
Library Campaign Committee, and 
Winchester resident Carl Hagge, 
treasurer of that committee, will be 
officially dropped in the coming 
weeks. 

Samoluk said that information 
received by the Attorney General’s 
office from the Office of Campaign 
and Political Finance (OCPF) had 
not included filing reports from the 
Winchester committee. After it was 
learned that the information was 
filed, but filed late, OCPF personnel 
were able to track the reports, pro¬ 
cess them and turn that information 
over to the Attorney General, said 
Samoluk. 

The Attorney General’s office had 
instituted lawsuits against nearly 
120 political candidates and political 
committee treasurers in July, 
including the Winchester commit¬ 
tee. As the committees and candi¬ 
dates continue to file the delinquent 
reports, the individual lawsuits are 
being dropped, said Samoluk. 

The campaign finance reporting 
laws require that all candidates for 
state and county offices and the 


treasurers of candidate and multi¬ 
candidate political committees 
(PACs) file periodic reports with the 
OCPF that list contributions 
received and expenditures made, 
according to the Attorney General’s 
office. 

These reports must be filed as long 
as the political committee is in exis¬ 
tence. And although the Winchester 
Library Campaign Committee was 
established in 1988 in an unsuccess¬ 
ful bid to push the acceptance of a 
Proposition 21 override to provide 
library renovation funding, the com¬ 
mittee was never dissolved. 

Hagge, in a recent telephone inter¬ 
view, said as treasurer he had held 
off on wrapping up the committee’s 
finances because of questions he had 
about the group’s tax status. 

“The committee was not active, 
but the finances were not closed 
out,’’ said Hagge, “it was uncertain 
as to whether a campaign commit¬ 
tee owes income taxes.’’ 

Hagge subsequently closed out the 
coffers by paying an interest income 
tax as well as turning the remainder 
of the campaign money, which was 
borrowed from the Friends of the 
Winchester Library, back to that 
group. 

Hagge added that the Attorney 
General’s office had been helpful in 
clearing up the matter quickly. 

According to Samoluk, the 
Winchester Library Campaign Com¬ 
mittee lawsuit will be dropped in the 
near future, in a clean sweep with 
other committees that have com¬ 
plied with filing requirements.

Planning Board Member Donna 
D’Agostino asked who would be 
responsible for cleaning a retention 
basin, which is also part of the 
agreement. She said that the 
Department of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection (DEP) special order of con¬ 
ditions contained a reference to 
semi-annual cleaning of the basin. 
Town Engineer John Ciarcia said 
that while he couldn’t speak for the 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW), “they do check streets and 
clean out basins on an annual 
basis.’’ 

In addition, the developer plans to 
take care of two small strips of land 


outside of Forest Street. According 
to Aronson, the developer has 
offered to clear the parcels outside 
its borders, and plant some low 
maintenance plants along the road¬ 
way leading into the subdivision. 
The shrubs will solve the issue of 
who has the responsibility for main¬ 
tenance of the town-owned land 
abutting the subdivision, which was 
a sticking point for the board when 
they initially reviewed the modified 
plans in May. 

Although the developer will have 
to present this plan to the Board of 
Selectmen for approval, Aronson 
said, “Planning Board’s recommen¬ 
dation that they liked the idea would 
weigh heavily with the Selectmen.’’

should be from three to four feet 
high, which keeps the temperature 
of the pile high enough to decompose 
faster. 

However, Quality Landscaping 
owner Wayne McNeill of Winchester 
counsels using caution when deter¬ 
mining where to locate a compost 
pile. He said people should not locate 
piles close to any building or should 
use cinder blocks if they do. Accord¬ 
ing to McNeill, making a good mulch 
can take up to three years. 

The state would also like to see 
active resident participation in com¬ 
posting. According to Macy, “we 
certainly encourage composting by 
the homeowner. We have a network 
of composting coordinators to assist 
people in setting up their own com¬ 
post pile.’’ 

Celli added, “The town of 
Winchester saved approximately 
$70,(XK) by not sending leaves and 
clippings to NESWC (Northeast Sol¬ 
id Waste Committee).’’ 

Celli said, “I see a time when 
we’re going to have to add to our 
mulching equipment or get addition¬ 
al help from the state.’’ 

He said the state should set up 
regional disposal areas for leaves 
since they require more equipment 
to break down. 

Macy noted, “As more municipali¬ 
ties compost, we’ve found that most 
municipalities are able to use the 
end product. Actually Winchester 
has a problem in that they haven’t 


been able to produce a quality pro¬ 
duct .. it has a lot of sticks, stones 
and some trash mixed in.’’ 

He added that the DEP really 
believes that there will be a market, 
“we don’t believe there will be a 
glut.’’ 

In a telephone interview, Celli 
responded, “Winchester has the 
same problems as any other com¬ 
munity. When a citizen comes into 
the compost area we insist they get 
rid of trash bags.’’ He said the same 
applies to landscapers; although 
some brush may inadvertently get in 
to the compost pile from their 
trucks. 

In response to the state’s position 
on reusing the mulch, Celli said, 
“That’s what they think ... it’s 
impossible to use it all. The state is 
backpedaling on the bans because 
it’s a money issue for communities 
and it’s a money issue for the state.” 

McNeill said, “I think the town 
could vitalize their services. If the 
town can’t make money [at produc¬ 
ing mulch] they could at least break 
even.” McNeill said he is planning to 
purchase some screening equipment 
and begin composting on his own 
eventually. 

To learn more about how to set up 
your own compost pile, the state 
DEP is holding workshops in the 
area under the guidance of Ann 
McGovern, workshop coordinator at 
DEP.

D’Agostino’s research 
is in national spotlight

Although being overweight has 
significant health risks, 
D’Agostino says the study shows 
fluctuating weight is more harm¬ 
ful to a person’s health. 

D’Agostino has worked with the 
nationally-known Framingham 
Heart Study for the past 10 years 
and has collaborated on the many 
research papers that have spun 
off the groundbreaking work. 

The study, which began in 1948, 
assessed the relationship 
between cardiovascular diseases 
and health risk factors. 
D’Agostino says the study 
included two-thirds of the Fra¬ 
mingham population at the time, 
some 5,209 men and women, who 
have undergone a medical 
examination every two years 
since 1950. 

According to D’Agostino epide¬ 
miological studies, such as the 
Framingham Heart Study, look 
at the relative risk of certain 
health factors. Clinical studies 
then examine the effects of the 
health factors. 

D’Agostino says in the “yo-yo” 
weight loss study, |)eople who 
were known to be developing dis¬ 
ease were removed from the sta¬ 
tistics. He adds too that the rea¬ 
sons why certain people in the 
Framingham Heart Study group 


were losing weight is unknown, 
and therefore it can not be known 
if all the people whose weight 
fluctuated were dieting. 

More than 500 papers have 
been developed from information 
in the Framingham Heart Study, 
says D’Agostino. That research 
includes papers on stroke, arthri¬ 
tis and cholesterol, among 
others. 

“Framingham is one of the 
major studies of the ‘50s and 
‘60s,” said D’Agostino, “it’s a 
study that can never be 
repeated.” D’Agostino says when 
the study began 40 years ago, 
medication for high blood pres¬ 
sure and cholesterol, for exam¬ 
ple, were not readily available. 
People in the Framingham Heart 
Study with these illnesses often 
went unmedicated, and therefore 
their health was directly affected 
by their illnesses. 

D’Agostino says research pap¬ 
ers like his, “raise medical ques¬ 
tions,” and promote the analysis 
of the data. 

Currently, D’Agostino is work¬ 
ing on research to determine the 
relationship between social fac¬ 
tors affecting elderly and the 
chances that they will need to be 
institutionalized.

resuscitation. Soon after, the 
ambulance crew of firefighters 
Peter Gove and Paul Tonello 
arrived and continued the CPR. 

Police officer William O’Neil 
arrived at the scene as well and 
Feeney was then transported to 
Winchester Hospital where he 
was pronounced dead at 10:30 
p.m. 

Feeney, a Somerville resident, 
was well-known around town for 
his work in helping to raise 
money for the Winchester Recre¬ 
ation Summer Day Camp. A 
game earlier Monday evening 
with the WBCN radio team, for 
example, was a charity event for 
the day camp that was arranged 
by Feeney. 

Lee Evans, Winchester Recre¬ 
ation Director, said, “Rich just 
walked in to our office and asked 
what he could do to help the kids 
of Winchester. He organized Las 
Vegas nights and benefit games 
to help raise money for camp 
scholarships and special activi¬ 
ties the kids couldn’t have exper¬ 
ienced otherwise.’’ 

She said, the league’s generosi¬ 
ty was the reason the kids at the 
day camp got to experience 
Bubble Mountain. “Rich not only 
paid for it, but he came over and 
spent the entire day with the kids. 
They loved it,’’ said Evans. 

Feeney was an original mem¬ 
ber of the Winchester Men’s Soft- 


ball League, which began in 1973. 
He played for Bellino’s, a power¬ 
house team in Winchester for 
many years. Said Errico, “He 
was a real leader.’’ 

Feeney was also tied into the 
Winchester community through 
his work as a police and fire 
dispatcher, as well as his duties 
at the First Congregational 
Church in Winchester as a part- 
time sexton. 

Medical reports to determine 
cause of death were incomplete 
when the Star went to press Wed¬ 
nesday morning. 

Feeney leaves his wife, Mary 
(Clougherty) Feeney; his 
parents, Richard J. and Anne L. 
(Cogan) Feeney of Winchester 
and his children Erin Colleen and 
Kathlene Marie Feeney. 

He is also survived by his 
brothers and sisters: Charles 
Thomas of North Billerica; Patri¬ 
cia Ann Rabbitt of Winchester; 
Michael Sean of Winchester; 
James Edward of Medford; John 
Paul of Brockton; Brian Patrick 
of Tewksbury; Kevin Cogan of 
Billerica; and Maryellen Feeney 
of Winchester. 

He is also survived by numer¬ 
ous nieces and nephews. 

Born in Cambridge, Feeney 
had been a longtime resident of 
Winchester before moving to 
Somerville, where he lived for the 
past three years. He served in the 
Navy during the Vietnam War in 
the United States Navy Submar¬ 


ines division. Feeney had been 
employed as a dispatcher for five 
years at the Winchester Police 
Department. 

Feeney was a graduate of 
Winchester High School and 
attended Northeastern Universi¬ 
ty for three years. He was also a 
graduate of the Federal Police 
Academy, and was a former fed¬ 
eral police officer. 

Feeney was a past commander 
of Post 97 American Legion and 
was employed by United Parcel 
Service for 15 years. He was also 
a member of Teamsters Local 25, 
the Federal Police Association 
and Disabled American Veterans 
Association. 

The funeral will be held at the 
Lane Funeral Home, 760 Main 
Street Winchester (Rte 38) on 
Friday, August 2 at 9 a.m. fol¬ 
lowed by a funeral Mass in St. 
Mary’s Church at 10 a.m. Burial 
is at Calvary Cemetery in 
Winchester.

In the town’s interest 

Recent hubbub surrounding the role of the Beautification Design 
Review Committee (BDRC) sparks many questions. 

Does the town need a group like the BDRC to advise the Board of 
Selectmen on renovations and new construction in Winchester’s 
downtown area? I believe it does. 

The town has much history and aesthetic value wrapped up in the 
downtown area that needs to be preserved. And anyone can attest to 
how quickly an area can turn from showpiece to show bill if a 
money-minded developer decides to jump into the fray. 

But does the town need the same group to approve design plans 
for all the proposed projects town-wide? No, and the reason was 
simply put by Selectman Robert Deering when he offered com¬ 
ments last week on the subject. Said Deering, “You shouldn’t have 
hve people determining what they think the town should look like.’’ 
Or, seven. 

But as the Board of Selectmen grapple with potential changes that 
BDRC members will propose for their charge of duty, they should 
also bear in mind the contributions of this seven-member board. 

This group has made countless visits to sites throughout the town 
to offer professional advice on plantings as well as construction 
design. When the group is asked for advice by homeowners and 
civic groups for projects outside the downtown area, they should be 
allowed to give it. But when projects come before the committee on 
which members are involved professionally, they should excuse 
themselves from the discussions. 

And although several members of the BDRC overstepped their 
bounds at a recent visit to the White Building, overall the contribu¬ 
tion of the board has been positive. 

One final thought. Perhaps the Historical Commission and BDRC 
could be merged into one committee with a larger scope, but still 
have advisory charge in matters other than historic districts, to 
better serve the public and the historic value of the town.

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On the town, and 
street corner politics

Winchester Square of late has 
undergone quite a renaissance 
with many of its property owners 
doing extensive renovation and 
restoration to many of the major 
business establishments there. 

The most recent project is the 
renovation of the facade of the old 
White Building by owner David 
Klein and his wife. 

The White Building — or what 
is left of it — is about 100 years 
old and is the second of three 
venerable downtown business 
blocks that were ravaged by fire 
in the 1950s decade. The Lyceum 
Building was the first to go, los¬ 
ing its top stories — and the final 
conflagration took the Shingle- 
Style Waterfield Building on the 
south side of The Common about 
30 years ago. 

In between, the White Building 
was devastated by a fire which 
pretty well destroyed it. It lost its 
top story — a dance hall — and all 
that has survived of it is the 
second story brickwork. 

This summer of 1991, the fresh 
appearance of The Square is due 
to the largesse and sensitivity of 
its property owners — with val¬ 
ued input from the visual and 
historic interests of the town. 

These groups — Winchester 
Historical Commission and the 
Beautification Design Review 
Committee — though largely 
advisory have added great rich¬ 
ness to the Winchester fabric 
over the years. 

In Winchester at present there 
are no design standards extant 
for renovations or new construc¬ 
tion — and no group, or groups, to 
enforce any that might be 
adopted. 
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David Klein, a responsible bus¬ 
iness owner, has every reason to 
be chagrined at the unprofession¬ 
al manner in which his project 
was temporarily shut down two 
weeks ago. He had conscientious¬ 
ly followed existing legal proce¬ 
dure in order to begin his work 
and had proceeded in good faith. 

Mr. Klein is no stranger to 
Winchester, having sometimes 
assisted his father Issac at the 
family meat market at 876 Main 
Street in his youth. He has been a 
responsible owner of property in 
Winchester for many years, as 
well, and indeed is remembered 
as a very popular local 
pharmacist. 

Monitoring and advising by the 
historic and visual interests are 
certainly welcome additions to 
any projects similar to the White 
Building or Purity Supreme — 
but it is not mandatory to the 
legal process as defined in the 
zoning by-laws of the town. 

Perhaps, as members of these 
two groups feel, it is time for a 
change. The process exists now 
for that change. It is orderly and 
gives all Winchester citizens a 
chance to comment on the 
matter. 

Militant lobbying on street cor¬ 
ners. hectoring merchants and 
attempting to abridge their exist¬ 
ing rights is blatant in its disre¬ 
gard of the best interests of the 
people of Winchester. 

It is ultimately not in the best 
interests of the two groups who 
have conceived the laudable vis¬ 
ion of retaining and amplifying 
all that is good about our 
hometown. 

Perhaps it is time to get back to 
due process and consider all 
aspects which make Winchester 
a great place to live and an excel¬ 
lent place to do business. 
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The famous are fair game

Do you sometimes wish you were 
famous? 

You do, don’t you? We knew you 
did. 

Well, no offense but. What are you, 
nuts? It’s horrible being famous, 
don’t you know that? All that smiling 
and nodding. 

All those people saying right in 
front of you, “HE’S changed in a 
year,’’ or “SHE sure has aged” (or 
“failed” depending on how old you 
are.) Or telling their friends that 
they saw you on a plane once — just 
30 rows in front of them, in fact — 
and besides having changed and 
failed and aged, you were also, 
they’re pretty darn sure, drunk out 
of your mind, too. 

When you’re famous, you’re fair 
game for everyone. Worse, when 
you’re famous, the National Enquir¬ 
er seeks you out and makes you look 
bad: both by publishing ugly pic¬ 
tures of you, and quoting you in such 
a way that you sound like a moron. 

I’m not sure who runs things at the 
Enquirer, but I have an idea it’s all 
those smart-but-naughty kids last 
seen in elementary school. You 
know the kind: quiet, but snide; 
polite but building a bomb in their 
basement. 

We had a boy like that in sixth 
grade History class: Robert Rexton 
(not his real name — you think I can 
afford the kind of lawsuit the 
Enquirer routinely faces?) In about 
October, our teacher Miss Bosomby 
moved him permanently to the back 
of the room. “Sit here and draw 
dinosaurs,” she basically said to 
him, so that while the rest of us 


lumbered on through Mesopotamia 
and the Ancient Greeks, ol’ Wendell- 
ril-call-him-this-time stayed back 
as it were, mired in the muck of the 
Cretaceous. We’d walk by his house 
sometimes and there was poor, uh, 
Thomas — peeking sadly out at us 
from his bedroom window, then 
going back to his usual game of 
turning in slow circles and chanting. 

Well, Robert (hah! fooling you?), 
grew up, and found a job at the 
Enquirer, I’m pretty sure, where he 
now gets his kicks making monkeys 
of us all. 

Now we personally are not 
ashamed to say we read the Enquir¬ 
er. We read everything, news maga¬ 
zines, cereal boxes, the shirt labels 
of the people in front of us when 
they’re sticking out the way they 
sometimes do. Because, we figure, 
it’s not smart just to read things that 
reinforce our own prejudices. And 
we are smart. We’re so smart we’re 
practically Public Television. 

Only we’re not as smart as the 
people who write the Enquirer. 

Who get to make experts look 
dumb by reporting about what 
they’ve said in just a certain way 
and make us look dumb for paying 
money to read it. 

For example. Take poor Dr. Yvon¬ 
ne Kason, “an Assistant Professor of 
Family Medicine at the University 
of Toronto in Canada” (just in case 
you thought Toronto was in Hawaii). 
She hovered near death once, it 
seems, and had an out-of-body 
experience as a result. “I left my 
body in a ‘whoosh’,” the Enquirer 
quotes her as saying, “and found 
myself floating 50 feet above it.”

And even as we 
speak, the Medical Faculty at the 
University of Toronto (in Canada) is 
enjoying their call to the D.O.C.S. 
(Department of Campus Security) 
telling them to lock Dr. Kason’s 
office and put all her things out on 
the sidewalk. 

In the same issue that covers the 
former Doctor, there is also an arti¬ 
cle about a man who fell in a 
3,000-degree vat of molten nickel, 
one about a boy whose pet snake bit 
him suddenly, and a full-page ad for 
capless stretch wigs (any two for 
$25.90). “No costly settings at the 
beauty parlor,” the ad reads in a 
tone similar to the news features. 
“Packs in your purse.” “Looks and 
feels like your real hair — you’ll 
mistake it for your own.”

This week 
in history 

1966: 25 years ago 

The long-awaited solution 
to overcrowded and inadequ¬ 
ate secondary school building 
conditions appeared closer at 
hand that week. Several 
involved study and policy 
committees had indicated 
general agreement on the 
selection of a site for the prop¬ 
osed new modern high school 
building. 

According to reports in The 
Winchester Star, the new 
building was to be situated 
between the existing high 
school and southward to Mys¬ 
tic Avenue, fronting on Main 
Street and extending west¬ 
ward toward Manchester 
Field and Manchester Road. 

Winchester’s noted flag 
expert Whitney Smith, Jr. of 
Loring Avenue attended a 
White House luncheon that 
week given by President Lyn¬ 
don Johnson for visiting head 
of state, Prime Minister For¬ 
bes Burnham of Guyana, 
South America. The Pres¬ 
idential social secretary 
called the Winchester resi¬ 
dent and invited him to the 
luncheon in Washington 
because Smith was the desig¬ 
ner of the new national flag of 
Guyana. The 26-year-old 
instructor of political science 
at Boston University and 
director for the unique Flag 
Research Center in Winches¬ 
ter, which he founded five 
years ago, submitted his 
design for a national flag for 
the emerging South Ameri¬ 
can country six years 
previous. 

A new recreational facility 
for Winchester seemed 
assured that week when court 
proceedings contesting the 
right of Winchester Swim 
Club, Inc. to construct a new 
swimming pool on its Johnson 
Road site were terminated. 
The president of the swim¬ 
ming club told The Winches¬ 
ter Star that week that the 
abutters who appealed the 
decision of the Massachusetts 
Superior Court, which con¬ 
firmed the decision of the 
Winchester Board of Appeals 
in granting the club a permit 
to maintain and operate the 
swimming pool, had agreed 
not to press their appeal 
further. 

A broken gear shaft in the

sure. Once fixed however, the 
crane operated smoothly for 
just a few days and then a 
second gear shaft broke, 
causing another rubbish jam- 
up over the weekend.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE - 
There were no roll calls in the House 
and Senate last week. This week, 
“Beacon Hill Roll Call” records loc¬ 
al senators’ votes on 4 roll calls and 
local representatives’ votes on 2 roll 
calls from debate on the fiscal 1992 
$12.99 billion state budget signed by 
Governor Weld a few days ago. 

HEALTH CARE (H 5600) — House 
100-56, refused to reconsider its ear¬ 
lier defeat of an amendment repeal¬ 
ing the universal healthcare man¬ 
date scheduled to go into effect in 
January. The repeal would replace a 
section delaying the mandate for 
three years. 

Amendment supporters said the 
annual assessment of $1680 per 
employee on employers is unfair and 
will hurt businesses and further 
damage the economy. Opponents 
said a three year delay will keep the 
idea alive and allow all parties 
involved to continue to study the 
matter and negotiate. 

A “Yea’’ vote is for reconsidering 
defeat of the repeal. A “Nay’’ vote is 
against the repeal. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 


They claimed it is up to the legisla¬ 
ture to overturn this bad decision 
and noted the cost will not be passed 
along to the state but will be 
recouped by building costs into the 
rate for services. 

Opponents said the legislature 
should not overturn the decision of 
health experts and noted the amend¬ 
ment will increase medical costs at 
the hospital in order to pay for the 
lab. 

On the first roll call, a “Yea’’ vote 
is for reconsidering approval of the 
amendment. A “Nay” vote is for the 
amendment. On the second roll call, 
a “Yea’’ vote is for the amendment.

Shannon voted no on the first and 
yes on the second. 

CENSUS (S 1992) — Senate 22-15, 
rejected an amendment allowing 
cities and towns to conduct their 
local census every other year rather 
than every year. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this could save money 
for cities and towns and allows them 
to make the decision themselves. 
Opponents said an annual census is 
essential for many things including 
voting lists, jury lists and elderly 
abatements.

Resident is concerned 
with damage to trees 

TO THE EDITOR: 

For many years one of the great¬ 
est assets of Winchester has been its 
street trees — and until last year our 
D.P.W. has been active in replacing 
specimens which had died, or in 
filling bare spots along our public 
ways. 

Winchester’s tree program no lon¬ 
ger exists due to a refusal by Town 
Meeting to fund it. With this in mind 
I was apalled this week to find 27 
trees along Swanton St. and 17 trees 


along the sides of Loring Ave. seri¬ 
ously burned by emissions from hot 
mobile tar wagons as the two streets 
were “resurfaced ”. 

Approximately half of the disfig¬ 
ured trees are on private land — and 
six of those were beautifully formed 
maples in the vicinity of Arthur St.

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GEORGE RAND’S WINCHESTER 


Rand designs an enclave of houses on Church Street 


The following article is the 
eleventh installment in a series on 
George Dutton Rand, a prominent 
Boston architect who lived in 
Winchester from 1875-86. Recent 
research shows that he played an 
important role in shaping the Victor¬ 
ian town we know today. His work 
includes Town Hall as well as many 
of the houses built in Winchester 
during the 1870s and ’80s.

By the beginning of 1880, David 
Skillings and his architect, George 
Rand, were working out plans to 
develop a tract of land on Church 
Street, between Pine and Wildwood. 

Skillings was preparing to build 
another group of rental properties, 
similar to those of Rangeley Place 
across the street, although on a less 
lavish scale. The houses would all be 
frame rather than brick, and they 
were to be clustered together more 
closely than those of Rangeley. The 
new houses were 59 Church St., a 
double house at 61-63 Church St., and . 
65 Church St. 

In developing the land. Skillings 
sold a parcel to Rand, who pro¬ 
ceeded to plan his own small estate. 
He erected a brick house at 1 Wild¬ 
wood St., which stands today as an 
enduring testimony to the warm 
friendship between the architect and 
his client. 

In early March, Skillings became 
ill, and on March 10, he died. He was 
62. On the day of his funeral, which 
was held at the Congregational 
Church, the shops in town were 
closed and the citizens mourned en 
masse. A special train was run from 
Boston to Winchester for the conve¬ 
nience of the many prominent busi¬ 
ness and political leaders who 
attended. Among those present were 
two former governors and the may¬ 
or of Boston (Woburn Journal, 
March 13 and 20). 

Work on the Church Street houses 
proceeded that summer, as was 
reported in the American Architect 
and Building News (July 17, 1880, p. 
35). Eventually they became the 
property of Skillings’ daughter and 
her husband, E.D. Bangs. 

The house at 59 Church St. is an 
excellent example of Rand’s more 
moderately-scaled residences. 
Although fairly simple in its mass¬ 
ing, the house is distinguished by its 
detail. The flowers over the front 
entry and in the gable field of the 
third floor are a typical Rand 
embellishment. 

The adjacent house, at 65 Church 
St., is interesting because of the 
classical detailing. The Ionic col¬ 
umns supporting the porch are a 
handsome, though puzzling, feature. 
Are they original? 

A map of Winchester from 1886, 
published by George H. Walker, 
shows that the front of the house has 
been rebuilt, although the modern 
porch could be a part of the original 
porch. Still, the Ionic columns are 
not typical of Rand at this time. If 
the columns are original, they are an 
early and important example of 
Rand’s interest in Colonial Revival 
architecture. By the late 1880s, Rand 
had embraced this movement.

Beyond the two houses which front 
on Church Street is the double house, 
61-63 Church. This Stick Style house 
is characteristic of Rand in a num¬ 
ber of ways. The stickwork, or brac¬ 
ing. in the gable was commonly used 
in Rand’s designs of the 1870s, 


including 2-4 Rangeley Road. A 
photograph of 2-4 Rangeley from the 
1880s (published in the May 23 
Winchester Star) shows similar 
stickwork. which is now missing. 

Another notable feature of 61-63 
Church St. is its steeply sloping roof. 


which drops from the third story and 
over the second story, becoming the 
roof over the porch. This same 
approach was used in Rand’s Nowell 
House, from 1877, at 68 Church St. 

Most distinctive of all are the 
circular cutouts set between the 


posts of the front porch. Small 
drilled circles further decorate the 
entry. The extensive use of circular 
forms was characteristic of Rand. 
Unlike other motifs, such as the 
Aesthetic flowers, which were com¬ 
mon to their period, these circles are 


idiosyncratic and helpful in identify¬ 
ing Rand’s work. As they appear on 
the porches of 376 Main St. and 12 
Wildwood St., for example, one may 
safely attribute these houses to 
Rand.

Beware of unlicensed 
pesticide applicators, 
says Attorney General

During the summer months, Mas¬ 
sachusetts homeowners should 
beware of unlicensed pesticide 
applicators looking to make a quick 
profit through the application of pes¬ 
ticides, including fungicides and 
herbicides, to home lawns. 

State law requires all those who 
commercially apply pesticides to be 
licensed and, in some cases, certi¬ 
fied by the Department of Food and 
Agriculture, which is part of the 
state’s Executive Office of Environ¬ 
mental Affairs. 

There is an increased concern 
over possible environmental and 
public health hazards associated 
with pesticide use on home lawns. 
Homeowners should not hire fly by 
night companies, local handymen or 
other unlicensed and untrained indi¬ 
viduals for the application of 
pesticides. 

Such companies and individuals 
are often untrained in the proper use 
of pesticides and do not disclose to 
the homeowner the hazards asso¬ 
ciated with the pesticide used or the 
precautions which can be taken 
against these hazards. They may not 
carry even the minimum state- 
mandated insurance to protect cus¬ 
tomers in the event of any accidents 
resulting from the pesticide 
application. 

The Department of Food and Agri¬ 
culture estimates that while over 
5,000 pesticide applicators are 
licensed in this state, others in 
related fields, such as landscapers 
and lawn care specialists, take up 
pesticide applications as a side line. 

Homeowners are advised of the 
following: 

• Before applying pesticides to resi¬ 
dential lawns, commercial applica¬ 
tors must provide the homeowner 
with written information regarding 
the pesticides to be used and safety

measures to protect humans and the 
environment from any adverse 
effects of the pesticides. 

• The customer is entitled to request 
prior notification from the applica¬ 
tor of each application to be made to 
the lawn. 

• After each application, the applica¬ 
tor must leave at the residence a 
written statement containing: 

1. The name and license/ 
certification number of the 
applicator; 

2. The name of the pesticides that 
were applied and for what purpose; 

3. Any precautions, as indicated on 
the pesticide labeling, which the 
homeowner should take; and 

4. The date and time of the 
application. 

• Applicators are required to post 
signs at conspicuous points of access 
on the property to be treated. Gener¬ 
ally, those signs must remain in 
place for 72 hours. 

All licensed applicators must pass 
an examination which includes such 
topics as the proper use, storage, 
mixing and disposal of pesticides, 
their toxicity to humans, potential 
environmental consequences of the 
use or misuse of pesticides, and the 
availability of non-chemical alterna¬ 
tives which could substitute for, or 
decrease the r^uired amount of, 
chemical pesticides. These are all 
areas into which the homeowner 
may wish to inquire. 

Any person applying pesticides for 
lawn and tree care must carry his 
license with him at all times. All 
those hiring a lawn care company 
are encouraged to demand to see a 
license if pesticides are used, to 
ensure company personnel are qual¬ 
ified to apply these chemicals. 

Homeowners with questions about 
pesticide application should contact 
the Pesticide Bureau of the Depart¬ 
ment of Food and Agriculture at 
(617) 727-3020. 

Senator Shannon files 
legislation on MWRA 

Senator Charles E. Shannon (Med¬ 


ford, Somerville, Winchester) recen¬ 
tly filed legislation along with col¬ 
leagues Senators Lane and Harold, 
which will require the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resource Authority 
(MWRA) to become accountable 
and sensitive to the needs of its rate 
payers. 

Tlie freshman Senator noted that 
the public’s frustration with the 
MWRA is reaching a crescendo 
level. “People want and deserve 
accountability from the MWRA and 
I’m going to do everything within 
my power to see that tJiey get it.’’ 

Senator Shannon observed that 
this legislation has two (2) main 
objectives. The first objective is to 
give the MWRA’s Advisory Board 
power over the Agency’s budget. 
The Advisory Board is much more in 
tune to the needs of the member 
communities and more responsive 
to their wishes. 

Secondly, this legislation declares 
that the MWRA is a public utility 
and therefore they should be under 
the regulation of the Department of 
Public Utilities. By this action, the 
MWRA will be forced to hold public 
meetings in affected communities to 
discuss the proposed rate increases. 
This alone will prevent them from 
increasing their rates by such large 
percentages as they have in the past. 

Senator Shannon also noted that 
this legislation calls for the removal 
of the Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs from the Board of Directors. 
Such a change would end a per¬ 
ceived conflict of interest. 

Finally, Senator Shannon con¬ 
cluded by saying, “I want to assure 
the public that this legislation does 
not attempt to wipe out the MWRA, 
nor does it seek to block the clean out 
of the harbor.’’ 'The purpose of this 
legislation is to give the member 
communities a measure of control 
over an Authority which has such an 
important and direct impact on their 
lives. It is important to remember 
that under this proposal, the MWRA 
is still insulat^ from the political 
process but it is no longer isolated 
from the public process.’’

Reservists readjust to civilian life

But other local reservists were not 
so lucky as they returned to a 
recession-ravaged state to find that 
their jobs, or even the firms they 
used to work for, no longer existed. 

"There have been some real hor¬ 
ror stories,” said Newton veteran’s 
agent Carleton Merrill. 

Merrill and others working with 
the reservists and their families say 
a few of these men and women were 
unfairly terminated from their jobs 
while serving in Operation Desert 
Storm, while others lost positions 
due to the recession. Some have 
returned to broken marriages and 
other family problems stemming 
from their active duty, and many 
more who still have jobs are strug¬ 
gling to get out of debt. 

Merrill said one reservist he 
knows came home to find his wife 
had left him for another man, and 
another found himself locked out of 
his mother’s house. 

Paul Desmond, regional agent 
with the U S. Department of Labor’s 
veteran’s office in Boston, was un¬ 
sure how many employment cases 
the office is handling, hut he said it 


is fewer than 1.{X)0 in Massachusetts 
and Connecticut. 

He claimed many of the veterans’ 
unemployment figures that have 
been reported — as high as 20 per¬ 
cent in some units — are misleading 
because most out-of-work reservists 
did not lose jobs as a direct result of 
being called to active duty. De¬ 
smond estimated that 1 or 2 percent 
of those unemployed were unfairly 
terminated while overseas. 

He said the rest had jobs elimi¬ 
nated through legitimate layoffs, re¬ 
tired or were self-employed and lost 
their businesses. 

But the case list at the labor office 
continues to grow' as veterans re¬ 
turn. And men and women taking 
the full 90 days off the law allows 
them before returning to civilian 
jobs may not report problems with 
employers for some time. 

Yet all of a half dozen (lulf veter¬ 
ans interview'ed recently from a var¬ 
iety of area cities and towns said 
they are proud of their involvement 
in liic conflict and feel their lives are 
returning to normal. 

The reservists said that in spite of 
the dangers they faced in the Saudi 
Arabian desert. Iraq and Kuwait, 
the memories that linger most are 
those of people far less fortunate 
than they. 

"1 think it made me realize wc 
have it pretty good,” said Dennis 
(I’lrasc see next page)

Cogavin, a 20-year-old Dedham resi¬ 
dent who served as a specialist with 
the 372nd Army Reserve Military 
Police Unit. 

Cogavin returned home May 15 
after spending six months stationed 
in some 16 locations throughout the 
Gulf. 

Now a frozen food clerk at Star 
Market in Waltham, Cogavin said he 
hopes to be a police officer some 
day. 

He said he was gratified by the 
welcome he received from his Star 
Market managers and colleagues, 
who threw him a party when he 
came back. The store also rein¬ 
stated Cogavin to the same job with 
the same hours and paid the differ¬ 
ence between his Star Market salary 
and his military pay for the time he 
was away. 

He noted that another man in his 
unit was not so lucky. The reservist 
had worked for Somerville Lumber 
and came home to find the company 
had gone out of business. 

Hayden Lever said he harbors no 
bitterness toward the military, 
though he too is out of work. 

Lever, a 38-year-old Newton resi¬ 
dent, was laid off from his job selling 
trade show space for a Needham 
company a week before he was 
called to active duty. 

Lever served with the Air Force 
Reserve’s 74th Air Evacuation 
Squadron assigned to help hospitals 
evacuate wounded. Although 
Lever’s unit was in the Gulf for “40 
days and 40 nights,” it was never 
needed because of the low number of 
casualties. 

Now Lever’s biggest concern is 
finding a new job to support his 
growing family. His wife is now 
pregnant with the couple’s first 
child. 

Finances have also been on Mi¬ 
chael Gaipo’s mind. He recently re¬ 
turned to his job as a heavy equip¬ 


ment mechanic after spending 5’ 
months in the Saudi desert, seven 
miles from the Iraqi border. 

The Waltham resident is a lance 
corporal in the Marine Corps Re¬ 
serves, Transportation Co., Six Mo¬ 
tors. Gaipo’s job was to help trans¬ 
port ammunition, food and water to 
troops. 

Gaipo said he is now picking up 
overtime hours to make up for pay 
he lost while overseas. 

“I’m just trying to catch up on my 
bills,” said Gaipo, 27. 

Cpl. Craig McGary said he was 
confident he would have a job when 
he returned from the war — since he 
is working in his brother-in-law’s 
construction business this summer. 

The 20-year-old Newton resident 
who served with the Marine Reserve 
25th infantry division, first batta¬ 
lion, has been home for three 
months. 

Despite the physical nature of his 
civilian work, McGary has new ap¬ 
preciation for the job. 

“We were on a roof today working 
and it was hot, but it was nothing 
compared to out there (in the de¬ 
sert),” said McGary. 

Joseph Ballou, a second lieutenant 
in the National Guard’s 972nd Mili¬ 
tary Police Unit, based in Newton, 
said he was struck by how “amaz¬ 
ingly different” the Middle Eastern 
culture is from that in America. 

The Framingham resident re¬ 


called that when his unit was looking 
for directions, Saudi citizens invited 
the troops in for tea and lunch. 

Ballou, 25, is now attending Mas¬ 
sachusetts Bay Community College 
and working nights as a security 
guard at the Dennison Manufactur¬ 
ing Co. in Framingham. 

Ballou said that while Bay State 
residents are worried about the eco¬ 
nomy, the recession here is “nothing 
compared to what those people were 
going through” in Kuwait and Iraq. 

Dr. Arnold Mazur, an Auburndale 
resident, director of health services 
at Boston College and a member of 
the Army Reserve’s 803rd medical 
unit, also said being torn from the 
comfort and familiarity of his home 
to support Operation Desert Storm 
has made him think about his 
advantages. 

He said that when the conflict 
ended, his medical unit — stationed 
at the King Khalid Military City 
about 50 miles south of Iraq — was 
treating mostly Iraqi civilians and 
prisoners of war. Many of these 
people were afraid to go home, were 
unsure how to get there and often did 
not know what they would be return¬ 
ing to. 

“I had a sense in talking to people 
that they knew more (about the 
war) than I did having been glued to 
the television. I found out a lot of 
things people had been thinking and 
worrying about,” he said.

ADVICE FOR JOB SEEKERS

Q rwe been working at a doc¬ 
tor’s offleo for sii months, 

* and I had no modlcal offleo 
oxporlonco before. The office manager 
has boon very reluctant to toach mo 
many aspocts of thejob and sooms to 
always be setting me up to mako mis¬ 
takes because she keeps one crucial 
ploco of Information from me, which 
causes me to make errors. Then she 
takes me to task for It, often In front of 
others. 

The other office workers have told 
me that three other workers In my posi¬ 
tion quit because of her, and my six 
months Is record longevity In the |ob. 
The doctor, who often compUments my 
work, has made enough little remarks 
that I know he’s aware of the problem. 

Next week, the office manager Is go¬ 
ing on vacation, and once again she 
hasn’t prepared me to cover for her. I 
like the work, but the situation Is vory 
sticky. Should I quit? - Kimberly, Nat¬ 
ick 

No. Whenever there is a 
problem at work, always try 
• to solve the problem before 
giving up. If the office manager is going 
on vacation, you have a perfect oppor¬ 


tunity. Get as much information from 
her beforehand as she is willing to give. 

Then, as soon as she is gone, go to 
the doctor with any questions you 
have. Let him know you are willing to 
learn. Suggest — in a calm, unemotion¬ 
al way — the office manager may be re¬ 
luctant to delegate work. Say nothing 
negative about your supervisor, but in¬ 
stead express your concern that the 
smooth operation of the office will suf¬ 
fer if you are kept in the dark. 

If several others have quit and the 
doctor has made comments, he is 
aware of the problem. Leam as much 
as you can during this period, continue 
to do a good job and things may change 
once the doctor learns your capabil¬ 
ities. Quitting should be a last resort af¬ 
ter all other options have been exhaust¬ 
ed, especially during the current reces¬ 
sion. 

If after a year in this setting, things 
are still no better, consider looking 
elsewhere then.

Selling a home yourself? 

Think twice; most brokers say it’s difficult

F or several weeks, some nine 
years ago. my husband and 1 
traveled in a lime green. 
BMW 2002 around Needham 
and Newton and in a newfan¬ 
gled - the seat belts closed 
around automatically! — Toyota 
around Wellesley. 

We weren’t test driving used cars. 
We were casing used homes, and not 
having much luck. 

The real esUte brokers took us to 
homes we had told them were abso¬ 
lutely out of the question, to homes 
way out of our price range and to 
homes on streets where participants in 
the Indy 500 practiced. 

Every Sunday, we looked in the 
newspapers trying to find what the 
brokers were missing. And we found 
it. For Sale By Owner. With an assum¬ 
able mortgage. The style we were 
seeking. The type of neighborhood we 
wanted. 

So what was wrong with it? 

Nothing. So we bought it. Without 
a broker. 

That seller, however, was lucky, 
because most homeowners - and brok¬ 
ers - will tell you that selling a home on 
your own is frustrating, if not impossi¬ 
ble. 


We just happened to look at the 
right time. The assumable mortgage - 
as we had assumed, sounded too good

to be true - was too little to be worth 
taking. 

But otherwise, we got what we 
bargained for. 

So, what’s the big deal? Why 
shouldn’t you sell it yourself? 

“Even people who are brokers 
think they can do it themselves,’’ said 
Lee Schmidt, manager of Natick 
DeWolfe Realty. “I had a friend who 
was a broker, and left it, but still de¬ 
cided to sell her home herself. Every 
lesson she learned as a broker she for¬ 
got.’’ 

Her emotions got in the way, as 
they are likely to do if you are selling 
your own home, Schmidt said, “and 
she began thinking of the bottom line - 
money.” And that is the basic reason 
people decide to try to sell on their 
own. 

“She had the experience most peo¬ 
ple have when selling a home on theii 
own,’’ Schmidt said. “She spent a lot 
of money up front on advertising, and 
had to be home to get calls and show 
the house. After about sbe months ol 


advertising costs and disappointment, 
she ended up giving the listing to a Re¬ 
altor.” 

Alison Schechter, president of The 
Prudential, Landmark Property Spe¬ 
cialists, Inc., Wellesley, put it anothei 
way. “Physicians don’t operate or 
their own children. They just don’t dc 
it. Realtors don’t sell their owr 
houses.’’ 

Many self-sellers will find they have 
to talk to and show the house to a lot 
of curiosity seekers, Schmidt said. 
“You can spend a lot of time doing 
that. And then find a lot of people are 
not qualified.’’ 

“The Fizzbo (for sale by owner, or 
fsbo), is only thinking about one thing: 
saving the brokerage fee,” said 
Schechter. “That’s the only reason 
they’re doing this.” 

But there are other problems inher¬ 
ent in trying to sell it yourself, Schech¬ 
ter said. 

“Their ability or inability to negoti¬ 
ate directly is usually so weak,’’ she 
said. “The buyer also is trying to save 
a certain percent, so both parties are 
working in the opposite directions. It’s 
transaction oriented, but the buyer’s 
trying to get the deal, the lowest 
price, and the seller is thinking about 
saving five or sbe percent. Their nego¬ 
tiating skills usually break down, with 
the buyer usually winning.’’ 

“Saving the commission is a great 
theory,’’ agreed Mark Lippolt, a se¬ 
nior vice president at Coldwell Banker 
Hunneman and Company. “Sometimes 
it happens, but the buyer knows the 
seller is saving the commission, so 
they do take that into account when 


they’re making their offer. Here you 
have a situation where the seller is 
looking to save the commission and the 
buyer is, too. Two people can’t save 
the same commission. It doesn’t mean 
you don’t sell successfully on your 
own, but it requires someone with a 
high energy level and someone who 
can devote a great deal of time to the 
process.’’ he said. 

And when you try to sell the house 
yourself, Schmidt said, “you’re im¬ 
pacting only a small portion of the mar¬ 
ket: the people who are in the area

reading newspaper ads or driving 
around communities just scouting out 
for sale signs.” 

“One of the main reasons to use a 
broker is that most buyers work with 
brokers, so that anyone coming in out 

of state will almost always find a bro¬ 
ker to work with,” Schmidt said. The 
broker can look around first and nar¬ 
row down choices. “They (the out-of- 
state buyers) don’t know the areas. 
They don’t know the towns. They 
wouldn’t even look for a sale by own¬ 
er.”

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: I am considering using an office in my 

home as my primary and only place of employment (I am self- 
* employed). Can you give me any information as to what tax 
deductions I may be able to take, and what other tax ramifications 
there may be? L.S., Norwood. 

A Dear L.S.:The Internal Revenue Service does allow you, as a 
self-employed individual, to take tax deductions for the use 
• of a portion of your home as an office. 

You must, however, be capable of proving that this portion of your 
home is exclusively used, on a regular basis, as your principle place of 
business, and/or as the place where you regularly meet with patients, 
customers or clients in the normal course of your business. 

Regarding this “exclusive-use” test, problems can arise if you use 
a portion of your home for both business and personal use. This, how¬ 
ever, doesn’t seem to be a problem in your case. As for the “princi¬ 
ple place of business” test, problems of proof will arise if you use a 
portion of your home as an occasional office in conjunction with anoth¬ 
er, principle office, outside your home. 

As for what expenses are deductible, these include rent or mort¬ 
gage interest payments, real estate taxes, home insurance and utility 
costs. Improvements made to other portions of your home’s interior 
are not deductible, but a percentage share of the cost of improve¬ 
ments or repairs to the exterior may be deductible. Finally, the office 
space may qualify for a depreciation deduction.. 

How do you calculate what percentage of these expenses are de¬ 
ductible? Generally, this is done by dividing the total square footage of 
your home (or apartment) into the square footage of the space used 
as an office.

Rule excludes some sellers 


Certain homeowners 55 or older can avoid tax payments on sale profits 



R ecently, we’ve looked at 
how, by employing the fed¬ 
eral tax deferral rule 
(TDR), you can delay pay¬ 
ing taxes on the profit you 
make from the sale of your 

home. 

This week we’ll look at how, via 
the federal $125,000 exclusion rule 
(the “exclusion”) you may be able to 
completely avoid paying taxes on the 
profit from the sale of your home. 

Here’s how it works. If, on the 
date of the sale, you (or your spouse, 
if the home is owned jointly) are 55 
years old or older, you can exclude 
paying taxes on up to $125,000 of prof¬ 
it made from the sale. To qualify for 
the exclusion, you must have owned 


and lived in the home — as your pri¬ 
mary residence — for at least three of 
the five years prior to the date of the 
sale (though the three years need not 
be consecutive). 

For example, suppose you bought 
and have lived in the same home since 
1975. You originally paid $50,000; 
vou’re now selling it for $225,000. Of

the $175,000 profit, $125,000 will be 
tax-free. Taxes will be due, however, 
on the remaining $50,000 profit unless 
you qualify for some other tax shelter. 

As with the TDR, the guidelines 
governing the $125,000 exclusion are 
strict. Regarding age, you must be age 
55 on or before the date of the sale. 
Turning 55 during the year of the sale 
is not sufficient. 


Regarding the use and ownership of 
the property, as mentioned, you must 
have owned and occupied the home for 
at least three of the last five years. 
35Vz months will not qualify. What con¬ 
stitutes "occupancy” is also strictly 
defined. Extended periods of absence 
from the home cannot be counted, al¬ 
though short, temporary absences — 
such as vacations — can be. Tempo¬ 
rary moves due to illness (such as a 
stay in a nursing home) can also be 
counted so long as before the illness- 
induced move you owned and occupied 
the home as your primary residence 
for at least one of the past five vears. 
These two exceptions apply even if 
you rent the home during your ab¬ 
sence, as long as the home is not rent¬ 
ed for more than two of those five 
years. 

For example, suppose you bought a 
home in 1981 and occupied it as your 
principal residence through December 
1986. From January 1987 through De¬ 
cember 1988, you lived out of state, 
renting the home during your absence. 

In January 1989, you moved back 
for a year, but in January 1990 you 
again moved out of state, not renting 


the home during this absence, in Janu¬ 
ary 1991, you moved back, and have 
lived in the home since, except for a 
three-month period when you lived 
with friends due to illness. 

If you sold the home today, you 
wouldn’t qualify for the exclusion since 
the three years you lived out of state 
will not count as occupancy. However, 
if you were to sell the home in January 
1992, you would qualify, since the 
three-month absence due to illness can 
be counted. 

Unlike the tax deferral rule, the 
$125,090 exclusion can only be used 
once, even if the exclusion is used for 
a profit of less than $125,000. 

For example, suppose you bought a 
home for $50,000, sold it for $130,000 
and avoided taxes on the $80,000 prof¬ 
it via the exclusion. If you later bought 
a home for $190,000 and sold it for 
$235,000, you could not carry forward 
the “remaining” $45,000 exclusion 
from the former sale to avoid taxes on 
this later sale. Accordingly, even if you 
qualify for the exclusion, it’s some¬ 
times prudent to pay the tax, thus sav¬ 
ing the exclusion for the possibly 
greater profit on the sale of a future 
home.

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Shannon reviews first 
months on the Hill

State Sen. Charles Shannon is 
one legislator who has had little 
trouble deciding his freshman 
curriculum. 

Shannon (R-Winchester), who 
began his term as senator of the 
Second Middlesex District in 
January, has made two issues his 
main focus; education and work¬ 
men’s compensation. And he is 


diving into the fray to see that his 
district, which also includes 
Somerville and Medford, is 
adequately represented on these 
issues. 

Shannon and his wife, Dorothy, 
who previously served on the 
Winchester Housing Authority 
for several years, have lived in 
Winchester since 1982. 

His career in politics began 
with a bid for a seat on the Board 
of Assessors in 1984 against 


Frank Mahoney. Shannon lost. 
Undaunted, he ran for the Board 
of Selectmen in 1985 and lost by 25 
votes to Frank Sopper. 

Following a heart attack, he 
retired from the Lexington Police 
Department. He was then 
appointed to the assessors’ board 
to fill a position left vacant with 
the death of John Murphy. 

Shannon subsequently ran for 
an elected position on the Board 
of Assessors in 1988 and won. He 
took over as chairman during the 
major property revaluations 
done in 1989 and says he is proud 
of the job his board did during 
that difficult time.

Paving burns 
trees’ leaves

After the dust had settled, there 
were three new appointments to 
Winchester school system — but one 
School Committee member had 
stormed out in protest. 

At their August 6 meeting, School 
Committee members elected Dr. 
Herrick Hawkins of Cambridge to 
fill the assistant principal position at 
McCall Middle School, by a vote of 
3-2 (members Constance Papas. 
Mark Lombardi and Edward 
O’Connell voting in the affirmative; 
and members Alice McCarter and 
Michael Ronayne in the negative). 

Also elected was Charles Mclnnis 
of Wayland to fill the spot vacated by 
Andrew Allan, retiring principal of 
Lynch Elementary School, by a 
unanimous vote. 

F^inally, the new principal selected 
to run the Vinson Owen Elementary 
School by a vote of 3-2 (Papas, 
O’Connell and Lombardi for; and 
McCarter and Ronayne against) 
was Dr. Guido Sabelli of Holden, 
who will replace retiring principal 
Richard Young. 

At the end of the voting, Ronayne 
expressed his dismay with the 
choices made by the other members. 

“What happened to promoting 
from within? ... I have been on this 
committee a long time, we have 
never had a night like tonight,’’ said 
Ronayne. 

His comments were greeted by a 
round of applause from the audi¬ 
ence. After making his comments 
and without waiting for the meeting 
to formally adjourn, Ronayne left 
the room. 

The interviews were the culmina¬ 
tion of much groundwork behind the 
scenes to cull the final names from a 
long list of potentials. 

According to Loretta Verrecchia, 
the Vinson Owen Principal Screen¬ 
ing Committee worked the list down 
to a manageable number. 15, then 
interviewed the candidates to select 
the final two choices. 

Those two candidates were sup¬ 
ported unanimously by the screen¬ 
ing committee, according to 
Verrecchia. 

Lombardi supported Hawkins, 
who is currently an associate princi¬ 
pal at Harwood Union Middle/Senior 
High School and has a doctorate in 
education. In his interview on July 
23 Hawkins highlighted his extensive 
experience in dealing with people as 
well as supervising program 
development. 

“I’m interested in working strictly 
at the middle school level. I enjoy 
working with the middle-school age 
student and I’m looking for a school 
that’s interested in my curriculum 
skills,’’ said Hawkins. 

School Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos recommended two candi¬ 
dates, who are currently working in 
the Winchester school system. Nan-

cy Peterson, who has served as an 
administrative intern at McCall for 
the past year was recommended for 
assistant principal at McCall. 

And Frank Rowe, who has been an 
administrative intern at both McCall 
and Vinson Owen was recommended 
for the principal. Neither candidate 
was supported by a majority of the 
committee. 

Said Lombardi, “I really have to 
go towards where I think the 
strength is, in qualifications and in 
experience. I have not come to the 
conclusion that Ms. Peterson would 
be the best choice.’’ 

Papas added, “I think I made my 
feelings known. I was looking for 
strong experience in 
administration.’’ 

As the votes were tallied for prin¬ 
cipal of Lynch, Mclnnis came out in 
front with every member of the 
committee. Mclnnis is assistant 
principal at Fitchburg Elementary 
School in Waltham and is complet¬ 
ing a doctorate in education at Bos¬ 
ton College. 

Said Mclnnis, “I believe that each 
child can learn and that each child is 
special and unique.” 

Mclnnis is certified as an elemen¬ 
tary school principal, as a teacher of 
children with moderate special 
needs and in secondary education in 
English. 

The election of the principal for 
Vinson Owen was also a vote that 
went against the recommendation of 
the superintendent and two school 
committee members. 

Sabelli, who is an associate princi¬ 
pal and curriculum coordinator at 
Chocksett School in Sterling, has a 
doctorate in education. In addition, 
Sabelli has certifications as superin¬ 
tendent; director of special educa-

School officials to take another look at budget

Some School Committee members 
may think the budget is finalized, 
but other members want to have 
another go at it. 

At the August 5 School Committee 
meeting member Alice McCarter 
said “rumors” are flying around 
town concerning cuts that were 
made to the athletics budget. Said 
McCarter, “I’d rather address these 
issues in public than do it on a 
personal basis on the telephone.” 

School Superintendent Dr. Charles 


Mitsakos added that the administra¬ 
tion had also been getting calls on 
the cuts to the athletics budget. 

Mitsakos said people were also 
worried about cuts being considered 
to the position of clinical counselor 
to the high school. 

Committee member Mark Lom¬ 
bardi said he was unclear where the 
committee had left off on the issue. 

“Would it be too late, concerning 
how we fill the clinical counselor 
position, to address this issue on 
August 27. I just want to make sure 
we’re not backing into a decision on 
this issue,” said Lombardi. 


After much debate in the spring. 
School Committee members opted to 
fund the clinical counselor’s position 
at $20,000, or .5 full-time equivalent. 
The issue of whether the person who 
currently fills the position would 
stay on, or if the services would be 
filled on a contractual basis, were 
not officially voted, however. 

Lombardi said although he was 
not thrilled with the idea of a psycho¬ 
logical counselor, he’d rather not 
have the position filled by a different 
person each week, which would be 
the case if the services w'ere con¬ 
tracted out. 


Said Lombardi, “1 was feeling 
very good about where we w'ere 
heading on this ... towards a half¬ 
time position. 1 didn’t think there 
was any discussion about putting 
these funds into vendored services.” 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas intervened at this 
point in the discussion to end it. 
“There is a need for clarification: 1 
suggest we do not do that now.” said 
Papas. 

School Committee member Dr. 
Michael Ronayne confronted Papas 
several times on her refusal to dis¬ 
cuss items she said were not on the 


agenda. Regarding the position of 
clinical counselor at the high school, 
he questioned Papas’ decision to 
table the discussion until the com¬ 
mittee’s next session. 

Said Papas, “It’s not on the agen¬ 
da. we are not prepared to discuss it. 
This is not the appropriate time to do 
it.” Papas repeated that the com¬ 
mittee should talk about the athle¬ 
tics budget and the clinical counse¬ 
lor on August 27. 

Ronayne retorted, “An individual 
is involved here; nothing is inappro¬ 
priate. We have the item on the

A new repaving machine rolled 
out freshly steamed pavement on 
three roads in town last week, but 
left in its wake rows of scorched 
trees. 

According to Department of Publ¬ 
ic Works Director Anthony Celli, 
some leaves on trees along Swanton 
Street. Loring Avenue and Mystic 
Avenue turned brown, but “no per¬ 
manent damage ” was caused during 
the repaving process. 

“If the DPW thought that perma¬ 
nent damage would be caused, we 
w'ould have done something to pre¬ 
vent it,” said Celli. 

He contends that the branches of 
the trees are still alive and that the 
leaves will be back in full bloom next 
spring. 

Celli added that the new method of 
repaving roads, known as “hot recy¬ 
cling,” will save the town 35 percent 
in repaving costs. 

The method, which was also used 
in Lexington several weeks ago, 
caused damage to trees and bushes 
in that town as well, according to 
reports in the Lexington Minute- 
man. Town officials in Lexington are 
also hopeful that the damage will be 
erased next spring. 

The “hot recycling” method was 
tried out for the first time here in 
Winchester last week, on a job con¬ 
tracted out by the DPW. Celli 
reported that the singeing of the 
leaves was caused by the heat of the 
paving machines, which roll over 
the existing pavement, preheating 
the old pavement and steaming up 
the new. He also noted that 99 per¬ 
cent of the trees scorched in the 
process are on the town’s right of 
way. 

Celli said his department has not 
received any complaints from resi¬ 
dents since the repaving was com¬ 
pleted. However, as the machine 
was moving along the street last 
week, Celli said workers talked 
“with concerned residents along the 
way.” 

Resident Daniel Chane had also 
expressed concern with the repaving 
process in a “Letter to the Editor” in 
The Winchester Star issue on August 
1. Chane said he was “appalled” to 
find 27 trees along Swanton Street 
and 17 trees along the sides of Loring 
Avenue “seriously burned” by emis¬ 
sions from the machines.

Exxon gas station is the subject of proposed cleanup

The Exxon gasoline station on 
Main Street has been boarded up for 
years now, but the ramifications of 
its shut-down are still far from a 
closed case. 

The station, located at 586 Main 
Street in the downtown rotary, has 
remained closed since early 1987, 
when leaking underground storage 
tanks were discovered and removed 
from the site. 

Records filed in 1987 with the state 
Department of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection (DEP), which currently has 
jurisdiction over the site, docu¬ 
mented the presence of a large 
plume of gasoline and waste oil 120 
feet long and from 40 to 100 feel wide 
in various places, moving toward 
the Aberjona River. 

Although the Exxon corporation 
and its consultant vowed in June 
1987 to begin a recovery system in 
July 1987 to remove a pool of conta¬ 


minants left by the tanks, that action 
was never taken. 

In March, 1990, however, Exxon’s 
consultant, the Environmental 
Resources Management group 
(ERM), sent DEP an “interim mea¬ 
sure” proposal for cleanup action on 
the site. 

The proposal advocates the use of 
“two gasoline recovery trenches in 
the downgradient corner of the 
site.” The trenches would be used to 
pool the gasoline and then both the 
gasoline and the contaminated 
groundwater would be removed by a 
pump recovery system. 

The gasoline components as well 
as the groundwater would then be 
placed in an on-site holding tank 
pending disposal. 

The next step in the proposed 
measure calls for the separation of 
the water and the gasoline through 
the use of an air stripper. The liber¬ 
ated water would then be dis¬ 
charged, according to the proposal, 
down a nearby storm drain. 


As a final measure, the proposal 
calls for the installation of soil vapor 
extraction wells in order to “remove 
vapors from the impacted soils, and 
enhance the recovery of gasoline 
components in the groundwater.” 

The air stripping system and the 
soil venting system, the proposal 
concludes, can be “retrofitted with a 
vapor phase carbon system if the 
vapors emitted create a nuisance to 
the surrounding population.” 

The lack of proposed vapor con¬ 
trols on both systems however, was 
assailed by the DEP in their June 4 
response. The controls, according to 
the DEP response, are required, 
“unless compelling evidence justify¬ 
ing that such controls are not needed 
is submitted to and agreed upon by 
the department.” 

Chairman of the Conservation 
(’ommission Joshua Alper, who has 
been critical of the progress of the 
cleanup to date, said that gas con¬ 
trols are neccesary for the site due 
to the heavy volume of pedestrian 


and bicycle traffic in the downtown 
area. 

Stephen Johnson, head of the site 
management branch at the DEP, 
said, “In this case ... there is no 
compelling evidence which would 


qualify for a waiver of the off-gas 
controls from the site.” 

The DEP response also notes that 
in addition to the changes to the gas 
discharge systems, ERM must also

Forest St. area 
gets water boost

A ground-breaking ceremony at 
the intersection of Forest Street and 
Highland Avenue for a water pipe¬ 
line and meter chamber has set into 
motion what town officials say will 
be a marked improvement in the 
water quality in the northern section 
of town. 

Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) Executive 
Director Paul Levy was on hand for 
the Winchester ground breaking as 
well as selectmen Stephen Powers 
and Thomas Schmitt, Senator Char¬ 
les Shannon, former State Represen¬ 
tative Sherman “Whip” Saltmarsh, 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er as well as other town officials. 

Levy said the installation of the 
new 24-inch diameter water pipeline 
and meter chamber will be com¬ 
pleted by next summer. Work is 
scheduled to get underway this 
week, said Levy. 

According to Levy, the new con¬ 
nection will allow Winchester to 
draw MWRA water without storing 
the water in Winchester reservoirs. 
This will reduce water loss due to 
evaporation and save energy 
because the town will no longer need 
to pump water from Spot Pond, said 
Levy. 

He added that the MWRA will fund 


8() percent of (he $774,000 project. 

Levy said the MWRA is currently 
spending $2 million a day on capital 
improvements to water and sewer 
systems throughout the MWRA ser¬ 
vice area of 60 communities outside 
of Boston. The MWRA service area’s 
main water source is the Quabbin 
Reservoir, located G.'i miles west of 
Boston. 

Levy noted the efforts by resident 
and MWRA employee John Shaw- 
cross, who campaigned on behalf of 
Winchester. Levy also cited the 
efforts of town officials and local 
legislators in getting the project off 
the ground. 

Said former State Rep. .Saltmarsh, 
“(this projectl will solve a major 
portion of the w'ater problems in 
Winchester.” 

Maurer added that the Forest 
Street pipeline was “an example of 
two public agencies working 
together for the common good.” 

Zeone, Inc. of Northborough was 
awarded the contract and will begin 
work at the end of this week. During 
construction, traffic will be 
restricted to one lane. The MWRA 
suggests the use of alternate routes 
such as Montvale Avenue to 
Washington Street. 

Police details will direct traffic at 
the construction site to insure that 
public safety vehicles have access at 
aP times.

Art for art’s sake 
One of the pleasant things about 
using the Winchester Public Library 
is being surrounded by the many 
beautiful paintings and art objects 
that are displayed throughout the 
building. Many patrons and staff 
members are too busy to notice 
them, but they are everywhere. You 
can become better acquainted with 
these pieces by reading the pam¬ 
phlet “Art In The Library,’’ avail¬ 
able in the Library Lobby, which 
describes and gives background 


information on the Library’s works 
of art. The following information has 
been excerpted from this brochure. 

The first thing a visitor notices 
when entering the Library’s main 
lobby is the mural “Purchase Of 
Land From The Indians.’’ It depicts 
Squaw Sachem selling the land on 
which Winchester stands today to a 
group of colonists. The mural was 
executed by Aiden Lasalle Ripley in 
1934. Ripley also painted “Paul 
Revere’s Ride’’ for the Lexington 
Post Office. 

Several interesting works are con¬ 
tained in the Art & Music Room, 
known officially as the Smith Room. 
Above the fireplace is the mural 
“Bible Reading In A Puritan 
Home,’’ by the Venetian-born paint¬ 
er and etcher Ettore Caser. 

The Winchester Town Seal, 
adopted by Town Meeting in 1896, 
hangs in the corner to the left of the 
fireplace. It was designed by local 
artist Edmund H. Garrett, and com¬ 
memorates the town’s first incarna¬ 
tion as Waterfield in 1638. One of the 


most unusual art objects in the 
Library is also found in the Smith 
Room: the Winchester Bowl. 

The Winchester Bowl is a sterling 
silver punch bowl with a gold- 
washed liner. It bears the inscription 
“Presented to William P. Winches¬ 
ter to Commemorate the pleasant 
hours his friends have passed on 
board his yacht Northern Light.’’ It 
bears many decorations in keeping 
with its nautical theme, such as 
dolphins, anchors, and buoys. The 
Winchester Bowl was presented to 
the town in 1900 by Colonel Winches¬ 
ter’s son, Thomas B. Winchester. On 
the wall nearby, a portrait of Colonel 
Winchester, for whom the Town was 
named, keeps watch over his 
memento. 

These are only a few of the works 
found throughout the library. The 
next time you visit us, pick up a copy 
of “Art In The Library’’ and start 
exploring.

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Board to consider health code fines

Board of Health members will 
soon decide which health code viola¬ 
tions will net residents a $50 ticket. 

Town Meeting last fall supported a 
proposal by the Board of Health to 
accept Chapter 40, Section 21D of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, which 
allows the town to decriminalize 
certain health code violations. In 
addition. Town Meeting approved 
enacting a $50 fine for such 
violations. 

However. Board of Health mem¬ 
bers and members of the Govern¬ 
ment Regulations Committee were 
concerned that Town Meeting may 
have voted with the understanding 


that the only offense that could be 
punishable with a fine was littering. 

In fact, the Board of Health and 
Health Director Joseph Tabbi will 
consider a broader scope of viola¬ 
tions that could be punishable with a 
fine, including violations at food ser¬ 
vice establishments and within rent¬ 
al housing units. 

Although this larger scope was 
specified at Town Meeting within the 
context of Section 21D, Board of 
Health members want to make sure 
the message is clear. 

They plan to discuss the proposal 
at their August 19 session, and some¬ 
time in September hold a public 
hearing, and notify Town Meeting 
members of that hearing. 

Anthony Conte of the Committee 


on Goverment Rules and Regula¬ 
tions appeared before the Board of 
Health at its August 5 session to 
discuss the exact scope of the Town 
Meeting vote. 

He said the Board of Health has 
the option to include any rule or 
regulations within its charge, as a 
non-criminal offense punishable 
with a fine. 

Currently, many health code vio¬ 
lations, including littering, are crim¬ 
inal offenses. If a violator does not 
comply with the Board of Health’s 
order to clean up an area, the person 
is taken to court on criminal 
charges. Tabbi has said that the 
process has taken up to six months 
in the past. 

One month after ordering a clean¬ 


up of Brigham’s restaurant on Main 
Street, Board of Health members 
say they are pleased with the 
results. 

“1 was very, very impressed with 
the improvements,” said Board of 
Health member Randall Swartz. 
Added member Dorothea Sopper, “I 
was, too. 1 was amazed.” 

Members had ordered a clean-up 
of the establishment after Health 
Director Joseph Tabbi recorded five 
“critical violations” of the state 
health code at the Main Street 
restaurant/ice cream parlor. 

The Board of Health will receive 
an update of the clean-up proposal at 
Brigham’s at its August 19 session. 


Crowd delights in Dixieland Cavaliers

Kids and drugs 
— and prevention 


Talk about the DARE program 
recently has put the issue of kids and 
drugs in the local spotlight again. 

DARE, or Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education program, has been prop¬ 
osed in Winchester as a cooperative 
venture between the School anlf 
Police departments. 

Here’s how it works. An officer 
from the local force is assigned to 
the school system with the full-time 
responsibility to teach a formal cur- 
rici^um of drug and alcohol aware¬ 
ness to children in elementary 
schools, with special attention to 
fifth- and sixth-grade students. The 
program has been a huge success in 
California where it was launched 
several years ago. 

No tragic accident sparked this 
discussion. Rather, the talk about 
DARE has served as a reminder 
that the problem exists across the 
country, in the big cities and yes, as 
always, here in Winchester. 

Every few years however, 
Winchester receives a far more 
brutal reminder of the problem. Pic¬ 
tures of crashed cars, young people 
attending the funerals of friends, 
parents and families in shock — a 
community in mourning. 

Several years ago, a group known 


as Winchester’s SuperTeam was 
started, and with the dedication of 
school officials, the community and 
the Police Department, that prog¬ 
ram continues. 

The latest push to educate kids 
about drugs and alcohol was sprung 
not from the ashes of a terrible 
accident, but from the heart of a 
local businessman, Ron Campisi, 
who has promised to raise funds to 
support the program. And the local 
police department is behind him 100 
percent. 

The question is, will the communi¬ 
ty back such an innovative and use¬ 
ful program without the fresh and 
painful memory of a tragedy. And 
will people act on this program in an 
effort not to erase such a nightmare, 
but in an effort to prevent such an 
occurrence in the future — to pre¬ 
vent the useless loss of more of 
Winchester’s youth? 

The program is now before the 
town, and with the blessing of the 
selectmen and the School Commit¬ 
tee, the drive and dedication of Mr. 
Campisi, and some solid funding, the 
program will go forward. Its success 
however, is weighted firmly on the 
shoulders of the community.

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Winchester’s trolley cars, 
a slice of town history

These hot August evenings lend 
themselves to long cool dalliance 
on the old porch swing overlook¬ 
ing Forest Street. 

In Winchester almost 100 years 
ago another way to cool off was to 
flag one of the numerous trolley 
cars of the Boston and Northern 
Street Railway Company. 

For many, the “electric cars’’ 
in Winchester opened great new 
vistas and it was possible — with 
a few transfers — to get to the 
beaches on the North Shore, 
sample the amusements at Nor- 
umbega Park or have a relaxing 
day at Canobie Lake Park in New 
Hampshire. 

In Winchester the trolley 
tracks crossed town from Arling¬ 
ton to Stoneham and from Med¬ 
ford to Woburn — and if the ride 
was not the most comfortable, 
the convenience more than made 
up for it. 

Two or three times a week 
“Miss Betty” Hinds walked to the 
car stop on Forest Street, with 
her voluminous shopping bag, on 
her way to the shops in “The 
Square.” 

Because the street railway 
company used light “t” rails with 
ties that were spaced too widely 
under them, progress through 
town was bumpy at best — and 
service was stopped on occasion 
for derailments. 

The main tracks on Church and 
Washington streets ran right 
down the center of the streets 
while those on minor thorough¬ 
fares were located on one side. 

Superintendent of Streets H.A. 
Spates raised quite a local ruckus 


in 1900 regarding the condition of 
the tracks and poles — and felt 
that more revenue should come 
from the street railway company 
to help maintain streets where 
track was laid. 

By 1907 heavier track was laid 
the length of Washington Street 
and by 1912, when track was also 
relaid on Church Street, it was 
noted by the selectmen that “ser¬ 
vice is much improved.” 

On weekends and holidays by 
1912, one could expect a trolley 
every 15 minutes and the select¬ 
men were pressing for through 
service to Harvard Square. 

Trolley cars ceased their runs 
through Winchester in 1928 when 
they were replaced by motor bus¬ 
ses — a more flexible mode of 
public transport. Some of the 
track was covered when streets 
were rebuilt. 

For years it was most difficult 
to keep paving on the unused 
Forest Street trackage and many 
an unlucky youngster took a 
header when they hit the tracks 
at the wrong angle with their 
bicycles — especially on wet 
days! 

The Forest Street tracks were 
taken up altogether during the 
summer of 1949 and sold for 
scrap, thus removing the last 
vestige of the trolley car in 
Winchester. 

“Miss Betty” Hinds’ old porch 
swing has survived however and 
on many a breathless evening one 
can almost hear the high pitched 
whine of the electric motors as 
they propel a lighted trolley up 
Forest Street toward Stoneham 
— and into the pages of Winches¬ 
ter history. 
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Gardens that try the patience

Here’s how it works in nature: 
where you want stuff to grow, it 
won’t. Where you don’t want it to, it 
will. Anyone knows this who has 
ever tweezed bristles out of a mole, 
or pasted strands of thinning hair 
over a bald spot. 

Especially, anyone knows it who 
has tried to maintain any sort of 
garden. I know it because I’ve been 
nosing around in the dirt on all fours 
like a dog all summer, trying to pull 
up the stuff that shouldn’t grow¬ 
ing in my flower beds: specifically 
in one dense patch of shin-tall weeds 
beneath the cherry tree. 

Each night I go out with my trash 
can and kneel down in the mulch — 
it’s like a penance you read about 
peasants doing in novels set in Cen¬ 
tral America. My knees turn black, 
dirt works its way clear under the 
pinks of my fingernails, and at the 
end of two hours I have managed to 
clean out a patch of earth a foot 
square. But the animal world is 
charmed by my regimen: mosqui¬ 
toes sink their long hypodermic- 
needle noses into my skin, 
sweetened with the day’s residue of 
sunscreen and powdered over with 
dirt — to them I must taste like a 
jelly doughnut — and the cat attends 
me, wetting as if for emphasis on the 
newly weeded spots, then stretching 
out on her elbows to watch the bugs 
line up for take-out. 

When I was little, we lived in the 
city, our back yard was two feet 
square, and nobody had to cut grass, 
because in the city grass has the 


good sense not to grow. But then we 
moved to the suburbs, where lawns 
stretched in every direction. We 
bought a mower so big it could pass 
for a tank. You didn’t have to push or 
pull it because it pulled you. And 
when you tried turning a corner at 
lawn’s edge, it snatched you clean 
off the ground, flung you a quarter- 
turn in the air and smacked you into 
the nearest fruit tree. I’d have 
turned out a lot taller — and smarter 
too — if it weren’t for that tank. 

Instead I jgrew up (partway), 
became a child-bride, and moved, 
together with my child-groom, to a 
series of funky yardless apartments, 
allowing us to turn our attention to 
things growing inside rather than 
outside the house: egg sacs, for 
example. Roach life. 

But at last we bought our first 
home, a two-family with a small 
yard of that same street-smart city 
grass. Hippies, living there before 
us, had planted vegetables out back: 
onions, mainly. I sunbathed by the 
hour out there, thinking Eve in 
Eden, and ended up smelling not so 
much like the fragrant scent of coco¬ 
nut oil as a burger with the works. 

We were hippies ourselves then, 
maybe. Because around that same 
time we got a chance to go in with 
my child-groom’s brother on a piece 
of land in Central Maine. Cows were 
grazing on it the first evening we 
saw it: a hilltop orchard, with 80 
trees and views clear to New Hamp¬ 
shire. We bought it on the spot, built 
a little cabin, set up a potty chair 
and camped there for several weeks 


each year. In the utter dark. In the 
utter silence except for the sound of 
the large and you-could-tell very 
moist snout nosing against the 
cabin, so that the only way to fall 
asleep at all was to get so drunk your 
ears rang, a state not only obnoxious 
to others but temporary at best. 


Also, the place had access to no 
phone line, no electricity, and no 
water — not even a ditch. In time we 
had babies: the cows tried eating 
them. So gradually we went there 
less and less often, and ended our 
nest-building days predictably: in 
the suburbs, with a 90s equivalent of 
the Tank, weeds to our knees, and, I 
have just learned this morning, a 
very bad case of lawn rot, wherein 
your grass turns straw-brown and 
becomes riddled with a billion tiny 
bore holes, made, I am told, by 
insects from the planet Uranus. 

I think of the land in Maine some¬ 
times. We still own it. Last time we 
went there the potty chair was full of 
bullet holes, the grass had turned to 
forest, and we couldn’t find the 
cabin. Maybe the cows ate it. 

So maybe too, this is penance after 
all. If so, I do it gladly, crouching 
beneath my tree, muddy to the 
elbows and serving jelly doughnut to 
the insects. I’m just glad I’m not the 
one behind the Tank. Because 
they’re making fruit trees stronger 
than ever. And frankly, between the 
two of us, we can’t afford to get a 
whole lot dumber.

Conte issues alert 

to town’s taxpayers 

TO THE EDITOR: 

On behalf of the Winchester Tax¬ 


payers Association, 1 would like to 
alert the citizens of Winchester that 
there may yet be another override of 
Proposition 2] in September if our 
Selectmen decide to have a Special 
Election for an override at their 
August 12 meeting. The WTA hopes 
that townspeople will take the time 
to remind our Selectmen that this 
issue has been defeated four times — 
most resoundingly only last March. 

There are many reasons why a 
Special Election would be an unjusti¬ 
fied waste of money — beyond the 
electorate’s most recent message: 

1. Most importantly, a balanced 
budget for fiscal 1992 has already 
been adopted by the Town Meeting. 
Many difficult decisions had to be 
made in anticipation of reduced 
state aid, but the job is done. If it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it! 

2. Winchester is not immune from 
regional economic decline. Our 
unemployment rate is rising — 585 
individuals collecting unemploy¬ 
ment benefits (according to the 
State Dept, of Employment & Train¬ 
ing) is a sign of even greater eco¬ 
nomic distress. Higher taxes will not 
only be unbearable for the unem¬ 
ployed, but will place an additional 
drag on our already weak economy. 

3. WinchesHjr’s population is slow¬ 
ly declining i^ing 363 people from 
1965 to 1990.W the same time our 
elderly popufirtion — many living on 
fixed incomes, is increasing (22 per¬ 
cent aged 60 and older). Higher 
taxes and lower affordability will 
not attract the new residents that 
Winchester needs to maintain 
viability. 

Town Manager Chad Maurer 
stated the case against an override 
best in the Times Chronicle on July 


18 in which he said, "But to me (a 
tax increase) does not seem like a 
practical solution. We’ve already 
made the tough decisions, and said 
we can live within a budget of 
reduced revenue levels, so why 
spend more money now. It is only a 
one-time increase anyway. We’d 
have to make the same tough deci¬ 
sions next year. If we’ve already 
reduced our budget why spend more 
money?” 

The Winchester Taxpayers Asso¬ 
ciation supports this position and 
urges all citizens to call or write the 
selectmen to say “NO” to another 
override election.

This week 
in history 

1949: 42 years ago 

According to The Winches¬ 
ter Star, which cost seven 
cents when purchased on the 
newstand that week, the 
Winchester Boat Club Snipe 
Fleet were not holding races 
for the weekend. It seemed 
that the skippers were out of 
town for the National Champ¬ 
ionship Snipe Races in New 
York. The Star reported that 
they were willing to wager 
that any of Winchester’s skip¬ 
pers would sail the sheets off 
any salt water skippers. 

A new traffic control box 
was installed in the center 
that week, according to the 
Star. The controls were 
located on the easterly side of 
the traffic tower. They were 
to be operated by the police 
officer in the square so that 
he wouldn’t have to climb to 
the second story of the traffic 
tower. The Star reported that 
the new controls were 
expected to expedite the flow 
of traffic after the passing of 
a train when motor vehicles 
piled up at the center. After 
the square was cleared of 
traffic the signals would be 
replaced by a flasher from 
the new control box. 

The Whitten Brothers, local 
builders, had the contract to 
build an addition on to the 
Professional Building on Dix 
Street. The news item in the 
Star read that the building 
was occupied by Winchester 
physicians, surgeons and den¬ 
tists. The addition, the story 
read that week, was to be a 
small one, only six by nine 
feet. The extension would be 
on the second story of the 
building on the side nearest 
the Congregational Church 
and would enlarge two 
laboratories. 


Houses were selling for a 
mere $15,300, according to an 
advertisement in that week’s 
Star. The house featured in 
the real estate ad was 
announced as ‘‘a well-built, 
eight-room home in an excel¬ 
lent location near school and 
transportation.” The home 
also included an oil heating 
system and a garage. A ranch 
house was also for sale that 
week for $13,000. That home 
included a fireplace, kitchen, 
two bedrooms and a bath. 

Another realtor in town 
advertised a Winchester 
property as an ideal home for 
children. That house had a 
kitchen, a living room and a 
spacious sunroom. The price 
was listed at $15,300, which 
included the two-car garage. 
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School officials to take another look

agenda.” 

At this point McCarter added, ‘T 
want to make sure people know that 
there will be a vote on this position 
on August 27, not just an informa¬ 
tional session.” 

Discussion was terminated by 
Papas’ gavel followed by some good- 
natured bantering exchanged over 
who was running the meetings. 
Ronayne said, “there’s never been 
any question who’s running these 


meetings.” 

The discussion then moved to 
approval of the Winchester High 
School extracurricular program. At 
this point, Ronayne questioned 
again some of the decisions made on 
this program’s budget to which 
Papas responded, “Do we have to 
redo the whole budget discussion on 
the 27th? These cuts were made and 
supported by high school 
management.” 

Ronayne said, “As you know, I 


raised a lot of concerns about the 
cuts from the high school extracurri¬ 
cular program. I didn’t know how 
enraged I was until I saw it in black 
and white. I would suggest we look 
at this again.” Ronayne objected to 
the cuts in funding of language clubs 
and the fall play. 

Lombardi said, “I don’t mind 
bringing up this discussion again. A 
good argument could probably be 
made for all the things we cut.” 
Lombardi added that he hoped some 


teachers would volunteer their time 
to run some of the language clubs 
cut. Said Lombardi, “Let’s just hope 
some people realize we’re in a tough 
position here and volunteer to help.” 

Ronayne argued that in all other 
instances the School Committee had 
information on the impact of the cuts 
in front of them.

obtain specific approval from the 
federal Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) for the discharge of 
treated water into the drainage 
system. 

The DEP letter gives approval for 
the installation of the trench system 
as well as the recovery well, but 
makes the implementation of any 
treatment system contingent on the 
receipt of off-gas control plans. 

The DEP, according to Johnson, 
has not yet received a reply from 
ERM regarding the proposed con¬ 
trols. According to Winchester 
Board of Health members, this lat¬ 
est proposal will be reviewed at their 
August 19 session. 

The interim measure status is. 


according to DEP Chief for Site 
Assessment Sharon Gerolamo, the 
preliminary step in the DEP stages 
for cleanup of a site. 

The latest report from FZRM also 
notes that the Aberjona River is 
located 600 feet downgrade of the 
station and that the river flows south 
into Mystic Lake, which is downgra- 
dient approximately 4,000 feet to the 
south. The report adds the Mystic 
Lake is active drinking water reser¬ 
voir, but that because of the ground- 
water flow direction, “a slight poten¬ 
tial” exists for the contamination of 
the drinking water source. 

Alper has questioned whether or 
not this most recent proposal by 
Exxon will address the contamin¬ 
ants and cleanup of hazardous 


material. 

Alper says, “as a concerned citi¬ 
zen” he has taken a look at the DEP 
file documenting the case. He cites 
inaccuracies in the detailed 
response submitted by Exxon’s con¬ 
sultant to the DEP in 1987. 

In the fact sheet submitted by 
ERM, to the question of whether 
there was a public supply well within 
2,500 feet, “Their answer was ‘no’, 
when in fact, there is an irrigation 
well at Manchester Field,” said 
Alper. 

Alper also challenged the ERM 
responses to several questions 
involving the proximity of the conta¬ 
mination to schools, open bodies of 
water and the town reservoir. 

Alper said ERM answered “yes” 


Shannon takes a look back at first months

His decision to delve into state 
politics and make a run for the 
Senate seat came after talking to 
the former senator of this dis¬ 
trict, Shannon said. 

“My philosophy has always 
been government should be close 
to the people rather than set 
apart, and to make sure that 
programs we’re spending money 
on are worth it and run efficient¬ 
ly,” he added. 

Public input has been steady 
during his tenure at the State 
House. “People are calling and 
wTiting,” said Shannon of his 
seven months in office. 

Shannon is on four legislative 
committees; bills in third read¬ 
ing, government regulations, 
insurance and judiciary. His loc¬ 
al advisory committees on educa¬ 
tion and workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion are comprised of people from 
his district. “These committees 
guide me in determining whether 
a bill has to be amended or if the 
bill goes before the Senate in its 
current state, should I vote for 
it,” said Shannon. 

So far. Shannon’s local educa¬ 
tion committee has discussed 
bills such as the school-choice 
program and the bill proposing 
the extension of the school year. 
Shannon said the school-choice 
bill, which would allow parents to 
send their children to any school 
system within a district, needs to 
be amended since it includes out- 


of-district transportation charges 
for which there is no extra money 
in the budget. 

Shannon favors school choice, 
saying that it places emphasis on 
the accountability of teachers. 
Shannon said the program, which 
could include public and private 
schools, w^ould work within a 
given town boundary. He says 
teachers would then* be encour¬ 
aged to restructure their prog¬ 
rams and improve their teaching. 

As far as the extended school 
year. Shannon said the bill is in 
legislative committee with vari¬ 
ous amendments being proposed. 
Once such amendment asks for 
the extension of day-time hours 
as a compromise rather than 
lengthening the year. Watertown 
Sen. Michael Barrett filed the bill 
to lengthen the school year from 
180 to 220 days. 

“I went out to businesses and 
asked them their priorities,” 
said Shannon. He said that busi¬ 
ness people are concerned about 
the cost of workmen’s compensa¬ 
tions. He cited a 16-percent 
increase in insurance premiums 
this year alone. 

The current method of handling 
workmen’s compensation insur¬ 
ance does not encourage the 
insurance companies to be 
aggressive, according to Shan¬ 
non. Said Shannon, “It should be 
a free market. Currently a busi¬ 
ness has to pay the insurer they 
are leaving 25 cents on the dollar 


(called transfer costs) in order to 
switch insurance companies.” 

Shannon enjoys the give and 
take involved in the legislative 
process. “A bill comes out as an 
idea. Many different people’s 
ideas and philosophies go into 
formulating its final form,” he 
said. 

Senator Shannon has filed sev¬ 
eral pieces of legislation to date. 
One involves allowing the cities 
and towns an extension on their 
budget dates for a period of 120 
days to await the local aid fig¬ 
ures. The second is an amend¬ 
ment to the Super Tuesday legis¬ 
lation proposed by Governor 
William Weld. 

Super Tuesday, Sept. 24, will be 
an optional vote by the cities and 
towns on whether they will make 
up the shortfall in local aid 
through a limited override of 
Proposition 2*2. the state’s capon 
municipal property taxes. The 
vote will involve funds “outside 
the levy,” which, according to 
Shannon, means any funds 
passed in the town vote will be 
paid off within a set period of 
time, and thus will not become a 
permanent part of the tax levy. 

Shannon said he filed an 
amendment to the governor’s bill 
to allow cities and towns until 
December to pay for the special 
elections, which cost between 
$5,000 and $6,000.

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to the question of whether there is a 
surface body of water within 1,000 
feet, but incorrectly gave the dis¬ 
tance as 650 feet According to Alper, 
the distance to the Aberjona River, 
is in fact, closer to 450 feet. 

The same form compiled by ERM 
also describes Winchester’s drink¬ 
ing water as being drawn from the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) and originating from more 
than five miles away. 

Alper says that the answer given 
by ERM is incomplete and that 
Winchester’s nearest reservoir is 
closer to one mile away. Although 
Alper notes that this water supply is 
up-grade of the site and in very little 
danger of contamination from the 
spill, he says, “the point is, they got

tion; elementary school principal; 
supervisor of reading; teacher of 
school-age children with moderate 
special needs and elementary school 
teacher. 

Commented Sabelli, “Respect, 
responsibility and reasoning are the 
three parts of a good school.” He 
added that a key variable in learning 
is direct interaction with the teacher 
and that he would do all he could to 
keep that interaction vital. 

Sabelli clearly articulated his 
thoughts on new methods of teaching 
old stuff. He said, “It can’t be that 
everything we’ve done in the class¬ 
room for the last 10 years has been 
wrong.” 

Audience member Pat Minihane 
addressed the committee after the 
vote was complete on all three 
positions.

it wrong.’’ 

But as far as the state DEP is 
concerned, the issue of whether or 
not the information submitted by 
ERM was correct or not is moot. 
According to Johnson, the DEP nev¬ 
er processed the information. 

And according to Gerolamo, the 
DEP has not evaluated the site, and 
has yet to determine whether it is a 
priority, or a non-priority site. 

The screening of the site, accord¬ 
ing to Gerolamo, would involve 
determining the answer to a number 
of questions very similar to those 
submitted by ERM in 1987. Those 
types of questions include the dis¬ 
tance of the site to area schools, 
nearby water wells and bodies of 


open, surface water. Said Gerolamo, 
if the answers to any one of DEP’s 
questions is “yes,” a site would be 
deemed a priority site. 


However. Gerolamo was skeptical 
of the Main Street site becoming a 
DEP priority, saying, “In general, 
typical gasoline sites, where there’s 
contaminants in the ground water 
are not priority sites. ” 

The bottomline she said is that the 
short-term measure proposed by 
Exxon/ERM is the most attention 
that the Main Street site will see.

OLD HARBOR AREA- Here you’ll find 
the island’s only village - a concentra¬ 
tion of intriguing shops, boutiques, 
restaurants, inns and hotels compris¬ 
ing the picturesque landscape that 
marks the entrance to the ferry slip.

RODMAN’S HOLLOW- One of our five 
wildlife refuges, this great natural 
ravine left in a glacier’s wake is a 
thing of rare beauty indeed. Many 
paths wind their way down to a point 
below sea level where one can spend 
a leisurely afternoon among the wild 
things there. 

THE BLUFFS- Along Mohegan Trail at 
the southern-most tip of the island, a 
dirt path leads to the sea and a view 
that is probably the most dramatic of 
all. Here, from 200 feet up, one looks 
out over the expansive Atlantic and 
down to the rocky shoreline below. 

Off to the left stands the Southeast 
Light, a quaint brick structure look¬ 
ing for all the world like a gingerbread 
house perched high above the sea.

Tax extension 

deadline approaches 

Remember that tax extension you 
filed on April 16? Well, you can’t put 
it off any longer, according to the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS). 

“It is time to get your records 
together, because your deadline is 
fast approaching,” said Boston Dis¬ 
trict Director Gerard R. Esposito. 

More than over 50,(X)0 Massa¬ 
chusetts taxpayers who have asked 
for extensions have until midnight, 
Aug. 15 to file their 1990 federal tax 
returns, Esposito said. 

Those who fail to file by the Aug. 
15 deadline will face a failure-to-file 
penalty plus a late payment penalty 
and 10 percent interest on tax due. 

Extensions to file beyond Aug. 15 
are only granted in extreme hard¬ 
ship situations, Esposito said. 

Taxpayers mailing payments with 
their return should remember to 
include their social security num¬ 
ber, date of payment and the tax 
year on their check or money order.

Harshbarger to work 
toward mortgage regs 

Attorney General Scott Harshbar¬ 
ger announced recently that he and 
Commissioner of Banks, Michael C. 
Hanson, will work together to prom¬ 
ulgate consumer protection and 
licensing regulations for mortgage 
lenders and brokers. 

“I am pleased that we will be 
working in cooperation with Com¬ 
missioner Hanson on these impor¬ 
tant mortgage regulations, said 
Attorney General Harshbarger. This 
joint effort is a critical step to com¬ 
bat unscrupulous mortgage compa¬ 
nies and brokers that have apparent¬ 
ly searched low income and 
minority neighborhoods for vulner¬ 
able consumers, and then cruelly 
destroyed homeowners’ dreams 
through financial coercion and 
foreclosure.” 

Harshbarger explained that his 
office intends to issue consumer pro¬ 
tection regulations under the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act, chapter 93A, 
to complement the financial conduct 
and licensing regulations that Com¬ 
missioner Hanson will promulgate 
under the recently enacted mort¬ 
gage lender and broker licensing 
law, an act relative to the licensing 
of certain mortgage lenders and 
brokers. 

The Attorney General said that his 
office’s consumer protection regula¬ 
tions will focus on advertising, writ¬ 
ten disclosures, solicitation activi¬ 
ties, and performance of mortgage 
company and broker contracts. 
“Scrupulous and ethical businesses 
will have no difficulty in complying 
with regulations that will help create 
a ‘level playing field’ and expose 
industry renegades,” stated 
Harshbarger. 

Commissioner Hanson conducted 
an informational hearing today on 
the mortgage licensing regulations 
required under the recently-passed 
law. Barbara Anthony, Chief of 


Harshbarger’s Public Protection 
Bureau, co-chaired the hearing with 
Hanson. Attorney General Harsh¬ 
barger said that his office will con¬ 
duct informational hearings on the 
consumer protection regulations in 
the near future. The Commissioner 
or a member of his staff will act as 
co-chair. 

Markey announces 
privacy bills approval 

The House Energy and Commerce 
Committee approv^ by a voice vote 
recently two new measures 
authored by Rep. Edward J. Markey 
(D-Mass) aim^ at protecting con¬ 
sumers and their privacy with 
regard to new telecommunications 
services such as “junk” calls, 
“junk” faxes, and caller ID. 

The legislation, which now moves 
to the House floor, includes: 

•H.R. 1304, the “Telephone Adver¬ 
tising Consumer Rights Act,” 
authored by Reps. Markey and 
Matthew J. Rinaldo (R-N.J.), which 
would regulate unsolicited telephone 
advertising. Under the terms of the 
bill, so-called “junk” calls would 
include telemarketing strategies 
conducted by live operators as well 
as by machines (such as automatic 
dialers, recorded message players 
and telephone facsimile machines). 

Individuals and business subscrib¬ 
ers who object to unwanted junk 
calls would be identified for tele¬ 
marketers in a manner that would 
be developed in a Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission rulemaking. 
Only autodialed calls to emergency 
and public safety telephone numbers 
(as well as to paging and cellular 
equipment) would be banned. 

•H.R. 1305, the “Telephone Priva¬ 
cy Consumer Rights Act,” authored 
by Rep. Markey, would restore the 
privacy balance that has been 
skewed by unrestricted offerings of 
Caller ID and some uses of Automa¬ 
tic Number Identification (AND, 
which is used in 800 and 900 number 


calls. Provisions include: 

1. Per Call Blocking: requiring 
telephone companies that provide 
their customers with Caller ID ser¬ 
vices to also provide consumers, 
free of charge, on a per call basis, 
the ability to block the disclosure of 
their telephone number to those they 
are calling; and 

2. Data Resale Ban: allowing for 
no information gathered by ANI 
technologies to be sold or reused 
without first orally notifying and 
obtaining the consent of the 
consumer. 

Shannon announces 

funding appropriation 

Senator Charles E. Shannon (2nd 
Middlesex, Medford, Somerville, 
and Winchester), announced the 
success of his amendment appro¬ 
priating $300,000 to save the Com¬ 
munity Development Corporations 
throughout Massachusetts. 


During the recent deliberations 
concerning the funding of the vari¬ 
ous housing initiatives. Sen. Shan¬ 
non voiced strong support and advo¬ 
cacy of the 707 rental subsidization 
program and the Community Enter¬ 
prise Economic Development Prog¬ 
ram (CEED). In addition to these 
programs. Sen. Shannon supports 
the Ardal Program, which helps 
finance private developments previ¬ 
ously funded by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment, that allows renters to buy the 
building through a cooperative 
effort.

The Rands build a 


house of brick on Wildwood Street 


The following article is the twelfth 
installment in a series on George 
Dutton Rand, a prominent Boston 
architect who lived in Winchester 
from 1875-86. Recent research shows 
that he played an important role in 
shaping the Victorian town we know 
today. His work includes Town Hall 
as well as many of the houses built in 
Winchester during the 1870s and 
'80s.

Early in 1880, the architect George 
Rand purchased a tract of land at 
Church and Wildwood streets from 
David N. Skillings. 

Skillings, a successful business¬ 
man, was Rand’s client and friend. 
Together, the two men had trans¬ 
formed Skillings’ estate across the 
street into a residential park, called 
Rangeley, and now they were 
designing a small enclave of rental 
houses on Church Street, which 
would be adjacent to the parcel 
bought by Rand. 

Throughout his years in Winches¬ 
ter, Skillings bought a great deal of 
property and constructed many 
rental houses. The fact that he sold 
the Church Street tract to Rand is 
noteworthy in that Skillings continu¬ 
ally maneuvered to extend his own¬ 
ership of land in this part of town. 
Skillings must have held Rand in 
especially high regard. 

Rand proceeded to design a Queen 
Anne house of brick. He had already 
designed four brick houses for Skill¬ 
ings’ Rangeley development, and he 
had built the Nowell house across 
the street in brick. Another brick 
house, illustrated in the “Pictorial 
History of Winchester’’ from 1914 
and once located at 81 Church St., 
also appears to have been a Rand 
design. These brick houses were 


highly unusual in Winchester at this 
time. 

Progress on Rand’s house was 
reported in the July 17,1880, Ameri¬ 
can Architect and Building News. 
The report noted that the house cost 
$6,000. Presumably, it was finished 
by fall. 

Located at 1 Wildwood St., the 
Rand house is asymmetrical, with 
the roofline plunging steeply to the 
left as one faces it. This plunging 
roofline was used repeatedly by 
Rand in his designs of the 1880s. 

The Church Street elevation is 
enlivened by a conical tower and a 


triangular bay. The tower antici¬ 
pates Rand’s towers of Town Hall, 
and similar bays may be seen at 4 
Pine St. and 22 Rangeley Road. 

Through the years, the Rand 
house has been substantially 
altered. The third-floor window orig¬ 
inally was framed by a trefoil within 
the gable. In 1880, the frame parts of 
the house were sheathed in shingles 
and clapboards, in a manner that 
was typical of Queen Anne architec¬ 
ture. And the entry porch was 
defined by turned posts with Rand’s 
distinctive circular cutouts placed 
between them. 


Inside, the house is similar in plan 
to 38 Rangeley Road. A deep hallway 
runs to the rear of the house, where 
wide stairs rise to a landing, illumi¬ 
nated by a window, then turn. To the 
right of the hall were two connecting 
parlors, now a single living room, 
and to the left are the dining room 
and kitchen. 

Rand and his wife Martha lived in 
this house until they left Winchester 
in 1888. During their years here, they 
were actively involved in the affairs 
of the town. 

Both Rands were members of the 
Historical and Genealogical Society. 


For the Society, Martha prepared a 
scrapbook on town events, which is 
preserved in the Winchester Archi¬ 
val Center. 

George documented historical and 
contemporary buildings of the town 
with written reports, watercolor 
sketches and photographs. (See the 
Winchester Record, vol. 1, pp. 38,121 
and 223.) Called “The Buildings of 
Winchester,’’ and informally 
referred to as the “Rand Papers,’’ 
this material appears to have been 
lost. 

Martha was one of the 21 women 
who founded the Fortnightly Club in 


1881. On several occasions, George 
lectured before the group. (See “The 
Fortnightly: 1881-1909’’ in the 
Winchester Room of the library.) 

Both Rands were active in estab¬ 
lishing and promoting the projects of 
the Village Improvement Associa¬ 
tion, with George serving as presi¬ 
dent in 1882. Martha reported on the 
Association in the Winchester 
Record (p. 503). 

In addition, George served on the 
committee that contributed memor¬ 
ial windows to the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church, dedicated in 1885. He 
also was a member of the Commit¬ 
tee on the Common. 

Because of George’s poor health, 
the Rands eventually left Winches¬ 
ter to move to Winter Park, Fla. 
They sold their house to John B. 
Rhodes. 

In 1918, the house was sold to 
another prominent architect, F. Pat¬ 
terson Smith. Smith designed many 
notable buildings in Winchester, 
including the Parish of the Epi¬ 
phany’s church across the street and 
homes on Everett Avenue. 

Smith rebuilt the front of the Rand 
house, shingling it and adding the 
sleeping porches. He also enlarged 
the dining room window. 

In the middle of this century, the 
house was remodeled again, with the 
addition of a garage and bedrooms. 
The architect of this wing was David 
Cleland of Philadelphia. 

In recent years, 1 Wildwood St. 
has been identified as the Rhodes 
house, mainly because an 1888 map 
correctly labels Rhodes as the owner 
at that time. Yet as the home of 
Rand and Smith, it is far more 
significant. It is an imposing monu¬ 
ment to two of Winchester’s most 
gifted and influential residents.

Colon screening is 

a test worth taking 

Imagine a simple, painless test 
that takes five minutes, only needs 
to be performed once every three to 
five years and can usually detect a 
problem that kills 61,000 people a 
year. Who wouldn’t have it done? 
Such a test exists, but unfortunately, 
when the procedure involves a rectal 
exam, most people avoid it. 


According to Eric Duberman, 
M.D., a Colon and Rectal Surgeon at 
Winchester Hospital, the statistics 
provided by the American Cancer 
Society underscore the need for 
screening. “Every year, 151,000 new 
cases of colon cancer are reported in 
the U.S.,’’ he says. “It’s the second 
leading cause of deaths from cancer 
in men and the third leading cause of 
deaths from cancer in women.” 

Yet, if caught early, the survival 
rates are excellent. Colon cancers 
are ranked from A to D based on the 
size of the cancer and whether or not 
it has spread. “When we find very 
small cancers, designated A, there 
is a 90 percent chance the patient 
will be cured for life,” Dr. Duber¬ 
man explains. “B indicates cancers 
that are larger and deeper, and 
result in a 70 percent survival rate 
for a five-year period. C designates 
cancer that has metastasized to the 
lymph glands, and survival rates 
are 40 percent, while D cancers have 
metastasized to other parts of the 
body (the liver, for example), lower¬ 
ing the five-year survival rate to 5 
percent. 

Given the hopeful prognosis for 
colon cancer detected in its earlier 
stages, the key question is who 
should be tested. “Anyone over 50 
should be screened,” says Dr. 
Duberman. Also, because family 
history is the only known risk factor, 
people under 50 with a family history 
of colon cancer should get tested. In 
addition to age, changes in bowel 
habits warrant evaluation by a 
doctor. 

Fortunately, the general testing is 
accomplished quickly and painlessly 
in the doctor’s office. Once a year, 
people over fifty should have a digi¬ 
tal exam, followed by a test for stool 
blood. Then, every three to five 
years, undergo a sigmoidoscopy. 
“This does not require fasting, takes 
only five minutes and is not uncom¬ 
fortable,” Dr. Duberman says. 

If anything suspicious is detected, 
other steps follow, many of which 
are done on an out-patient basis. 
Depending on the type of cancer 
found, treatment can be as simple as 
removal of the growth. 

Others call for a course of che¬ 
motherapy or radiation. However, 
Dr. Duberman notes that, “Patients 
with colon cancer rarely need to 
have a colostomy, in which the bow¬ 
el is brought up to the surface of the 
skin and material passes directly 
into a bag that’s attached.” 

According to Dr. Duberman, peo¬ 
ple sometimes seem embarrassed 
by colon cancer, but they should 
realize that it is extremely common. 
“We can find it so quickly and take 
care of it so easily,” he emphasizes. 
“People should get tested — for 
themselves and for their families.”

Softball playoff season under way

Babncing acts 

Employer flexibility is key to meeting 
ever-changing family needs

W hen Susan Voljx* 
of Westboro found 
out slie was 
preL'iiaiU. she 
soon had a plan ftir 
maternity leave and for finishing' her 
work projects before the liahy’s 
birth. 

But Voipe’s baby had her own 
plan — arriving three wi‘t*ks early 
and leading to several panic-stricken 
moments for her mother. “'Phey 
rushed me into the delivery room. 

... All while I was there 1 was 
thinking I’m supposetl to he met'ling 
with this caterer now," said N'olpe. 
“It took me a couple of days to 
decide there’s iiothiiig 1 can do 1 
can’t finish these things.’’ 

Many working mothers and 
mothers-to-be like Voljie say llu'ir 
feelings about work and family 
responsibilities can be as 
unpredictable as due dates. 

Some women report that while 
they had clear ideas early in thi*ii 
pregnancies about how much time 
they wanted for maternity leave and 
the type of work schedules they 
hoped to return to. they changed 


their minds - - sometitues more than 
once — after their children were 
born. 

More and more women, for 
example, are seeking out part-time 
work schedules to allow them to 
spend more time with their children. 

.And despite some reports of 
more women (juitting work 
altogether to get this time, family 
advocates interviewed recently said 
they do not see evidence of such a 
trend. They point out that many 
women must work for financial 
reasons, and others realize that 
l(*aving the work force could derail 
their careers and limit their fulure 
t'arning pow(*r. 

Wendy Hoyiiton Sun , executivi* 
director of the N(‘wton Child Care 
l*'und. said tlu' diffu’ult lesson for 
employers to learn is that while they 
need maternity leavi* and olht*r 
family potii'ies. they also must he 
llexihle in aiiplyiiig them. 

"You do see more and more 
employers going tuyvoiul the state* 
mandate of i*ight wi*eks of unpaid 
leave ... fhe hard thing for 
companies is that inohahly the best 
solution is not to come up with one 
solution for (‘veryhody,’’ said 
Moynton Surr. 


Amy Kichman, quality control 
manager at Work/l'amily Directions 
in Boston and mother of thiT*e, 
agreed the biggest issue for women 
is work place flexibility throughout 
their careers that allows them to 
respond to changing needs at home, 
Work/Family administers family- 
related benefit plans for corporate 
clients. 

‘‘Employers must give 
employees the flexibility they need 
to manage the day-to-day 
responsibilities of having a family. ’' 
said Richman. "We see in our 
business a lot of pri*mier companies 
that are taking this very seriously. 
We also hear of a lot of work 
environments that are not family 
friendly.’’ 

Richman, a 3H-year-old Newti)n 
resident, return(‘d to Work/T'amily 
last March after a ihree-month leave 
following the birth of her third child. 
For the first month of leave slu* was 
paid. Her other children are 7 and 
21 . 

She now works four days a week. 

"One thing that’s been 
interesting to see is the change in 
the work jilace around maternity 
leave since my seven-year-old was 
horn,’’ said Richman. 


At that time, she was working as 
a researcher at Harvard Cniversily. 

"Then. 1 felt it was very much 
the super woman image when* 1 
felt you had the baby and were 
expected to be back tin* next 
second,’’ said Richman. 

She also said neither women not 
men talked about their families and 
there was no maternity U‘ave i)olicv. 
As a result, many women patched 
together vacation and sick time to 
stay home for at least a few weeks 
with their babies. 

Times have changed siiii'i* then, 
but Boynton Surr said women still 
face problems in matching child care 
arrangements to part-tinu or 
alternative schedules. In addition, 
these problems are still set'ii as 
women’s rather than family issues. 

She said companies that give 
fathers the option of taking time off 
to care for children find tlu'y rau'ly 
take it. 

Women are nevertheli'ss 
discovering they have more 
negotiating power at work than i-ver 
before. 

Voipe, an employee iT'lations 
representative at International Data 
tlroup in ITamingham and motlu'i ol 
a month-old baby, said slu- and lu*r 
husband have ti'iitatively opted for 
her to take a three-month leavt* Irom 
IDCi, which she negotiati-d with her 
boss. A portion of that tinu* will lu- 
paid through the company's short 
term disability li*ave polu y. 

She is unsure, howevei. about 
her plans after the baby's birth. 

"I’m still debating different 
things. At this point. I’m fei'ling 1 
definitely want to go hack to work, 
but I might clu'ck into the possibility 
of maybe wot king part tinu* 
temporarily.’’ said \’olj)t*. 2,").

leave, said she is satjsfied with the 
part-time arrangement she has 
worked out. 

' There was no doubt I was going 
to go back to work. The big question 
was whether I could work out 
something part-time," said Alfano, 
28, of Framingham. 

She is now working 30 hours 
three days a week and has a job¬ 
sharing arrangement with another 
mother. 

‘ Tt is a very new idea here, but 
my boss convinced his bosses to try 
it," said Alfano. "So far it is working 
out very well." 

Alfano said that if she could have 
afforded to stay home full-time 
durin^the baby’s infancy, she would 
have.#*low, however, she feels the 
job-sharing arrangement is even 
better. 

"I feel like I get the best of both 
worlds. 1 think it’s a nice mix. and 
working 30 hours 1 think you can 
make a fairly substantial 
contribution," said Alfano. “Day 
care is costly, but 1 feel comfortable 
with it." 


Regina Ferrecchia, human 
resources administrator at Stratus, 
said it is common for working 
mothers at the company to work out 
informal an angements with their 
supervisors. 

"It is not unusual for women to 
come back from maternity leave and 
take vacation or work out something 
with their managers. It is also not 
unusual for them to come back part 
time," said Ferrecchia. 

She said Stratus makes such 
concessions because they are in the 
company’s best interest. 

Ferrecchia said research indicatet 
50 percent of the 1.450 employees ir 
Stratus’ Marlboro and Hudson planti^ 
are married, and an estimated 15 to 
20 percent more are single parents. 

As a result, she said it is clear to 
Stratus executives that family- 
related issues are of major concern 
to their employees. 

■ ‘We realize how important it is 
to balance work and home," said 
Ferrecchia.

Corps — an IDG subsidiary — said 
the choices she can make about her 
work schedule are severely limited 
by her financial situation. She also 
said the liberal, government- 
mandated policies in other countries 
that support working parents reflect 
poorly on the U.S. 


In Sweden, for example, women 
can take a year of leave from their 
jobs with significant pay after the 
birth of their children. 

‘ ‘They (other countries) really 
cater to the family. It makes me 
wonder where the U.S. went 
wrong," said Hatch, a 26-year-old 
Framingham resident. 

Hatch is expecting her first child 
in September and now plans to go 
back to work full time after eight 
weeks of leave, which includes sue 
weeks of paid temporary disability 
leave and two weeks vacation, 
though she would like a lighter 
schedule. 

Hatch said she now earns more 
than her husband and that it would 
be detrimental to his career to stay 
home full-time. The couple plans on 
putting the baby in day care four 
days a week and having 
grandparents care for him or her the 
other day. 

"As it (the due date) gets closer, 
we get more and more nervous 
about our finances, ’ ’ she said.

ADVICE FOR JOB SEEKERS

Q My daughter is the office 
^ manager In a local law 
practice. During a heavy pe¬ 
riod of work, she called me in to help 
out part-time around the office for $5 
an hour. I’ve now been there two- 
and-a-half years and I’ve learned 
many aspects of work in an attor¬ 
ney’s office. 

My daughter is very officious, ex¬ 
plaining everything over and over 
again when I get It the first time, and 
acting reluctant to let me do any¬ 
thing of substance. It’s beginning to 
affect our relationship outside of 
work. I’m now making $6 an hour. 

I’m 60 years old. Should I quit? - 

Marilyn, Wellesley 

A Yes, I think you should. No 
job, especially such a low- 
• paying job, is worth jeopar¬ 
dizing such an important relationship 
in your life. If you have learned many 
aspects of legal office work, there is 
no doubt you will be worth more 
than $6 an hour somewhere else. 

You are wise to recognize that your 
age may be a challenge, but qualified 
help in specific fields is still hard to 
find. Use the time you are not work¬ 
ing to find a similar part-time job 
elsewhere. Good luck. 

Q l am a secretary and my 
^ boss Is an ogre. He screams 
* and yells, swears and 
throws things. I can do nothing to 
please him. He curses me out every 
time he can’t find something, even If 


he Is the one who misplaced It. Ev¬ 
erything Is my fault, according to 
him. 

The latest Is that he threw a 
heavy scotch tape dispenser at me 
because he found a typographical er¬ 
ror. I try very hard to never make a 
mistake, but I’m so nervous with all 
the screaming that I find I’m making 
more. Don’t tell me to go to his boss 
because he Is an Independent Insur¬ 
ance representative, and he Is the 
only boss. I NEED this job and It pays 
a lot more than I got on my last job. I 
know there are no jobs out there 
anywhere else. What should I do? - 
Debbie, Acton 

A You’re right, Debbie, it is 

^ hard to find other jobs out 
there, but it certainly isn’t 
impossible. Your boss has an abusive 
personality. The kind of violence you 
describe is totally unacceptable in 
the work place or anywhere else. 

Just because times are hard, doesn’t 
mean workers should have to accept 
violence and abuse in order to get a 
paycheck. You should immediately 
seek employment elsewhere.

Conducting a raid on radon 


Testing for this gas could save your life

R emember tlie urea formal¬ 
dehyde scare? The asbes¬ 
tos scare? 

Sure, you remember, 
but they didn't or don’t af¬ 
fect you and they’re really 
just a memory. 

How about the radon scare just a 
few years back. Do you remember 
that? Sure, you do, but you weren’t or 
aren’t buying or selling a house and it 
rests just on the tip of your long-term 
memory bank, ready to fall in. 

Put your brain on replay, bring that 
five-letter word up to the screen and 
keep it there, because while urea for¬ 
maldehyde and asbestos affected only 
some, and in many cases have been 
eradicated, radon is here to stay. It 
won’t go away. And if you don’t do 
something about it, it may kill you. 


This isn’t Just a scare. 'I'liis is the 
way it is, says Maria van der Werff, 
radon coordinator for the New HIngland 
Regional Office of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

But many people just don’t think 
about it, until their house is up for sale 
or they’re in the market for anoMier 
house. 

So, you say, your house is fairly 
new and, you believe, air tight and free 
of any environmental ha::ards. Now 
you’re putting it up for sale. Should 
you test for radon before a buyer 
makes an offer and has the house in¬ 
spected? 


If you’ve lived in a house or apart¬ 
ment for any time at all, you should 
have already tested for radon for your 
own well-being. But if you haven’t, 
should you buy a do-it-yourself kit and 
check? 

The EPA and radon testing compa¬ 
nies say, yes, definitely. 

But real estate brokers aren’t so 
sure. 

"Most homeowners who have any 
concerns have already done their own 
tests,’’ said Harriet Mandell, partner 
in the real estate firm Walsh Mandell in 
Newton. "Otherwise, the testing pro¬ 
cedures are so wide and varied, often 
the testing is not veity good. The test¬ 
ing itself has to do with the time of 
year. We prefer to leave that up to the 
buyer to do it. He’s the one who 
needs to be satisfied. Any kind of in¬ 
spection is best done by the buyer," 
she said. 

"Not everybody addresses the ra¬ 
don issue,’’ Maureen Walsh, Man- 
dell’s partner said. "Like most envi¬ 
ronmental issues today, there’s not a 
general consensus of how to react to 
it, whether it be lead paint, radon or 
asbestos. How far do you go? Do you 
not visit a neighbor because you don’t 
know if they have radon?" 

"The buyer should do the test,’’ 
agreed Burton Bloomberg, vice presi¬ 
dent of Centurj' 21 Property Shoppe in 
Framingham. "The seller is making a 
representation based upon a company 
he has hired. That company is repre¬ 
senting the seller. If there’s a mistake 
and the reading proves to be false, 
there could be a problem. ’ ’ 

'File radon test is generally part of 
the home inspection process, said 
Robert Authier, executive vice presi¬ 
dent of the Massachusetts Association 
of Realtors. 

"It’s normally done by the buyer," 
he said. "'Fhe seller may have done it 
in advance. A lot of homeowners just 
do it on their own anyway. If they got 


to know a little bit about radon, they 
may know if they want to do some¬ 
thing about it. It depends if it’s (the 
house) on ledge or granulated soil. ’ ’ 
Generally, if the seller already has 
done a radon test, for his own peace of 
mind, and knows there is a high level 
of radon, "he’ll usually do something 
about it.’’ Authier said. "If the seller 
or broker know that there is still a high 
level of radon on the property, they 
pretty much would be compelled to tell 
them (the buyer) that. But the buyer is 
always wise to obtain a test as he 
would obtain a test for anything in the 
property."

Authier hasn’t heard of any in¬ 
stances where a buyer has backed out 
of a deal because of a radon problem. 

"Radon, to some people, would be 
a concern," he said. "But if a seller 
has ventilated well enough, it may not 
be coming up to the living areas. He 
may want to do some testing at the up¬ 
per levels, in the living areas. No one 
typically lives in a basement. ’ ’ 

"Most people don’t get around to it 
until they’re trying to sell a house," 
said Anne McGuineas, marketing vice 
president for Niton, a radon-testing 
company which also sells do-it-yourself 
kits. "The ideal would be if the real 
estate agent would say, ‘You might as 
well find out in advance, because you 
may he ready to sign all the papers,’ 


and tlie seller says, ‘Forget it’ when 
high levels of radon are found. It 
comes as a big surprise to the seller. 
The real estate broker isn’t doing the 
sellers any favors by not telling them 
to test. And if know you’ve got it, you 
can get rid of it rather easily. 

"People have all sorts of ideas," 
she said. "They think they can venti¬ 
late the basement and blow the air out. 
Then the house takes a deep breath 
because it needs air and pulls in more 
radon than before. It should be kept in 
mind all the time when you’re dealing 
with this: We’re not just talking about 
selling a house, we’re also talking 
about saving someone’s life." 

Testing for radon is simple, inex¬ 
pensive and fast. 

And testing is the only way to find 
out if you have safe levels of radon, 
van der Werff says. 

"There are always low concentra¬ 
tions outside, but it can build up to 
very high concentiations inside," she 
said. 

"Radon seeps in primarily through 
cracks and even some hairline cracks 
you can’t even see," she said. "So 
even if someone says it’s a new base¬ 
ment, it doesn’t matter. Basically, 
what we’re finding is it doesn’t matter 
if the house is new or old, well insulat¬ 
ed or not. You can’t tell if a house has 
radon just by looking at it." 

You also can’t tell if a house has ra¬ 
don if it sits on ledge or soil, as many 
people believe. "That can’t be predict¬ 
ed," she said. "It just has a lot to do 
with the stnicture." 

Many people never test for radon 
or only start to think about it when 
selling a house. And then they just 
think about it. But more and more buy¬ 
ers are making radon tests part of the 
home insjiection package. 

The EPA is coming out with a 
home buyers’ and sellers’ guide for 
dealing with radon in the fall, said van 
der Werff. "One of the things we’re 
going to emphasize is to test before 
getting into a real estate transaction, 
because if there are problem levels, 
they can be reduced beforehand." 

Use kits marketed by any company 
that is listed with the Radon Measure¬ 
ment Proficiency Program (KMPP), a

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: My husband and I are looking to purchase 
• our first home. Although we think we’li qualify for a mort¬ 
gage, we’re not sure. How do we make sure we’ll get back 
the deposit we make on a house if we are unable to acquire a mort¬ 
gage? Will acquiring a pre-approved mortgage commitment before we 
agree to buy a house be sufficient? J.P., Newton. 

A Dear J.P.: Acquiring a pre-approved mortgage commitment 
^ will greatly reduce the chance of your losing your deposit (in 
addition to gi'eatly enhancing your bargaining power with 
prospective sellers). 

However, since this pre-approved commitment will be contingent 
upon certain unknown future factors (such as a satisfactor>' appraisal 
of the property you ultimately choose to buy), the only way you can 
guarantee the return of your deposit (if you’re unable to acquire ade¬ 
quate financing) is to include a mortgage contingency clause in your 
purchase and sale agreement. 

Under such a clause, if you’re imable to acquire adequate financing 
within a preset period of time (usually four, but preferably at least six 
weeks) the seller agrees to return your deposit in full, and tlie P&S 
becomes null and void (unless, at tliat time, the seller agrees to ex¬ 
tend the period in which you may acquire financing). 

A few words of caution. First, be certain the clause spells out the 
exact amount, length, and maximum interest rate of the mortgage you 
must acquire, as well as the exact date by which you must receive the 
mortgage commitment. Non-specific language such as "80 percent of 
the purchase and price" at "current rates" within "six weeks of 
signing the P&S" is unacceptable.

Radon testing 


BRICKMAN FROM f’KKVIOUS PA(iE 
program which is a by-product of the 
EPA’s radon quality control program, 
van der VVerff said. A list of approved 
kits is available through the New Eng¬ 
land Regional Office of the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency, 
617-565-4502, or the Radiation Control 
Program of the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Health, 617-727-6214, or in 
western Massachusetts, 

413-586-7525. Ask for a list of radon 
testing companies. 

You also can call those numbers for 
a list of approved radon mitigating 
companies, companies which install de¬ 
vices to alleviate the levels of radon. 
Employees of the companies on the list 
have been trained and passed an EPA 
test on radon reduction, van der VVerff 
said, as part of the Radon Contractor 
Proficiency Program. 

If you’re still not sure what radon is 
or what you should do, call 1-80()-SOS- 
RADON, van der VVerff suggested. “If 
you want to take the first step and get 
that basic information, that might be 
useful. You will be provided with a 
simple brochure which outlines test in¬ 
formation.” she said. 

Testing devices or the packaging 
should say it has been EPA tested or 
EPA approved, she said. 

'I'he device should be placed in the 
basement or lowest level of a house 
and left there for a minimum of 48 
hours. Some kits advise leaving them 
longer, sometimes for seven days, de- 
p)ending on the manufacturer or labora¬ 
tory, van der VVerff said. 


Many people believe you can only 
test in the winter, because that’s when 
the house is closed up. Not so. 

As long as you keep windows and 
doors shut — you can come and go as 
you need — you can even keep air 
conditioning running during the sum¬ 
mer and get an accurate measurement, 
van der VVerff said. Make sure the air 
conditioners are set to recirculate in¬ 
door air, not bring in outdoor air. 

There also are ways to test for ra¬ 
don in water. The majority of radon in 
homes conies from soil gas, van der 
VVerff said, but if there are high levels 
in the house and it’s using a private 
well, you would want to test the wa¬ 
ter, too. There is no evidence, howev¬ 
er, that drinking water with radon 
causes any problems. The problem oc¬ 
curs when the radon is released as wa¬ 
ter is drawn up through pipes and agi¬ 
tated as it pours into sinks, etc. Most 
public water supplies have been tested 
or legislation will require they be test¬ 
ed, she said. 

The basement/lower level test “is 
just intended to be used as a screening 
test to see if the house may have a 
problem,” she said. “If that comes 
out high (above 4 picocuries), the liv¬ 
ing areas should be tested.’’ 

The device should be mailed off im¬ 
mediately, since the half life or potency 
of radon dissipates to half strength in 
four days.

Second, since many “final” mortgage commitment letters issued 
by lenders are actually conditioned on some remaining factor (such as 
private mortgage insurance approval), try and have your mortgage 
contingency clause specify that the mortgage commitment you receive 
must be ‘ ‘unconditional. ’ ’ 

Third, if possible, have the clause state that you must take “rea¬ 
sonable” (as opposed to “diligent”) efforts to acquire financing. 

Fourth, if the signing of the original P&S is altered or delayed for 
any reason, make certain all the dates and amounts set forth in the 
mortgage contingency clause (and, if necessary, throughout the P&S) 
are changed accordingly. 

In addition, if your P&S either allows or mandates that the seller 
extend the date for closing (usually for 30 days) in order to attempt to 
repair any defects that show up in the property’s title — as nearly all 
P&S agreements do - be certain to include (either in the mortgage 
contingency clause or elsewhere in the P&S) language which allows 
such an extension period only if you’re able to extend your mortgage 
commitment, at the same rate and terms, until the new closing date. 

Finally, as with all real estate related documents, never agree to or 
sign a P&S until it’s been read and approved by your attorney. 


Getting specific on tax exclusion 

Circumstances offered describing when the federal law appUes

L ast week we began looking at 
the federal tax exclusion rule 
(the “exclusion”), which al¬ 
lows home sellers who are at 
least 55 years old to exclude 
paying taxes on up to 
$125,000 of profit from the sale. This 
week, we’ll look at some specific cir¬ 
cumstances that often arise under the 
exclusion rule. 

Jointly owned home: If a home is 
owned jointly by a husband and wife, 
only one spouse must meet the age, 
ownership and occupancy tests of the 
exclusion rule. However, if only one 
spouse holds title to the home, that 
spouse must meet all three require¬ 
ments. If the spouse holding title does 
not meet a test, adding the other 
spouse to the title will not qualify the 
sale for the exclusion. 

To illustrate, suppose you currently 
wish to sell a home that you and your 


wife have occupied for the past eight 
years. You won't turn 55 for six years: 
your wife is already 55. You hold title 
to the home, she doesn’t. By adding 
her to the title, the sale still won’t 
qualify for the exclusion, because (al¬ 
though she’ll meet the occupancy and 
age tests) she won’t meet the owner¬ 
ship test (ownership for three of the 
five years prior to the date of sale). 

Joint consent/ownership prior to 
marriage: For a married couple to take 
advantage of the exclusion rule, both 
spouses must give their consent, even 
if only one spouse holds title to the 
home. Moreover, due to the once per 
lifetime rule, once the exclusion is 
used, neither spouse can use it again. 

This is true even if the exclusion 
was used before marriage. For exam¬ 
ple, suppose, prior to marriage, a hus¬ 
band and wife both owned a home. Af¬ 
ter marrying, they jointly buy a new 
home, and sell both prior residences. 
Here, only one spouse can use the 
$125,000 exclusion. For both to use 
the exclusion, both residences would 
have to be sold before they marry. 

In addition, if a person uses the ex¬ 
clusion before marriage, they and their 
new spouse are barred from using the 
exclusion again after they marr>'. And, 
if a married couple elects to use the 
exclusion, and later divorce, both for¬ 
mer spouses (as well as their respec¬ 
tive new spouses, if they remarry) are 
barred from using the exclusion again. 


Combining use of the tax deferrai 
rule (TDR) and the exclusion: If, upon 
the sale of your principle residence, 
you realize a profit greater than 
$125,000, you may be able to exclude 
taxes on the first $125,000, and defer 
paying taxes on the additional profit. 
How? By purchasing a new home cost¬ 
ing the same or more than the adjusted 
sales price of the old home minus the 
excluded $125,000 profit (adjusted 
sales price being the actual selling 
price minus the cost of selling the 
home). However, to do so, all other 
requirements of the TDR must also be 
met. 

For example, suppose you pur¬ 
chased a home for $50,000, and you’re 
selling it today for $210,000. Your ad¬ 
justed sales price is $200,000 
($210,000 minus a broker’s fee of 
$10,000): your profit is $150,000. You 
elect to exclude paying taxes on the 
first $125,000 of profit. In order to de¬ 
fer paying taxes on the remaining 
$25,000 profit, you’d have to purchase 
a new primary residence costing at 
least $75,000 ($200,000 adjusted sales 
price minus the $125,000 excluded 
profit). 

If you purchase a new home costing 
only $60,000, you could defer paying 
taxes on $10,000 of profit. But taxes 
would be due on the remaining 
$15,000 profit ($200,000 adjusted

sales price, minus the $125,000 ex¬ 
cluded profit, minus the $60,000 cost 
of the hew home). 

Because of the extreme complexity 
of the tax laws in general, and the 
TDR and exclusion rule in particular, 
before selling your home, always con¬ 
sult with your attorney and accountant.

Board rejects 
September 24 
override date

Winchester voters will not be 
asked to cast a ballot at September’s 
so-called “Super Tuesday. ” 

Selectmen unanimously decided 
at their Monday session to forego 
naming September 24 as a date to 
consider a limited override of Prop¬ 
osition 2' 2 . 

The measure, which was proposed 
by the Legislature and backed by 
Gov. Wiliam Weld, would allow 
cities and towns across the state to 
exempt from the limits of Proposi¬ 
tion 2* 2 the amount contained in the 
overlay account. This account 
includes monies to fund any abate¬ 
ments on property assessments by 
the Board of Assessors. 

If adopted by individual communi¬ 
ties, the date for these proposed 
votes statewide has been set for 
Tuesday, Sept. 24. The measure was 
designed to allow cities and towns a 
mechanism to make up for local aid 
funds cut from last year’s budget 
through a local tax increase. In 
Winchester’s case, that figure would 
be approximately $600,000. 

Said Board of Selectmen Chair¬ 
man William O’Leary, “Winchester 
voted on the override in the past, and 
it has not been successful. When the 
question was on the ballot [in the 
spring] it failed miserably.’’ 

Selectman Robert Deering called 
the measure “a one-time deal’’ and 


noted that even if such an override 
were successful, the measure would 
not bring money back into the cur¬ 
rent budget. He also predicted that 
such an override would adversely 
affect the town’s local aid payment 
next year, since the state govern¬ 
ment would look at the town as being 
able to make up for lost aid, albeit 
through taxes. 

Said Selectman Thomas Schmitt, 
“I’ve never seen an override I didn’t 
like, but in a word, this one stinks.’’ 

He noted that the capital plant is 
the area that needs funding in 
Winchester’s budget, and if need be, 
the town could address a capital 
override at any time. 

“I think it’s a colos.sal waste of 
time,’’ said Selectman Peter Van 
Aken, “the voters not long ago 
decided that they did not want to up 
the ante in taxes.’’ 

Representative Paul Casey (D- 
Winchester), who was called in to 
the Selectmen’s session to offer 
input, said he did not believe that 
towns that pass an override would be 
adversely affected by cuts in local 
aid the following year, as mentioned 
by Deering. 

“I can’t see that a community that 
passes an override, will find that 
that will come back to haunt them,’’ 
said Casey. 

Casey added however, that one- 
third of the communities in Massa¬ 
chusetts have thus far opted against 
participating in “Super Tuesday.’’

Two local physicians agree that 
early detection is the key to giving 
women more options in the battle 
against breast cancer. And although 
25 years ago, the statistics were one 
in 19, now one in 10 women runs the 
risk of contracting the disease. 

“What [the statistics say] is we 
have to pay more attention to breast 
cancer,’’ said Winchester resident 
Dr. Peter Rotolo who is an 


obstetrician-gynecologist affiliated 
with Winchester Hospital. 

He says the statistics are likely 
increasing because the risk of breast 
cancer rises with age, and the gener¬ 
al population is aging. Also, there is 
now an increased incidence of detec¬ 
tion, says Rotolo. 

“The major [issue] is detection,’’ 
says Rotolo. 

Gynecologist Dr. Robert Shirley, a 
28-year Winchester resident and 
affiliate of Brigham and Women’s 


Hospital in Boston, agrees 
Shirley, who specialize.s in the 
detection of breast cancer, says that 
if a young woman begins to examine 
her breasts for the presence of any¬ 
thing suspicious at an early age, 
while she might not find anything at 
the time, “She will develop the habit 
of self-examination.’’ 

In addition, he counsels w'oman to 
sec a physician regularly. 

“If your doctor doesn’t do an 
attentive breast examination, then 


change physicians,’’ said Shirley. 

Rotolo noted that a woman should 
also be aware of any precedence of 
breast cancer in her family. If for 
example, a woman can trace a 
mother, grandmother or sister who 
had breast cancer, she should begin 
getting mammographies at age 40. 
Also, routine breast self- 
examination is vital, says Rotolo. He 
said if women have an awareness of 
what their breast should feel like, 
they can catch irregularities in the 


future. 

“Since we don't know the cause [of 
breast cancer], the best prevention 
is early diagnosis.’’ Rotolo added. 

Shirley however, disagrees with 
the American Cancer Society (ACS) 
in his view on how often mammo¬ 
grams should be performed. Said 
Shirley, “I think that when the 
American Cancer Society says 
[mammographies should be perfor¬ 
med] every one to two years after 40 
years old. people hear ‘two years’.’’ 


Shirley says woman should have a 
mammogram every year after 40. 

“Although at age 40 to 50, women 
might not reveal much [statistical¬ 
ly], this is a great age to detect a 
pre-cancerous condition,” said 
Shirley. 

According to Shirley, statistically, 
mammograms have shown little dis¬ 
ease onset before age 45 and after 
age 45, a few women are found to 
have breast cancer. After 50. howev-

Memmolo indicted on embezzlement charges

A Winchester resident was recen¬ 
tly indicted on charges that he 
allegedly embezzled $1.1 million 
from Lesley College while he held 
the position of chief financial officer 
at the school. 

Robert Memmolo, 48, of Edward 
Drive, was indicted by a Middlesex 
County Grand Jury on Friday, Aug. 
9, on 13 counts each of larceny over 
$250 and making false entries in 
corporate books, and three counts of 
income-tax evasion. 


“This case represents a classic 
example of the private sector effec¬ 
tively working with law enforcement 
to root out white collar crime,” said 
Attorney General Scott Harshbar- 
ger. “A clear message is being sent 
that white collar crime will not be 
tolerated and criminal prosecution 
will result.” 

Memmolo, formerly of North 
Andover, worked at Lesley College 
from 1985 to February 1991, when he 
was terminated by the college. He 
was originally hired as controller for 
the school, but later became the 
chief financial officer. It was in this 


Wetlands changes 
won’t hit Winchester

Relaxation of federal wetlands 
laws might affect other areas of the 
country, but the Massachusetts Wet¬ 
lands Protection Act will offer a 
safeguard for the town, says Conser¬ 
vation Commission Chairman 
Joshua Alper. 

Alper responded to the recent 
news that the federal government 
has loosened its restrictions on wet¬ 
lands, thus removing some of the 
areas from federal protection. 

According to an August 10 Boston 
Globe article. President Bush’s 


proposal would redefine what consti¬ 
tutes a wetland and would reduce 
protections for all but the very top 
categories. Current regulations 
require developers to prove tliat 
wetlands destruction cannot be 
avoided on a project. The new prop¬ 
osal allows the rebuilding or replica¬ 
tion of the wetlands in other sites. 

Said Alper, “Unless there is some 
sort of federal pre-emption, there 
will be no effect on us at the local 
level.” Alper explained that having 
a town conservation commission is a 
safeguard in itself. 

lie added that the state’s Wetlands 
Protection Act is more stringent 
than federal standards.

parking 

plan on 
trial basis

Selectmen are hoping a new park¬ 
ing plan in the Winchester Hospital 
area will address neighborhood con¬ 
cerns as well as the parking needs of 
employees at the facility. 

Town Engineer John Ciarcia pre¬ 
sented the plan, which, as approved 
by Selectmen, will restrict parking 
between the hours of 6 and 9:30 a.m. 
on the easterly side of Maple Road 
as it extends from Fairmount Street 
to Orient Street; on both sides of the 
southerly section of Kenwin Road; 
on the northerly side of Appalachian 
Road; on the southerly side of 
Reservoir Street; the easterly side 
of a portion of Highland Avenue, due 
north of the hospital; and the north¬ 
erly side Fairmount Street, from 
Washington Street to Maple Road. 

Also, parking will be restricted all 
day on the westerly side of Maple 
Road. 

The plan was developed by a traff¬ 
ic advisory committee, which 
included members of the neighbor¬ 
hood, the Police Department safety 
officer and two representatives from 
the Board of Selectmen and the 
Town Engineer. 

The plan was okayed by Select¬ 
men in a 5-0 vote following a public 
hearing, and will be implemented as 
soon as signs are created and 
installed. Selectmen also noted that 
the plan will be in effect for 60 days, 
at the end of which time the plan will 
be thoroughly evaluated and poten¬ 
tial changes considered. In addition, 
the hospital will cover the costs of 
the new signs. 

“We’re trying to move as many 
cars as we can off-site,” said Ted 
Brooks, assistant vice president at 
Winchester Hospital. 

Brooks said the plan will encour¬ 
age employees to park their cars at 
a satellite lot in Stoneham, approxi¬ 
mately one-and-a-quarter miles 
away, and at additional parking 
spots in Winchester. 

“As long as street parking is avail¬ 
able it’s difficult to move vospital 
employees], to off-site parking. 
That’s really what this is all about,” 
said Brooks. 

Brooks said he hopes the new plan 
will move some 135 cars off-site. He 
added that ample parking on-site is 
available for hospital volunteers. 

Ciarcia added that by making the 
area restricted between these early 
morning hours, hospital employees 
in particular will be discouraged 
from parking on the streets when 
they begin their shifts. In addition, 
the police will find it easier to ticket 
cars within a 3‘/<»-hour period, rather 
than leaving the areas as two-hour 
parking zones throughout the day, 
said Ciarcia. 

Ciarcia said if after 60 days the 
parking problem moves further out 
of the restricted areas, with an 
influx of parking on abutting streets, 
further restrictions and signage 
may be necessary. 

“[The plan] is experimental in 
some sense, but the project we know 
can go through so far,” said Ciarcia. 

Selectmen also noted that 82 
neighbors had been sent notice of the 
public hearing. Brooks added that a 
number of meetings were held with 
the hospital representatives and 
residents of the neighborhood. 

The plan originally called for 
restricted parking from 6 to 9:30 
a.m. on both sides of Maple Road, 
however, since this was one was of 
the few objections to the plan by 
neighbors. Selectman Robert Deer- 
ing proposed an amendment to 
restrict parking all day on the wes¬ 
terly side of the street. 

Deering said neighbors had com¬ 
plained of “tough passage” down the 
street when cars were parked on 
both sides. 

Brooks also noted that the hospital 
is addressing the neighborhood’s 
parking concerns by moving many 
out-patient facilities away from the 
main hospital facility. An oncology 
department of the hospital has been 
moved to a Woburn facility and a 
surgery unit placed off-site at the old 
Choate Hospital, noted Brooks. 

Neighbor Sally Kincaid, a mem¬ 
ber of the advisory committee, ques¬ 
tioned whether the parking regula¬ 
tions would be strictly enforced. 

Selectman Deering said that every 
effort would be made to enforce the 
new regulations. But he also noted 
that residents should not expect to 
see a police cruiser in the area 
“every day of the week” during the 
restricted morning hours because of 
department’s other duties. 

Steven Rich of 7 Valley Road, also 
asked selectmen to extend the 
spaces in the all-day restricted park¬ 
ing area on Valley Road, opposite a 
hospital loading zone, to restrict 
parking in front of his home. Select¬ 
men agreed to extend the restricted 
area from 3 to 9 Valley Road.

Rand advances new trends, receives praise by press 


The following article is the thir¬ 
teenth installment in a series on 
George Dutton Rand, a prominent 
Boston architect who lived in 
Winchester from 1875-86. Recent 
research shows that he played an 
important role in shaping the Victor¬ 
ian town we know today. His work 
includes Town Hall as well as many 
of the houses built in Winchester 
during the 1870s and ’80s.

At the beginning of 1880, David 
Skillings and his architect George 
Rand were planning one more house 
for Rangeley Place. Like the neigh¬ 
boring houses, this house would be of 
brick, but it would be entirely diffe¬ 
rent in style. 

Whereas the houses of the 1870s 
were high and compact, this house 
would be broad in massing. Whereas 
they had deep, dark halls and rooms 
closed off from each other, this 
house would have an open, airy hall 
with the rooms flowing into each 
other. The 1870s houses had two 
parlors, whereas this house would 
feature a modern “living room.” 

Boston’s best architects were 
moving in this direction, developing 
a style that was called Queen Anne. 

In March of 1880, Skillings died, 
but work on the house continued. 
The American Architect and Build¬ 
ing News reported on its progress 
(July 17, 1880). Today this house, at 
37 Rangeley Road, represents one of 
Rand’s most sophisticated efforts. 

As one faces the house, its slate 
roof slopes steeply to the left side. 
The gable field is shingled and 
decorated with a carved floral panel

between two windows. Animating 
the lower part of the house, which is 
brick, is a terra cotta floral inset and 
a shingled oriel window. The 
entrance to the house is recessed 
under a large, rounded arch, in a 
manner associated with the 
architecture of H.H. Richardson. 

In several ways, this house is 
similar to Richardson’s design for 
the rectory of Trinity Church, 233 
Clarendon St., Boston, from 1879-80. 
The rectory has a similar arch and 
similar floral motifs.

As the rectory and this house were 
built at the same time, one may 
question whether Rand’s design was 
influenced by Richardson’s or 
whether it was a parallel innovation. 
Whatever the case, the similarities 
underscore how Rand practiced at 
the forefront of his profession. 

The east side of the house features 
a second important facade. 'This 
view was as prominent as the front 
view of the house because of the 
bend in Rangeley Road. On this side, 
a wide gable supported by shingled 


flower next to an oriel window. 


brackets is the main feature. A ver¬ 
andah overlooked the meadow that 
once was below. 

By the time of Skillings’ death, the 
success of Rangeley Place was firm¬ 
ly established. The property in the 
neighborhood grew more desirable. 
In 1879, Edwin Ginn, the book 
publisher, bought the tract of land on 
Bacon Street which backed on the 
Rangeley park (Woburn Journal, 
Aug. 23, 1879). The development of 
Winchester’s west side proceeded 


from this center. 

Rangeley attracted attention in 
the press, both nationally and in 
Boston. Ideas about suburban living 
were being debated in America and 
abroad, and Rangeley was seen as 
exemplary. 

The American Architect com¬ 
mented, “The estate embraces 
about twenty-five acres of diversi¬ 
fied hill and vale, wood and lawn; 
and the plan has b^n to treat it after 
the manner of a park, without public

streets or fences to destroy its 
breadth or privacy. The result thus 
far has been eminently successful, 
and seems worthy of imitation in 
other instances.” (June 23, 1877) 

In 1881, the Boston Herald ran a 
lengthy article on “Suburban 
Homes,” with the subtitle, “Range- 
ley Place — A Boston ‘Bedford 
Park”’ (March 30, 1881). Bedford 
Park was a model development built 
outside of London between 1876 and 
1881. E.W. Godwin and Richard Nor¬ 
man Shaw were its architects. 

After describing the virtues of 
Bedford Park, the Herald singled 
out Rangeley Place as similarly 
appealing. 

“All the houses stand free in the 
grounds, there being no fences or 
boundary lines of any kind. The 
privileges of the entire place are 
shared free and in common by all 
the tenants. A pleasant and agree¬ 
able colony is thus maintained, and 
its character is assured by letting, 
and not selling, the houses. The 
income is entirely applied to keeping 
up the place,” reported the Herald. 

The article went on to describe 
Rangeley Hall, recognizing its role 
in the success of the development 
and its value to the town. 

Skillings was praised for the far- 
reaching consequences of his vision. 

“By his action,” noted the news¬ 
paper, “Mr. Skillings had an untold 
influence in firmly establishing the 
character of the whole town, and 
made Winchester one of the most 
beautiful and desirable places of 
residence near Boston.”

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Doctors urge self-exam 
to battle breast cancer

er, is when most of the breast cancer 
is detected, he said. 

Shirley says that relying soley on 
this statistical data to determine 
when a woman is at risk, may miss a 
window of opportunity that presents 
itself in a condition called “ductile 
carcinoma insitu,” or “DCIS,” 
which according to Shirley, “looks 
like cancer but isn’t acting like 
cancer.” 

Said Shirley, “if the peak of [the 
incidence] of breast cancer is 50, 
then the peak of DCIS is 40 years of 
age.” 

Shirley explains this group of 
women diagnosed with ductile carci¬ 
noma insitu have a 10-fold chance of 
developing breast cancer. 

However, within this group, he 
explains, are two subgroups. The 
first subgroup includes the women 
whose pre-cancerous condition is 
localized. These women after a biop¬ 
sy and resection may need only 
localized treatment, thus illustrat¬ 
ing a clear benefit from early detec¬ 
tion. The women in the second group 
whose condition is more diffuse or 
spread out will need furthur 
treatments. 

In addition to breakthroughs in 
detection, Rotolo also cites the 
improved technology over the last 10 
years. Today’s mammography, he 
says, uses higher speed film that 
“picks up tremendous detail.” In 
addition, the quality of the equip¬ 
ment and film has improved as well. 

Rotolo also noted that new 
research has uncovered a potential 
way to pinpoint lumps through ultra¬ 
sound. He says the color sensitive 
mechanism would pick up the color 
of the blood in the breast, and varia¬ 
tions in color would detect a lump. 

The medical community, howev¬ 
er, is still hotly debating the cause of 
breast cancer. For a few years, 
according to Shirley, it was thought 
that fatty content of the individual’s 
diet was the cause. A recent Har¬ 
vard School of Public Health study 
disputes this notion. 

What does enter into the equation? 
According to Shirley a study, the 


Ediology of Breast Cancer, by the 
Journal of the National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute discovered there is a straight 
line correlation between the age of a 
woman’s first full-term pregnancy 
and her subsequent risk of develop¬ 
ing breast cancer. 

The study found if a woman 
doesn’t complete a pregnancy 
before she’s 30, for example, she has 
the same risk as if she never had a 
child. If, however, she conceived her 
first child at 16, her chances plum¬ 
met to a one in 16 chance of develop¬ 
ing cancer. 

No direct causes are known for 
breast cancer, and, according to 
Shirley, no one can pinpoint why a 
relationship exists between first pre¬ 
gnancy and the disease. 

But despite the strong urging ot 
the medical community, some 
women still do not perform self¬ 
examinations and do not get regular 
mammograms. Rotolo says some 
women have voiced a fear regarding 
the dose of radiation from the test. 
However, he says the risk is just one 
in 100,000 of being harmed from the 
radiation. 

“You are far better off having the 
mammography, than not,” he said.

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Purity expansion plans forge ahead

Conservation Commissioners 
have reviewed plans for the expan¬ 
sion of Purity supermarket for the 
final time, and will now turn the 
construction proposal over to the 
town’s zoning board. 

The public hearing held Monday, 
Aug. 12 , went largely unattended by 
members of the public, and com¬ 
ments on the plans were limited 
solely to those of the commissioners. 

Purity representatives had 
received approval from Town Meet¬ 
ing last spring to renovate the Main 
Street store and add a 16,000-square- 
foot extension to the current 
20 , 000 -square-foot building. 

Since that time, representatives 
have visited the full array of town 
boards to get the project underway. 
The plans will now go to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals at the next sche¬ 
duled meeting for various zoning 
permits, according to Paul Amico, 
attorney for Winchester Realty 
Trust, which leases the land to 
Purity. 

According to Amico, the proposal 
offers the town many advantages. 
The railroad bridge spanning Skill¬ 
ings Road will be removed and the 
area near Purity will be opened up, 
said Amico. 

An extensive presentation was 
made by Richard Rheaume, chief 
civil engineer at SAIC Engineering, 


on the catch basins and drainage 
systems as well as the process of 
construction. 

According to Conservation Com¬ 
missioner Elaine Vreeland, there 
were some concerns about whether 
the landscaping, which surrounds 
the parking area, would provide a 
“solid buffer’’ to protect the 
neighborhood. 

Rheaume said the plan is to use a 
dense screen of white pine mixed 
with hemlock and dogw(^. 

Commissioner Edward Barker 
asked if the extensive landscaping 
would interfere with visibility on 
Skillings Road. Purity already had 
dealt with that potential problem, 
according to Rheaume, by pulling 
the overly dense growth back. 

Many of the commissioners’ ques¬ 
tions centered on how construction 
would proceed once groundbreaking 
is underway. 

Queried Vreeland, “What’s physi¬ 
cally going to happen to the fill? How 
long is it going to take to remove it?’’ 

Rheaume responded, “Parking is 
so precious ... there will be no stock¬ 
piling ... the fill will loaded directly 
onto vehicles.’’ 

Michael Zimring, vice president of 
construction for Purity, said that the 
bank building in the parking lot will 
come down first, giving Purity sev¬ 
eral rows of parking during the rest 
of the construction.

embezzlement drained $ 1.1 million 
from the school’s coffers between 
1988 and 1991. To hide the embezzle¬ 
ment, the defendant allegedly made, 
or caused to be made, false entries 
in the ledgers pertaining to the 
embezzled funds, according to the 
Attorney General’s office. 

According to Nondas Voll, director 
of communications for Lesley Col¬ 
lege in Cambridge, the college is 
currently in the process of recover¬ 
ing $850,000 of the monies and antici¬ 
pates further recovery of additional 
funds. 

Voll also said the college had 
obtained a restraining order against 
the proceeds from the sale of the 
Memmolos’ house in North Andover 
to recover funds. Memmolo’s wife, 
Amelia, was a co-owner of the home 
and therefore named in this suit, 
said Voll. 

When approached at his home in 
Winchester by the Star, Memmolo 
refused comment. 

If convicted, Memmolo faces a 
maximum sentence of five years in 
state prison on each larceny count; 
10 years in state prison for each 
count of making false entries in 
corporate books; and five years in 
state prison for each count of income 
tax evasion.

Cousins grow old as friends

A dismal record 


When the School Committee last 
week voted in three new employees 
for top administrative posts, one 
School Committee member ques¬ 
tioned why in-house candidates for 
the job were passed over. Hiring 
from within the ranks is an impor¬ 
tant concern and one that should be 
recognized during the decision¬ 
making process. 

However, another issue that often 
goes largely unrecognized is that 
Winchester consistently hires white 
males for posts in the upper echelons 
of the school system. 

Currently, 72 percent women 
make up the ranks of teachers in the 
public schools, while only 16 percent 
hold the upper administrative posts 
of principals, or assistant principals. 
The record for hiring blacks, hispan- 
ics and other minorities for teaching 
or administrative positions is more 
dismal. 

School Committee members are 
not being charged here with racism 
or sexism. Conclusions about discri¬ 
mination against women and minor¬ 
ities are not drawn from a neat 
package of questions and answers. 
Discrimination is something often 
hidden from view, something not 
overly apparent — but nonetheless 
damaging and unfair. And the only 
way to combat discrimination is to 
set forward on a planned course of 
action to prevent it. 

School Committee members say 
they are choosing the candidates 
with the best qualifications for the 
job. But discrimination finds its 
roots in qualifications that are 
deemed necessary for a job, yet 
discriminate against women and 
minorities. White males find it 
easier, because of cultural reasons, 
to attain these credentials. The ques¬ 
tion is whether these credentials are 
truly necessary to do the job. 

Have the qualifications been exa¬ 
mined to see if they correlate to the 
job duties? If not, the selection sys¬ 
tem may be covertly serving discri¬ 
minatory ends. After all, if 72 per¬ 
cent of teachers are women, it 
follows logically that at least some 
of those women are qualified to 
become principals. By looking out¬ 
side the system for “the best candi¬ 
date” the School Committee may be 
discriminating against women. Dis¬ 
crimination of this sort may be hard 
to spot, but it is no less real and no 
less damaging to women and minori¬ 
ties than is overt sexism or racism. 
Winchester won’t tolerate the latter, 
why should it promote the former?

My plans for the future are not 
definite yet, I just plan to rest and 
relax for awhile. 


For example, a white male with a 
Ph.D. may look better on paper than 
a black woman with a master’s 
degree. But the question is — is the 
Ph.D. necessary to do the job? 
School Committee members must 
decide which qualifications are 
necessary to do the job and which 
qualifications discriminate. 

Also, in order to recruit candi¬ 
dates, the best candidates, the pro¬ 
cess must begin earlier. Employees 
must be required to notify the School 
Department earlier in the year of 
their plans not to return, so School 
Committee members are able to 
give the process more time to work. 
Two of the recent vacancies that 
were filled were from retiring 
employees. Yet the employees’ noti¬ 
fication of their retirement did not 
take place until June. More time is 
need^ than two summer months to 
find quality minority candidates. 

Also, as one School Committee 
member noted early in the hiring 
process, minorities and women must 
be recruited. School administrators 
do just that by soliciting candidates 
through mediums geared to minori¬ 
ties and through an affirmative 
action collaborative. Yet, the results 
of these methods are not effective 
and once again in this latest round of 
hiring, more white males have 
eam^ top spots in the schools. 

By hiring minorities, school offi¬ 
cials will bring a much-needed cul¬ 
tural diversity to the school system. 
However, this is only achieved if the 
candidates are allowed latitude 
within the system, and are not 
forced to teach or administrate by 
white rules in a white school system. 

Children who grow up in Winches¬ 
ter, and go to school in Winchester, 
won’t necessarily have the financial 
ability to return here to live. They 
need the tools to become a part of a 
diverse society, outside the bounds 
of an almost purely white 
community. 

And young female students must 
see women, as well as minorities, in 
positions of authority in the school 
system. This is where it all begins, 
where young women either learn 
they are equals or that all positions 
of authority are held by white males 
in society. 

Winchester must wake up and 
teach its children what they need to 
know to be a part of a society that is 
changing. This must be taught by 
example.

My mother’s Cousin David was 
born just nine years after the cen¬ 
tury. Together as kids they baited 
their more sedate sisters Julia and 
Katherine; sat on the curb as the 
fruit man clopped by in his horse and 
buggy, awaiting the chance to lob 
the occasional rejected berry at the 
plump retreating figure of passing 
local matrons; and spent hour after 
hour punished in their rooms. 

When his death occurred three 
years ago. Mom called me to ask if I 
would drive her to the Funeral. “He 
was my first friend,” she said softly, 
looking out the car window at the 
little road to the country graveyard. 

I first met Cousin David the sum¬ 
mer I was 10, when Mom declared a 
family reunion for cousins both near 
and far, and especially for David, 
whom by that time she had not seen 
in 25 years.

Both Muggsy and 
Stretch having babies at the same 
time!” And when our mom went 
south to Stretch’s house during her 
78th year and broke her hip there, 
his response was immediate:” 
“That’s what you get for going to 
Florida.” 

In more time. Mom moved to a 
retirement home near me. “It’s like 
college all over again,” she told her 
friends happily. She threw sherry 
parties in her room, and boycotted 
the fire drills when she thought she 
could get away with it, and raised in 
many an elderly female breast a 
late-blooming feminist 
consciousness. 

David, meanwhile, contracted 
diabetes. He wrote to her in her new 
place. “Now that you’re settled in 
with all the old fogies, I take it upon 
myself to send you a note. This is 


A devoted hot dog fan, the 
observer ordered two classic 
dogs and a coke. The substantial 
rolls are an example of the per¬ 
sonal touch Katherine has 
instilled in her business. Feeling 
that normal hot dog rolls were 
thin and insubstantial, she 
shopped around until she found a 
french roll that satisfied her. 

New England, for those from

The last letter in this folder is 
written not to my mom but to me — 
by David’s son and my cousin, a 
singer/songwriter whom I found 
again, in very much the same way 
as my mom found his dad, when we 
were both grownups and his career 
brought him East on tour. “The old 
Da’ is in bad shape,” it begins, “as 
you may have guessed. I can honest¬ 
ly say, Terry, after much quiet 
meditation, that I wish God would let 
him go to the next great 
adventure ...” 

Which God did, within just a few 
days of his son’s writing. 

It was late August when we laid 
him in the ground. 

Within a few months. Mom fol¬ 
lowed her first friend, without warn¬ 
ing or sickness or pain. 

I think of them today, those two 
frisky spirits from horse-and-buggy 
days, who knew well how much it 
counts both to laugh and stay in 
touch, as the years take their toll. I 
like to think that somewhere up in 
Heaven, they’re still making mis¬ 
chief. And I know I will miss them 
for the rest of my life. 


their lunch. You get to know all 
sorts of people — and it’s fun to be 
outside all day,” she said. 

Katherine attended one year at 
Paschal High School in Fort 
Worth — but found her years at 
Winchester High School much 
more challenging. “I liked 
Winchester High a lot. The teach¬ 
ers were much more demanding 
and I really learned a lot,” she 
said. 

As the summer begins to wind 
down and she begins to plan for 
her first year at 'j^inity Universi¬ 
ty in San Antonio, the familiar 
green and white umbrella by the 
overpass will soon be a thing of 
the past. 

When Katherine Brophy opens 
her hot dog cart for the last time 
on Aug. 23, she will leave a covey 
of regulars who have come to 
enjoy daily visits to her cheerful 
cart on the corner. 

With her easy, relaxed person¬ 
ality and her interest in people, 
Katherine has added a richness 
and ambience to the street life 
downtown that will be sorely 
missed.

This week 
in history 

1951: 40 years ago 

Three Winchester stores 
took on both new and 
enlarged storefronts that 
week. The Bancroft Dry 
Goods Store, at that time one 
of the oldest retail firms in 
town, moved from its former 
location on Mt. Vernon Street 
to new quarters on Park 
street, according to the Star 
news item. 

The Ames store moved to 
the old Bancroft store and 
Christie MacDonald, then a 
very well-known bakery in 
town opened its shop in the 
Ames store space. 

A caretaker of a local 
estate had been missing some 
prize hens so, according to 
the news item in the Star that 
week, he set out three traps to 
see what he could do to 
apprehend the thief. The next 
morning the traps were gone 
as well as more of the hens. 
So, the caretaker traced the 
path of the traps, which he 
could make out clearly in the 
grass, in the direction of the 
Rangely ravine, where he 
found a big raccoon tangled in 
a wire fence. 

The mystery was solved 
since the raccoon had three 
traps attached, one on each 
leg. 

Representing Winchester 
at the time were Leverett 
Saltonstall and Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. as U.S. senators in 
Congress. Edith Nourse 
Rogers was the Congresswo¬ 
man in the 5th district and 
Robert P. Campbell was the 
state senator in the 6th Mid¬ 
dlesex. Harrison Chadwick 
was the state representative 
in General Court that year, 
according to the Star. 

An Irving street resident, 
according to a front page 
story in the Star that week, 
thought he was seeing things 
when he noted a large dark 
shape clomping along the 
street and as he approached 
the thing moved into Chapin 
court. 

The resident moved closer 
and noticed that it was a 
horse who didn’t seem too 
concerned about where he 
was going. The police depart¬ 
ment was notified and the 
officers went out to the scene, 
complete with chaps and lar¬ 
iats. According to the Star 
article, between them they 
were able to make short work 
of the errant horse on Chapin 
Court and the investigation 
disclosed the fact that the 
animal was the property of 
the County Commissioner at 
that time. The officer 
returned the horse to iU barn 
without much difficulty.

Resident makes pitch 
for empowered BDRC 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I am disappointed to note a lack 
of strong support by the Winchester 
Star and town officials for the estab¬ 
lishment of an empowered design 
review board. Such boards often 
provide the only direction for 


responsible development available 
to communities seeking to preserve 
their character and aesthetic 
presence. 

I was recently required to submit 
and present construction documents 
to such a design review board in 
Greenwich, Conn. I viewed this as an 
imposition upon myself as a design 
professional and upon my client who 
was required to bear the costs for 
the review process. The first presen¬ 
tation did in fact develop into a 
confrontation between myself and 
the committee over their right to 
judge and comment upon the aesthe¬ 
tic merits of the project. By the next 
presentation, however, I was able tn 
comply with the guidelines, satisfy 
the review board at negligible finan¬ 
cial impact to my client, and sustain 
the premise of my design ethic. In 
retrospect the project is a better one 
for having undergone this process, 
and I respect the town’s desire and 
right to protect its perceived image

for the future as well as the present. 

The board is made up of a cross 
section of townspeople with direc¬ 
tion provided by architects, land¬ 
scape architects, engineers and 
others drawn from the design and 
construction professions. Members 
are appointed for two four-year 
terms. Technically the board is an 
arm of the Planning and Zoning 
Department, and complete Planning 
and Zoning project approval is not 
granted without Design Board 
approval. 

The Board constitutes a non¬ 
political forum made up of con¬ 
cerned professional citizens donat¬ 
ing their time and expertise. Their 
mandate is to protect the visual 
environment, not to arbitrarily con¬ 
trol the community’s looks. To prop¬ 
ose that this is an example of “not 
having a big job, and making the job 
you have bigger’’ is a specious argu¬ 
ment and betrays a naive and nar¬ 
row grasp of issues which impact 
communities today. In fact, the town 
of Greenwich is receiving at an ever 
increasing rate queries from all over 
New England as to how they may set 
up their own panels utilizing the 
Greenwich model. Due to nation¬ 
wide demand the American Plan¬ 
ning Association is in the process of 
developing standards and guidelines 
for community use in setting up such 
panels. 

One has only to look at those 
unfortunate projects built here in the 
past decade in order to be concerned 
and realize that this is an issue of 
environmental protection, not the 
manipulation of many by the few. 
People choose to live in certain com¬ 
munities because they have a per¬ 
ception of its character and struc¬ 
ture. They have a right to insure this 
character and structure remain. It 
is this perception that brings not 
only newcomers but badly needed 
business which augments the ever- 
diminishing tax base. 

In light of the previously men¬ 
tioned trends and the experience of 
my own conversion, I encourage 
those who view an empowered 
Design Review Board as another 
profligate commission to reconsider 
their opposition and to realize that 
those qualities which make Winches¬ 
ter unique have a tenuous future if 
concerned citizens do not act to 
preserve them.

Borggaard offers 
second opinion 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I enclose a letter (see text below) 
sent to the President of the Winches¬ 
ter Historical Society with a copy 
thereof sent to me. It came to both of 
us from Mr. Thomas Raphael, an 
engineer and a gentleman deeply 
versed in the typography of early 
Winchester. 

The letter is self-explanatory, and 
bears me out in my contention in 
regard to the northern boundary of 
the original Symmes Grant. 

Tom is the first person to step 
forward and offer me his endorse¬ 
ment and support and I am deeply 
grateful for his effort on my behalf. 


Perhaps now the truth will get a 
chance to prevail. 

All I have ever asked for was a 
chance to be heard. When all the 
evidence is taken into consideration, 
I am sure that, as it says in law. Res 
ipsa loquitur, “things speak for 
themselves” — (things like, cut-off 
corners of houses, cut-off cross 
streets, cut-off house lots, paralell 
streets, stone walls, chain link 
fences, granite boundary marks, 
etc., etc.). Papers, documents, can 
be altered, lost, burnt or stolen — 
but these things I speak of are far 
more durable, and they are visible to 
the naked eye, and were put where 
they are today, to convey a perma¬ 
nent message. Boundary lines, in 
those early days, were of paramount 
importance to those early settlers. 
From a historical viewpoint, they 
are still of importance.

Dear [President of Historical 
Society] 

I am writing this letter to ask you 
in your position in the Historical 
Society to look into the information 
Clarence Borggaard had been 
researching on the old Symmes 
property line running adjacent to the 
Connors old house on Main St. 

Serving on the Board of Directors 
of the Middlesex Canal Association, 
I became interested in the Mid¬ 
dlesex Turnpike and the original 
Boston Lowell Railroad because 
both were in competition with the 
canal and served as major transpor¬ 
tation between Boston and Concord, 
N.H. 

I have prepared and have made 
several showings of a slide presenta¬ 
tion using the Middlesex Turnpike as 
the focal point of the significance of 
the turnpike building era to the eco¬ 
nomic growth of the New England 
States. The Middlesex Turnpike was 
originally laid out with one route to 
traverse Winchester by way of 
Bacon St., Symmes Corner and Main 
St. on the way to Medford Square 
and the Medford Turnpike (Mystic 
Ave.) to Charlestown and Boston. 

In my research, I came upon some 
old maps in the records of the Mid¬ 
dlesex County Engineering Depart¬ 
ment. Having been aware of the 
public controversy between Clar¬ 
ence and the Historical Society I was 
surprised to find these old maps lead 
me to the same conclusion that Clar¬ 
ence had come to and I so informed 
him. 

I am not interested in restarting 
the controversy, but I do think that 
somewhere in the history of 
Winchester and Medford there 
should be a record of Clarence’s 
theory of where this boundary was 
and why it would explain the shape 
of the old house. The record could 
state that the controversy has not 
been settled but Clarence’s presen¬ 
tation, which I think is correct, 
would be carefully recorded for the 
benefit of others who might at 
another time unearth additional 
information. I was impressed by the 
effort that Clarence has put into 
studying this subject and I believe it 
deserves to be preserved in the 
records.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE — 
“Beacon Hill Roll Call’’ records loc¬ 
al senators’ votes on three roll calls 
and local representatives’ votes on 
two roll calls from debate on the 
$12.99 billion fiscal 1992 state budget 
recently signed into law by Gover¬ 
nor Weld. There were no roll calls in 
the House or Senate last week. The 
legislature is continuing its summer 
recess and is expected to reconvene 
Sept. 3. 

PRESCRIPTION DRUGS (S 1992) 
— Senate 23-14, rejected an amend¬ 
ment establishing a drug prescrip¬ 
tion monitoring program under the 
Department of Public Health. 
Amendment supporters said the 
program will qualify the state for a 
$375,000 federal grant and will save 


unconstitutional.

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BLUE LAWS (S 1992) — Senate 
24-15, approved an amendment 
striking a budget section allowing 
retail stores to open at noon on 
Labor Day, Fourth of July and 
Memorial Day. Amendment suppor¬ 
ters said this anti-family and anti¬ 
worker amendment will spoil the 
holidays and reduce the time fami¬ 
lies spend together.

PILOT BOOT CAMP (H 5600) —

lion and authorizing a pilot “boot 
camp’’ for young offenders. Amend¬ 
ment supporters said this innovative 
program will help rehabilitate 
youthful offenders through tough 
physical training and an intensive 
alcohol, drug and education prog¬ 
ram. They argued the state can 
receive federal funding and save 
millions of dollars. Opponents ques¬ 
tioned the effectiveness of boot 
camps for violent offenders and 
some claimed the program will actu¬ 
ally end up costing the state up to $10 
million.

CONVENTION CENTER (H 5600) 
— House 84-69, rejected an amend-

Hynes Convention Center over to 
private management. Amendment 
supporters said it is time to elimi¬ 
nate the Massachusetts Convention 
Authority and rid the state of the 
Authority’s arrogance, patronage 
and wasteful spending. Opponents 
said the Authority has generated 
millions in revenue and has general¬ 
ly done a good job. 

A “Yea” vote is for private man¬ 
agement for the Center. A “Nay” 
vote is against private management. 

Casey voted no.

TEACHERS (S 1992) — Senate 
26-12, rejected an amendment strik¬ 
ing a section prohibiting city and 
town employees from collecting 
unemployment benefits while the 
employee is still under contract. 
Amendment supporters said they 
are concerned about the effects of 
this section combined with another 
which changes the notification date 
for teacher layoffs from April 15 to 
August 15. They argued the combi¬ 
nation would unfairly prevent laid 
off teachers from collecting unem¬ 
ployment benefits for two summer 
months and from being able to 
search for new employment during 
the summer. Opponents said it is 
unfair for teachers to collect all 
summer and noted rejection of the 
section will result in more layoffs of 
teachers. 

A “Yea” vote is for striking the 
section prohibiting collection of 
unemployment benefits. A “Nay” 
vote is for prohibiting collection of 
benefits. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes.

Men’s softball playoffs 
move full speed ahead

The Winchester Men’s Softball 
League has entered the second week 
of its playoffs, and for the most part, 
the pre-playoff seedings are proving 
accurate. 

In the A League, Carroll Insur¬ 
ance Agency, the second place 
finisher in the regular season, has 
rolled to a 2-0 lead in its best-of-three 
semi-final series with third place 
Noble Construction. 

The CIA has overpowered Noble 
with key “big innings” en route to its 
commanding lead. In game one of 
the series, played last Thursday at 
Ginn Field. Carroll rode the strength 
of a seven-run fourth inning to a 
decisive 15-7 win. 

Tom O’Connor and Fred Pizzi hit 
back-to-back home runs to start the 
rally, and Tony Menounos scored the 
last of the seven runs with a two-run 
single. Defensively, second base- 
man T.J. Della Sala was a veritable 
brick wall, making four routine 
plays. Tom 0‘Connor lead the 
charge offensively, with a single, 
triple and home run. 

On Tuesday, the scene shifted to 
Mullen Field, where the CIA con¬ 
tinued to hit the ball well. They 
jumped out to an early 4 0 lead after 
one and never looked back, adding 
six runs in the second to put the 
game out of Noble’s reach. Pitcher 
Pete Grunzwig scattered eight hits 
and allowed just one run before 
Noble scored four times in the last 
two innings to make the score more 
respectable. 

The winner of the Noble-CIA 
series will play the winner of the 
other semi-final series between the 
regular season champs, the 
Winchester Exxon Kings, and the 
VFW. The Kings bounced back from 
the VFW’s 9-4 win in game one to 
post a 13-8 victory Tuesday to knot 
the series at one. 


Last Thursday, the VFW scored 
five runs in the top of the fourth to 
break a 1-1 tie and held on for the win 
behind a fine pitching effort from 
Mark Bingel. Bingel allowed just six 
hits in pitching his best game of the 
year. Five straight VFW hits 
accounted for the five-run fourth. 
Tom Burgess and Jim McKenzie led 
the way offensively for the V. each 
gathering three hits and scoring 
twice. 

In game two. the Kings scored six 
times in the third inning and held off 
a late rally to square the series. Rich 
Flamini and Mark Collins singled to 
lead the third, and Steve Tague and 
Joe Crispo followed with RBI base- 
knocks. After an RBI groundout by 
Keith Ford and a single by Ross 
Tolman. Buddy Perkins hit a game¬ 
breaking three-run homer to cap the 
inning. 

The Kings added two runs in both 
the fifth and seventh innings, and 
relief pitcher Kevin Mahoney came 
in to quell a five-run VFW uprising 
in the seventh, getting the final out 
of the game. Game three of the 
series was to be played last night 
(Wednesday. .August 14 1 . while 
game four is scheduled for tonight 
(Thursday, .August 15), at 6:15 at 
Leonard Field. 

The B League playoffs are also 
proceeding as expected. Although 
Agency Rent-A-Car. the sixth place 
regular season finisher, was able to 
advance to the semis on the heels of 
its two-game sweep of the Kings- 
men, they’ve found the going a little 
more rugged against Ken’s Sub 
Shoppe, the regular season champs 
of the B League. Ken’s won game 
one, 14-4, last Wednesday at Leonard 
Field, and followed with a 6-2 win in 
game two, on Thursday at Ginn 
Field. 

Agency staved off elimination on 
Tuesday, however, with a 15-10 win 
in game three of the best-of-five 
series. .Agency scored four times in 


both the second and fourth innings, 
and then held on as Ken’s made a 
game of it with a six-run sixth 
inning. Mark Russo had a single, 
double, and triple, while George 
Stewart went 3-3 with a sacrifice fly 
to lead Agency to the win. 

For Ken’s, leadoff hitter Tim 
Robertson went 3-4, cleanup hitter 
Chris Morris hit a pair of home runs 
and a single, Mike Macintosh was 
3-4. and Jim Gallapo was 3-3. 

In game one, Ken’s sent ten men to 
the plate in the first inning and saw 
the first seven score to put the game 
away early. Jim Cassidy had three 
hits while John Mini had two home 
runs to lead the offense. In game 
two. pitcher Ken Johnson, Sr. scat¬ 
tered eight hits and helped himself 
with a two-run triple in the fifth as 
Ken’s opened up a 2-0 series lead. 
The highlight of the game was 
watching Jim Doherty gimp around 
the bases for a two-run, sixth inning 
homer. (Quicksand in the outfield?) 

The other playoff series is between 
the fourth place Pirates and second 
place Casey’s Roughriders. The 
Roughriders broke a 1-1 series tie 
with a nine-inning win on Tuesday at 
Ginn Field. 

Second baseman Doug MacAllis- 
ter started the bottom of the ninth 
with a single into the shortstop hole. 
Doug Jordan, who was 4-4 on the 
night, followed with a single up the 
middle. A long fly ball by John 
LaCerta moved each runner up a 
base, and the Pirated elected to walk 
Rich .Montori to load the bases and 
set up a force at the plate. Player- 
coach Artie Montori was up next, 
and he lined the first pitch he saw off 
the glove of a lunging Pirate third 
baseman. MacAllister scored from 
third, and the Pirates had a 2-1 
series edge. 

The winners of the B League semi¬ 
finals will meet beginning on Mon¬ 
day, August 19. in a best-of-five 
championship finals.

Shelters are needed 
for local youths, teens 

Children and teens; abandoned, 
confused, abused, neglected or on 
the run to nowhere are seeking shel¬ 
ter with Neighbor Network, the only 
emergency shelter program in the 
Mystic Valley area. 

Each year. Neighbor Network 
staff receives over 200 calls from the 
Department of Social Services, con¬ 
cerned neighbors, school personnel, 
members of the clergy and even the 
youth themselves, asking about 
emergency shelter placement for 
homeless or soon-to-be homeless loc¬ 
al youth. 

Neighbor Network is a 
community-based program which 
relies on local families to open their 
homes and their hearts to children 
and teens most in need of a safe, 
stable and supportive environment. 
Families provide area youth with 
temporary emergency shelter for 1 
to 45 days with host families. Youth 
are both male and female, between 
the ages 8-18, from various socio¬ 
economic and cultural backgrounds. 
The Neighbor Network program is 
operated by the Woburn Council of 
Social Concern, a private, non¬ 
profit, multiservice agency. 

“The Neighbor Network model of 
home-based community shelter ben¬ 
efits the youth in many ways,” 
states Melissa McGrail, 
Homefinder/Counselor. “It enables 
the youth to remain close to their 
communities, friends, employment 
or school activities. These young 
people learn that all situations have 
rules, and they experience their own 
ability to respond positively to con¬ 
sistent limits. The opportunity to 
live in an environment where vio¬ 
lence or extreme negativity is not a 
daily response is an essential 
respite. Frequently, it is this stable, 
caring consistent environment that 
provides the impetus a youth needs 
to move in a positive future 
direction.” 

The Neighbor Network program 
provides the following service; to all 
host families; training in child and 
teen-related issues, flexible schedul¬ 
ing, 24-hour staff support, fully 
screened youth, and a daily stipend 
to cover any addition costs incurred 
while a youth is placed within your 
home. 

“Host parents with our program 
come from diverse backgrounds and 
family structures. All you need is an 
extra bed, an open mind and an open 
heart,” states McGrail.

Shannon lobbies for 
Cultural Council funds 

Senator Charles Shannon, (2nd 
Middlesex Medford, Somerville, and 
Winchester), announced recently 
the funding of the Massachusetts 
CXUtural Council. 

Senator Shannon, along with Sena¬ 
tor Keating, successfully lobbied for 
the restoration of $3.7 million for the 
MCC. 

The freshman senator noted that 
Massachusetts has had a state arts 
lottery for 24 years and the only arts 
lottery council in the nation. These 
agencies were merged last year to 
form the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council whose mission is to stimu¬ 
late the study, practice and enjoy¬ 
ment of the arts, humanities, and 
sciences through the support of the 
public cultural programming. 

Shannon observed that one of the 
questions foremost in the minds of 
thase who work in state government 
is how to cope with the economic 
downturn Massachusetts is exper¬ 
iencing. Public money spent on cul¬ 
tural programming is a proven 
sound investment that pays back not 
only in dollars, but in the quality of 
life as well. The arts add to the 
desirability of an area, assist in the 


revitalization of a community, pro¬ 
vide taxes back to the state, stimu¬ 
late additional private support, and 
finally, they can be a critical tool in 
helping revamp the educational sys¬ 
tem in the state. 

In Medford, the MCC has funded, 
among other things. The Mystic 
Players, the Medford Historical Soc¬ 
iety, the Medford Senior Citizens 
Center, The Royall House, and 
numerous grant applications for the 
Medford Public Schools. 

In Somerville, the MCC has funded 
the Elizabeth Peabody House, The 
Somerville Community Corporation, 
The International Center for 8mm 
Film and Video, The Ethnic Arts 
Center of Somerville, and the Mud- 
flat Pottery, Inc. 

In Winchester, the MCC has been 
an invaluable resource to the 
Winchester Public Schools and the 
School Enrichment Committee, as 
well as the Winchester Recreational 
Department. 

Shannon concluded by saying, 
“Despite the severity of the budget 
crisis, it is my firm belief that we 
must continue to support the Arts in 
Massachusetts.

Job-sharing teams are gaining ground

P art-time work has long 
relegated women to 
jobs with small salaries 
and minimal status in 
the office pecking 

order. 

But job-sharing teams, which are 
now beginning to pop up in more 
offices around the state, are doing 
much to create a take-charge image 
for part-timers. 

Most of the women — and some 
men — who share jobs have several 
years of full-time professional 
experience and are proven 
performers who want challenging 
work and more time for families or 
other activities. They generally work 
three days a week, overlapping 
schedules one day for meetings and 
discussion. 

Those who job share invariably 
emphasize that employers get six 
days of highly focused work and two 
minds out of one position. They also 
lavish praise on their supervisors for 
supporting the job-sharing concept. 

One woman who job shares said 
she could not sustain the hectic pace 
she now keeps up at work if she had 
to do so five days a week. 

Two women who exemplify the 
success of a growing number of job¬ 
sharing teams are Patricia Hunt 
Dirlam and Deborah Swiss, who 
joined forces as the associate 
director of employment in the Office 
of Human Resources at Harvard 
University. 

The pair — in their late 30s — 
supervise a staff of 15 and have been 
job sharing for two-and-a-half years. 
They now have a job-sharing team 
working for them. 

Last November, Hunt Dirlam and 
Swiss were promoted as a team. 

'T think that sort of demystifies 
job sharing ... Some of the myths 
about alternative work options are 
that you can’t be promoted and that 
you can’t supervise,” said Hunt 
Dirlam of Wellesley. “If you have a 
valuable employee full-time, you’ll 
have a valuable employee part-time. 
People confuse positions with 
people.” 

Hunt Dirlam works Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday and Swiss, of 
Lexington, is in the office Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday. 

Both caution that to convince 
employers unfamiliar with job sharing 
that it will benefit the company as 
well as employees, people must draft 
thorough proposals answering such 
questions as how vacations will be 
handled, work will be divided and 
employees will be supervised. 

llunt Dirlam said too many 
women write proposals that focus on 
why they want more time off — a

Strategy that turns off most 
supervisors. 

To show their boss how 
committed they were to making the 
arrangement work. Hunt Dirlam and 
Swiss said that if the employer was 
dissatisfied after s\x months they 
would dissolve the job-sharing 
partnership. 

Still, not all workers or jobs are 
right for job sharing. 

With the benefits of the 
arrangement also come some 
compromises not all people are 
willing or able to make. Employees 
must determine whether they can 
afford to work part-time, whether 
they want to share office space and 
whether they are willing to give up 
some autonomy. 

Some employers who are 
enthusiastic about job sharing for 
middle managers want one full-time 
person for certain top management 
positions. 

”I think it’s difficult when you get 
to the higher level jobs. I know my 
boss felt we could not do the job 
above us. She felt we were capable, 
but she wanted one person,” said 
Maijorie Stanzler, a manager of 
corporate communications in charge 
of all hospital publications at New 
England Medical Center in Boston. 
She shares the job with Christine 
Cleary. 

Stanzler, 40, of Wellesley, and 
Cleary, 38, of Cambridge accept this 
and are happy with their job. 

Stanzler has been job sharing 
four-and-a-half years. During that 
time, she has had two other partners 
besides Cleary — a man and woman 
— who moved on for reasons 
unrelated to the job. 

“Personally, I don’t ever want to 
work full-time again. I like having 
some time for myself and for my 
family. I also feel that in order to feel 
a part of your job, you have to put in 
a minimum of 20 hours, ’ ’ said 
Stanzler. 

Cleary, who has two children, 
said job sharing has allowed her and 


Stanzler ‘ ‘to work at the level we 
should be at, which is a management 
level.” 

A key to the Stanzler-Cleary 
partnership is carefully dividing the 
workload based on each person’s 
strengths. Cleary does most of the 
writing for the hospital’s newsletter, 
while Stanzler tends to handle more 
of the external writing assignments. 

‘ ‘You can’t be territorial and you 
can’t be super-competitive with each 
other or it’s not going to work, ’ ’ 
said Stanzler. 

Cecile Klavens, president of the 
Pickwick Group in Wellesley, said 
surveys done by her company 
indicate employers are as happy with 
job-sharing as their employees. 

She said employers often prefer 
job sharing over other forms of 
flexible work because jobs are fiilly 
covered, and job-sharing teams 
usually cover for each other when 
one partner is on vacation. 

The Pickwick group consults with 
companies that want to implement 
job sharing. A Pickwick subsidiary. 
Alternative Work Solutions, counsels 
individuals on how to find part-time 
professional work and write 
proposals to employers. 

“It (job sharing) is something 
companies are often afraid to do 
because they are afraid of getting 
into the unknowns, but we have 
found that once it’s tried, companies 
are generally very, very happy with 
the results,” said Klavens. 

She said the easiest way to get 
into job sharing is to make a proposal 
to one’s current boss. A valued 
employee usually has a good chance 
of making a convincing argument. 

But a few women have also 
landed job-sharing arrangements 
from outside companies — though 
Klavens said this is still rare.

“Some people think we’re semi- 
retired, ’ ’ said Mann. “Not only am I 
not retired. I’m working two full¬ 
time jobs.” 

Hunt Dirlam and Swiss had 
worked together studying alternative 
work options at Harvard for several 
years when Hunt Dirlam asked 
Swiss if she wanted to try job 
sharing. 

Swiss, a single mother, was 
working part-time already but 
wanted a more challenging position.

Christine Mann and Jamie 
Higgins, who live in the Greater 
Boston area, have been sharing a job 
at Lotus Development Corp. in 
Cambridge for nearly two years. 

Mann, a manager consultant in 
human resources, discussed the 
concept with her boss at Lotus when 
her second daughter was bom. They 
decided to recruit Higgins from 
outside the organization. 

Lotus now has 10 job-sharing 
teams. 

‘ ‘The biggest pro is that it allows 


us to balance our lives. The other is 
that it allows us to keep our careers 
going,” said Mann. “I worked full¬ 
time when my first daughter was 
bom and it was rush, rush 
everywhere. Now I have time to 
enjoy my life, and when I'm at work 
now, I have more mental availability 
to be here because I don’t feel 
guilty.” 

Mann, 37, said the challenges of 
job-sharing relate to “internal 
marketing and selling” of the 
concept inside the organization.

As with every new position, there 
is a learning curve period.

‘ ‘At the moment, I have all the 
work I can handle, ’' she said. 

Her original dream of indexing for a 
living has thus expanded to a fuller 
editorial menu.

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Reducing radon levels 

There are ways to make your home safer, healthier

Y ou’ve done the test. And 
done a second one because 
the results from the first 
one made you uneasy. Now 
you know the truth. You 
have potentially dangerous 
levels of radon in your house. 

Do you put the house on the mar¬ 
ket and move into a high-rise apart¬ 
ment building where the likelihood of 
radon gases reaching your floor is min¬ 
imal? Some people may take that 
route, but it’s entirely unnecessary, 
radon experts say. It’s true that radon 
can’t be eliminated, but it can be re¬ 
duced to safer levels without much 
trouble or overwhelming expense. 

“People come up against (radon- 
mitigating equipment) and think it's a 
problem, a real terrible thing," said a 
spokesman for a radon-testing compa¬ 
ny. “But the reverse is true to people 
who know what radon really is.” 

And that’s the first step in coming 
to terms with radon: getting the facts. 
The State EPA can provide you with a 
pamphlet, A Citizen’s Guide To Ra¬ 
don, What It Is and What To Do About 
It, and Radon Reduction Methods: A 
Homeowner’s Guide, to learn how ra¬ 
don can be reduced, either by the 
homeowner or a qualified contractor. 
There is even a booklet, which is fairly 
technical, on how to install reduction 
methods yourself. Call the EPA, 
617-565-4502 in the Boston area or 
call the Radiation Control Program, 
617-727-6214 or in westeni Massachu¬ 
setts, 413-586-7525. 

Just as the radon test shouldn’t 


scare you, radon reduction methods 
shouldn’t either, said Maria van der 
Werff, radon coordinator for the New 
England Regional Office of the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency. There 
are things you can do yourself or con¬ 
tractors who can do the work for you. 

“Compared to other home im¬ 
provements, (reducing radon levels) is 
relatively inexpensive, between $1,200 
and $1,500,” and often much less, van 
der Werff said. 

Be careful, however, van der Werff 
cautions. Often, radon reduction infor¬ 
mation contains phrases such as “ven¬ 
tilating” your house, she said. “We 
don’t recommend fans (to ventilate the 
house),’’ she said, referring to the 
common box or window fan, which 
draws inside air up and out. “Some-

times, that creates suction and can 
bring in more radon,” she added. 

Once you have determined there is 
more radon than should be, there are 
certain actions you can take at once, 
the EPA and U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control pf)int out in the pamphlets. 

First, and common sense predicts 
this, stop smoking. You’ll only in¬ 
crease the chance of lung cancer from 
either the smoke or the radon. Sec¬ 
ond, get away from it. If you have high 
levels in the basement, don’t use it as 
often. 

Third, open windows to increase 
the air flow through the house. Finally, 
if your home has a crawl space be¬ 
neath, keep the crawl-space vents on 
all sides of the house fully open all 
year.. 

Those are simple and immediate, 
but not effective for the long term. So 
how fast should you act?. For your 


own state-of-mind, if you have any lev¬ 
el that seems too high to you - you 
may be uncomfortable with a reading 
of 4 picocuries, the EPA’s current not- 
as-dangerous level - do something 
right away. But the EPA believes you 
have leeway - in some cases. 

However, if your test results are 
about 200 picocuries or higher, the 
EPA recommends you take action 
within several weeks. With results be¬ 
tween 20 and 200 picocuries, the EPA 
advises action within several months. 
In the range of 4 to 20 picocuries, the 
EPA recommends action within sever¬ 
al years. 

If your results are 4 picocuries or 
lower, considered average or slightly 
above average for residential struc¬ 
tures, the EPA advises you try to re¬ 
duce the levels even more, but states, 
“reductions of levels this low may be 
difficult, and sometimes impossible, to 
achieve.” 

There are simple ways to reduce 
the risk from radon, and often simple 
ways to alleviate the problem. The 
EPA guide suggests four different 
ways; soil gas suction, also called 
subslab depressurization; sealing; 
house pressure control; and, house 
ventilation. 

Sealing radon entry routes is a 
great idea, but difficult to achieve. Ra¬ 
don can move through cracks in floor 
slabs and walls, sumps and foundation 
walls. Sealing of major accessible entry 
routes should be considered an essen¬ 
tial part of most approaches to radon 
reduction, the EPA advises. But it’s 
also difficult to determine entry points 
or even be able to get to them at 
times. 

Since each house is different, one 
method might be appropriate for you, 
another for a homeowner down the 
street. The EPA guides give complete 
information on the different methods 
and how to install them. Just make the 
phone call and do a little homework. 
There is too much information to detail 
in this space. 

In any case, the EPA suggests

some guidelines when considering a ra¬ 
don reduction program: 

■ The system should be a permanent 
part of the structure with a long life 
expectancy. 

■ Natural house ventilation (opening 
windows) should be considered only a 
temporary solution. 

■ A warning device should be installed 
on all active (fan-assisted) systems to 
warn of system failure. 

■ System components should be fully 
and accurately labeled (what each com¬ 
ponent is, who to contact for service, 
etc.). 

■ The system should not reduce the 
comfort of the living space, nor should 
it be intrusive or noisy. 

■ Energy costs should be minimized. 

■ Radon levels should be reduced to the 
lowest possible levels. 

■ Radon levels should be monitored an¬ 
nually under all systems. 

If the guides from the EPA don’t 
help you, or you don’t think you can 
handle installation of a reduction sys¬ 
tem yourself, you can call the same 
numbers above and request the names 
of approved radon reduction contrac¬ 
tors. Many radon-testing companies 
also offer radon reduction services. 
Any contractor, however, should be on 
the EPA’s list of approved radon miti¬ 
gating companies. Employees of ap¬ 
proved companies have been trained 
and passed an EPA test on radon re¬ 
duction as part of the EPA’s Radon 
Contractor Proficiency Program. 

The companies also can give you a 
good idea about which type of system 
would best suit your needs. Then you 
can decide if you think you’re capable 
of installing it or want to hire a con¬ 
tractor. Just make sure that if you’re 
doing the work yourself, you have the

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: 

, Recently, when my grandmother passed away, I inherited 
a home she bought In 1946. Having recentiy purchased a 
home myself, I’d like to sell the one I inherited. Will I have to pay 
taxes when I sell this house, and If so, by what formula will the tax 
be calculated.? B.G., Weston. 

A Dear B.G.: You will have to pay taxes on the gain you real- 
^ ize when you sell the inherited home; however, due to 
the manner in which you acquired ownership of the proj)- 
erty, the amount of tax you’ll owe should be relatively minimal. 
Why? 

Upon the sale of a piece of projierty, taxes are due on the gain 
realized from that sale. Gain realized is computed by first subtract¬ 
ing the selling expenses incurred, such as brokerage commissions, 
legal fees and advertising costs, from the selling price of the home, 
and then subtracting this figure from the property’s “basis.” Your 
basis in a piece of property is the price you paid for it, or the price 
the giver paid for it, plus the cost of any renovations made. In the 
case of inherited real estate, you receive what is known as 
“stepped-up basis.” This means that for tax purposes your basis 
is considered to be whatever the fair market value of the properly 
is at the time of the decedent’s death. 

To illustrate, let’s assume your grandmother originally j)ur- 
chased the home for $5,0()(): over the years she made renovations 
totaling $7,()()(), giving her a $12,1)00 basis in the property. At the 
lime of her death, the home’s fair market value was $100,000; you 
sell the property today for $175,000, while incurring expenses of 
$10,000. 

If you’d received the property as a gift, you'd have to pay taxes 
on a realized gain of $153,000 ($175,000 selling price, minus 
$10,000 expenses, minus a gift basis of $12,000). Because you in¬ 
herited the property, your tax liability will only he computed on a 
realized gain of $5,000 ($175,000 price, minus $10,000 expense, 
minus stepped-up basis of $160,000). Assuming you are in the 28 
percent tax bracket, this would save you more than $38,000 in fed¬ 
eral taxes. 

For tax purposes, you could actually realize a loss when vou sell

required permits and electrical exper¬ 
tise. 

Any mitigating company should first 
do an extensive diagnostic evaluation 
of the home, the EPA says.. 

Donald Crawshaw, president of 
Pelican Environmental Corp. in 
Wellesley and Framingham, agrees. 

“You have to find the best method 
of mitigating radon levels in a particular 
home,” he said. “It varies from home 
to home since each has structural dif¬ 
ferences.” 

Companies such as RadonAway 
provide radon services which run the 
gamut from testing to consultation to 
mitigating, said Alan Zucchino, presi¬ 
dent of the Haverhill company. The 
company also manufactures and dis¬ 
tributes radon mitigation products na¬ 
tionwide. 

Generally, several spokesmen for 
radon reduction firms in the area said, 


most homes require soU gas suction, 
also called subslab suction or subslab 
depressurization, to reduce radon lev¬ 
els. 

“Depressurizing is the most com¬ 
mon way to reduce radon,” Zucchino 
said. “Usually, you penetrate the slab 
of the basement or first floor, using 
some ducting to the slab hole with a 
pvc pipe. Then you put a fan or blower 
either in the attic or outside to bring 
the air above the roof line. That way, 
you’re sucking the radon safely into 
the atmosphere, restoring the natural 
scheme of things.” 

The fan would be outside or in the 
attic, the EPA’s van der Werff said, so 
it shouldn’t be a noise nuisance. The 
pipes should be insulated so they don’t 

vibrate. And the cost of running the 
system is minimal, she said, using 
about the same amount of electricity as 
a standard light bulb. 

The cost to install such a system 


depends on what is under the slab, 
Pelican’s Crawshaw said. “If it’s 
crushed stone, it’s usually a simple in¬ 
stallation for about $1,400. If the mate¬ 
rial is fine sand or dirt, it can cost quite 
a lot more depending on complexi¬ 
ties.” 

The idea is to collect the gas from 
beneath the basement floor before it 
gets in the house, then bypass the 
house through the piping so that the 
gas goes around the house or up and 
out into the atmosphere. 

There are simpler ways and less 
expensive ways to reduce radon lev¬ 
els, but it depends on the level of ra¬ 
don in the house. Some methods, such 
as heat recovery ventilation, are only 
effective in homes with low levels of 
radon. 

It all comes down to this, the 
EPA’s van der Werff said: “You want 
to know your home is safe. So you 
test. And there is something that can 
be done about it. As long as you test, 
there are radon reduction companies. ’ ’

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Hurricane Bob takes the town by storm

Although Hurricane Bob swept 
through Winchester in minutes, it 
left in its wake dozens of downed 
electrical wires and countless bro¬ 
ken tree branches. 

Department of Public Works 
crews were out in full force on Tues¬ 
day to repair the damage. But 
according to DPW Director Anthony 
Celli, “the storm wasn’t as bad as 
had been predicted.’’ 

Taft Drive resident Betty Vallee 
said she lost a favorite shade tree to 
the storm. She said the cherry Iree, 
which had been on the property for 
at least 32 years, was completely 
uprooted by the strong winds. 

Police Chief Joseph Perritano said 
although the department “didn’t 
have any dire emergencies,’’ incom¬ 
ing calls kept the police hopping 
between the hours of 2 and 8 p.m. 

Said Perritano, “I can’t say 
enough about my two dispatchers. I 
had a second dispatcher on to handle 
the increase in calls.” Dispatcher 
Nicki Maentaas and Dispatcher Ken 
Donaghey handled the telephones 
for both the police and fire depart¬ 
ments, according to Perritano. 

And Perritano added, “the phones 
didn’t stop ringing” for a period of 
about six hours. 

Perritano said most of the calls 
were to report downed wires or trees 
although there was also an increase 
in the number of alarms from both 
homes and businesses. Since the 
department has no way of knowing 
whether an alarm is triggered by 
foul weather, the department 
responds to them all, according to 
Perritano. 

“There were between 25 and 35 
calls from alarms between 2 and 8 
p.m.,” he added. 

Boston Edison w'as still attempt¬ 
ing to get ahead of the downed wires 
on Tuesday. Said Perritano, “I’ve 
just received word that the primary 
wires (higher powered wires] have 
been taken care of, and now they’re 
going to take care of the secondary 
lines.” 

There is no official count available 
of the numerous downed trees but 
Perritano says his officers rose to 
the occasion on Monday. “I’m happy 
to say my officers took the initiative 
in the case of a downed tree blocking 
Ridge Street on the Arlington line, a 
couple of them went home and 
grabbed chainsaw's and removed the 
tree, which was creating a danger¬ 
ous situation.” 

“I want to acknowledge the help of 
the Winchester Auxiliary Police 


under the leadership of Donald Hal- 
pin,” added Perritano. “They were 
of great assistance to us from two 


o’clock right up until midnight.” 

According to Perritano, his offic¬ 
ers were assisted by six auxiliary 


policemen. 

Fire Chief Charles McNutt said 
that there were no injuries reported 


but his firefighters responded to the 
calls throughout the day. When a 
call came in for a downed wire, fire

Small house fire is ignited during storm

A small fire at 192 Highland 
Avenue was touched off by spark¬ 
ing power lines that had been 
downed by the winds of Hurricane 
Bob, according to fire officials. 

Fire Chief Charles McNutt said 
all apparatus responded to the call 
and found a small fire in the base¬ 
ment near the electrical panel w'ith 
w'ires and floor joists burning. 

Firefighters at the scene used a 
booster hose to extinguish the fire, 
which was touched off at 4:55 p.m. 
on Monday, just when the eye of 


the storm was blowing through 
Winchester. 

McNutt said that the firefighters 
were responding to a possible wire 
down at Highland Avenue and 
Euclid Avenue and the ladder 
truck was flagged down by resi¬ 
dent Ludmila Kyn of Highland 
Avenue. 

According to McNutt, Kyn was 
making her way on foot to report 
the fire at her home, since her 
telephone line was taken out at the 
same time as the power. 

“Limbs had come down and 
pulled the pipe and service off the 
house. When the service went 


down, it didn’t fuse out. Instead it 
sent a surge through the panel and 
started the wires in the base¬ 
ment,” said McNutt. 

McNutt added that the small fire 
burned on the ceiling only and did 
not spread upstairs. He noted that 
property damage from the blaze is 
still being assessed. 

Firefighters checked and found 
no extension of the fire out of the 
basement area. They noted a light 
smoke condition throughout the 
house, according to fire reports. 

McNutt credits the fast response 
of Captain John Regan with avert¬ 
ing what could have been a major 


fire. McNutt said, “The lady was 
on her way to the station as the 
engine was heading up to Euclid 
and she flagged down the fire 
truck." 

“Thank God. he was right in the 
area, otherwise by the time she got 
down to report it. it would have 
had a great start," said McNutt. 

According to the fire report, the 
ladder was in quarters by 5:28 
p.m. 

Firemen had their hands full 
most of the afternoon as they 
responded to more than 25 sepa¬ 
rate incidents during the day-long 
siege of Hurricane Bob. 


apparatus responded, and checked 
adjacent houses for fire, according 
to McNutt. 

And many Winchester residents 
were evidently well prepared for the 
event by way of food supplies. 
According to Assistant Manager 
Steve Serino at Purity supermarket, 
the store was swarmed with custom¬ 
ers from 8 a.m. Monday morning 
until around 1:30 p.m. that 
afternoon. 

“The parking lot was packed at 8 
a.m.,” said Serino. He also noted 
that almost every customer who 
shopped on Monday purchased bot¬ 
tles of water — and batteries. 

“There’s not a battery left in the 
store,” said Serino. 

Many residents also purchased 
meats, most with the intention of 
pulling out the charcoal grill if the 
power went out. Serino also said that 
a smattering of people braved the 
storm and shopped yesterday after¬ 
noon during the high winds and 
rains. Even more turned out to shop 
for food following the storm, said 
Serino. 

According to Nick Tierno, owner 
of Mobil Theater Service Station, 
people also began queuing up for 
gasoline in the early morning hours, 
and the fuel rush didn’t die down 
until after lunchtime. 

Tierno said residents filled (heir 
cars and trucks, and also stocked up 
with additional cans for gasoline. 

“When there’s talk of hurricanes, 
or bad snow storms, people antici¬ 
pate,” said Tierno. “Everybody is 
looking ahead” 

Tierno said his station did steady 
business from 5:30 a.m. Monday 
morning until 2 p.m. that afternoon. 

Town officials had also taken mea¬ 
sures of precaution to prepare for 
the storm. Early Monday morning, 
the town’s public safety officials met 
with a representative of the 
Winchester Hospital, and members 
of the DPW to coordinate personnel 
and shifts. 

According to McNutt, when a state 
of emergency is declared, extra per¬ 
sonnel are added to each shift to 
prepare for possible problems. 

McNutt said he added six addition¬ 
al auxilary firefighters to the after¬ 
noon shift, as well as bringing in an 
extra engine. Police and fire dis¬ 
patchers are also called in. 

“I think we covered all the bases.” 
said McNutt. 

Town employees were sent home 
at noontime, as well as personnel 
across eastern Massachusetts.

Realtors finding mixed 
success in tough economy

Purity representatives cut 
through the last pile of paperwork on 
their way to the construction of an 
expanded supermarket. 

A special permit was granted to 
Purity and Winchester Associates 
Realty Trust, which leases the land 
to Purity, on August 20 under the site 
plan review zoning bylaws of the 
town of Winchester. 

Attorneys from Winchester Asso¬ 
ciates Realty Trust and Purity offi¬ 
cials met with the zoning board to 
discuss the addition of 21,160 sq. ft. 
to the supermarket that will bring 
the Purity building up to a total of 
39,208 sq.‘ft. 

In June 1990, Tow’n Meeting gave 
its approval to the addition and at 
that time approved a 99-year lease. 
Since that time, Purity representa¬ 
tives have visited numerous town 
boards to get the project underway 
in a process that has spanned 18 
months. 

Unanimous approval from the 
board was granted with four condi¬ 
tions imposed in the final permit. 
After deliberations between Purity 
and Winchester Associates Realty 
Trust that required one recess for 
discussion between the two sides, 
the conditions were agreed upon. 

Richard Rheaume, chief civil 
engineer of SAIC Engineering, drew 
up an alternative proposal during 
the meeting to address the board’s 
concerns. The modifications state 
that Purity must make all parking in 
the small lot, which is alongside 
Main Street, for compact cars only. 
Also the entrance to a truck road 
must be closed so that cars can only 
go in and out one way. 

In addition. Purity must add a 
five-foot wide planting strip on the 
length of the Main Street facade and 
two handicapped spaces must be 
added on the first row' of parking on 
the western part of the parking lot. 

According to Ken Goode, director 
of Government and Affairs for Puri¬ 
ty, the next step will be to finalize 
the purchases of the land from the 
town and the MBTA. Said Goode, 
“We hope by late fall to take down 
the railroad bridges.” Construction 
could then begin pending receipt by 
Purity of a building permit from the 
town, according to Goode. 

In voicing his concerns. Zoning 


Board member John Prokos said he 
was concerned about the appear¬ 
ance of the building on Main Street. 
Prokos questioned whether the 
building was compatible with the 
rest of the neighborhood, in particu¬ 
lar, the Main Street side. 

Said Prokos, “You have to build 
the addition where you say, I can 
understand that, but you must carry 
the rhythm of the street.” Prokos 
added that he didn’t see how pulling 
out six spaces from the Main Street 
side, which addressed a safety con¬ 
cern of the board, would harm the 
rest of the proposal. 

Rheaume said, “If w'e’re enhanc¬ 
ing what is presently there, and we 
are solving the safety concerns, then 
we have satisfied the requirements 
under the site plan review'.” 

ZBA Chairman Virginia Hoefling 
objected, “You say 195 parking 
spaces is the required number and 
you’re providing 210, eliminate six 
and put in some more landscaping.” 

Rheaume countered that the first 
100 feet of parking space for a store 
is prime space. And Stephen McDo¬ 
nald, attorney for the trust, added, 
“the mortgagee requires that (there 
isl room for sufficient parking on 
site Ion the ow'ner’s landl. You don’t 
want to count what you are using for 
lease land.” 

Prokos and Hoefling were in 
agreement on the asthetic impact of 
the building on Main Street. Said 
Prokos, “you haven’t made it any 
worse, but you haven’t made it any 
better.” 

The board also raised safety 
issues with respect to the small 
parking lot. Said Hoefling, “Excuse 
me, but people who have to gel in 
and out of those parking spaces are a 
hazard to everyone else.” 

She repeated her assertion that 
Purity could find a more asthetic 
solution w'hile solving the safety 
issues. At this point Paul Amico, 
attorney for Winchester Associates 
Realty Trust, asked for a recess to 
discuss the parking issues. 

When the meeting reconvened, 
Rheaume had offered Iw'o alterna¬ 
tives, which w'ere ultimately agreed 
upon by Purity and the trust. 

Said ZBA member Ann Matarese. 
“We have to be concerned number 
one with anything that has to do with 
the public safety.” 

There w'ere no public comments 
for or against the petition.

While realtors in tow-n continue to 
slug their way through a tough eco¬ 
nomy, many are finding mixed suc¬ 
cess, and all are looking to (he future 
with a glimmer of hope. 

According to Jack Beauchamp at 
Winchester Gooperalive Bank, inter¬ 
est rates are lower than they have 
been in the last six years. He reports 
a 8.99 percent rale on a 30-year, 
fixed-rate mortgage. 

But has this rate resulted in a 
boom for local realtors? 

Don Coughlin, manager of Hunne- 
man & C’ompany-C’oldwell Banker 
reports his office has sold “nine 
houses in the last nine days.” How¬ 
ever, (’oughlin notes this is bucking 
the usual trend of quiet summertime 
sales. Said ('oughlin, “The real 
estate cycle has changed.” 

('oughlin says the normal brisk 


activity for the springtime w’as not 
evident this year. Now, in his office, 
he said,“It Inowl almost feels like 
spring.” 

Coughlin credits the economy in 
general with changing the market. 
Said Coughlin, “People generally 
abandon (heir search I for homes 1 
during July and August due to vaca¬ 
tions and w'e see it pick up again for 
the first six weeks in September. ” 

But this year, things are not hap¬ 
pening in the usual cycle, according 
to local realtors. 

Coughlin notes that for his office 
there are various factors influencing 
the upturn in business, ('oughlin 
recently opened the new office for 
Hunneman-(\)ldwell Banker and has 
added employees, bringing his total 
up from five to 26 agents. He said. 
“We’re getting a bigger slice of a 
smaller pie.” 

Century-21 Manager Mary Price 
views Winchester as being “some-

what isolated from the economy.” 
According to Price, ('entury has 
seen an increase in its sales com¬ 
pared with the same period last 
year. 

But she added, “I would say pric¬ 
ing is down about five percent from 
1990, which is far less than the rest of 
the state.” 

“July was busier than we antici¬ 
pated.” said Price. 

('oughlin said a greater portion of 
the sales in Winchester was in low- 
end housing ($200,0(K)) versus the 
middle- or high-end of the market. 
Added Coughlin. “The high-end 
(more than $50(),(KK)) has not moved 
this year.” 

Anne Wild of Bowman Real Estate 
says prices are down and activity is 
off in her office. “The residential 
market is certainly down, although 
it varies according to the property, 
about five percent across the 
board,” said Wild. 

But. hope for an active market this 
fall is unanimous among the real¬ 
tors. Said Coughlin, “I’m looking for 
a strong fall. I’m hopeful that if 
interest rates stay down, we will see 
a good market.”

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Artisan displays 
work in Arlington

Few people would disagree the 
Jefferson Cutter House and its Whit- 
temore Park context provide a 
splendid-looking, historically signif¬ 
icant focal point for Arlington Cen¬ 
ter. Yet, one of the special sources of 
pride the Cutter House provides for 
the town is tucked away inside and 
downstairs, invisible to passersby. 

There, in an elegant dark green 
hall on the main floor and a newly- 
added 340-square-foot room below 
the 158-year-old structure, is an art 
gallery. 

With the mounting of each new 
exhibition, the Cutter House gallery 
is becoming a less well-kept secret. 
Enthusiastic response of visitors to 
the historic house and spreading of 
the word by an appreciative art 
community are slowly but surely 
making its presence in the commun¬ 
ity a matter of the public’s attention. 

The current gallery exhibition is 
proving to be especially popular 
with visitors and staff alike. Gallery 
attendant Bernice Nigro says she 
never gets tired of looking at the 
colorful landscape and floral still life 
paintings of M. Jean Barba, a 
Winchester resident whose work is 
on view through August. 

The artist is a member of the 
Arlington Art Association and heard 
about the gallery through friends 
who had shown work there. “The 
Cutter House is a wonderful place to 
exhibit,” Barba says. “The room is 
a good size, with bright, very good 
lighting and easy access for the 
loading and delivery of paintings.” 

Overseeing the operation of the 
gallery is Andrew Vorce of the 
Arlington Planning Department. 
Both Vorce and Nigro have noted the 
increasing number of names in the 
guest book, not only from Arlington 
and surrounding communities, but 
in one week recently from as far 
away as California and Great 
Britain. 

Once a visitor is in the Cutter 
House, Nigro sees to it the art gal¬ 
lery is a part of the tour. Vorce, who 
schedules exhibitions of area artists, 
likes to point out the interesting 
comparisons and contrasts to be 
made with the contemporary work 
and that of Arlington’s well-known 
sculptor, the late Cyrus Dallin, 
whose works are on permanent dis¬ 
play in the house. 

According to Vorce, the Arlington 
Redevelopment Board is the techni¬ 
cal owner of the gallery. Its intent in 
making an art gallery part of the 
Cutter House, he says, was to max¬ 
imize public use of the building. 

“There was no gallery in Arling¬ 
ton,” Vorce notes. “Artists in the 
town and in the surrounding area 
have had no place here to showcase 
their work. We felt an art gallery 
was an appropriate use of the space 
In a Visitors Center and was compat¬ 
ible with the historic nature of the 
house.” 

With exhibitions scheduled almost 
solidly through 1992, Vorce’s assess¬ 
ment of the need for a gallery in 
Arlington certainly appears to strike 
a chord with artists. If variety in 
styles, materials and content of the 
work shown is an indicator of the 
diversity of interests and talents 
within the area, the mutually sup¬ 
portive set-up for gallery and artists 
should prove to have something for 
just about everyone. 


So far, nature photographs, pencil 
drawings, traditional oil still lifes 
and pastels, trompe I’oeil classical 
realistic paintings, and impression¬ 
istic watercolors are among the 
works that have been exhibited. Cut¬ 
ter House gallery exhibitions by two 
artists — photographer John Gordy 
and painter Levon Mnazakanian — 
were favorably reviewed in Boston 
newspapers. 

This fall, visitors to the gallery 
will view pop art by Howie Green, 
photographs by Harvey Cote, and 
photographs by Neil Wetherbw. In 
all probability, according to Vorce, a 
Christmas show will be mounted by 
Arlington elementary school stu¬ 
dents. And in October of 1992, the 
highly regarded North Bennet Street 
School of Boston will exhibit selec¬ 
tions of the fine crafts and artisanry 
for which it is noted. 

Barba, who is also a member of 
the Winchester Art Association and 
the Lexington Arts and Crafts Socie¬ 
ty, has bwn involved in local art 
communities and showing her work 
for about 20 years. “I think the 
Cutter House gallery will attract 
quite a few area artists,” she says. 
“There aren’t that many galleries 
where you can show work without 
paying a 50 percent commission on 
your sales.” 

At present, the gallery does not 
take any commission on the artists’ 
sales. According to Vorce, most 
artists donate 10 percent of their 
sales to the gallery. Barba says she 
intends to make a donation, espe¬ 
cially in light of the fact that she is 
not an Arlington resident. 

The policy on who may exhibit 
work at the gallery is loosely struc¬ 
tured. Artists may be Arlington resi¬ 
dents, work in Arlington or have an 
Arlington sponsor, such as the 
Arlington Art Association. A first 
come policy is observed on the selec¬ 
tion of applicants. These policies, as 
well as others, including commis¬ 
sions from sales, may change in the 
future, Vorce indicates. “We are in 
the process of transition,” he says, 
indicating that decisions are made 
as situations come up. 

Since the gallery’s opening in 
November, 1990, some things have 
already changed. Arlington artist 
Jane Blagden exhibited her paint¬ 
ings this spring. “The hours were 
more restricted than they are now,” 
Blagden laments. “When people 
went to see my work, the place was 
often closed, and that was a big 
problem.” Umberto Centofante, also 
of Arlington, showed his paintings in 
March and April and agrees with 
Blagden. “I was disappointed with 
the number of people who visited the 
gallery,” Centofante says. “I think it 
would help if it were open on 
weekends,” he adds. 

At the time Blagden and Centofan¬ 
te exhibited, gallery hours were 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m. weekdays. Now the 
gallery is open 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
weekdays. Artists have the option of 
volunteering to gallery-sit their 
shows on weekends, although most 
choose not to do so. 

The chance to show their work 
locally remains, for most artists, the 
gallery’s most attractive feature. “I 
was really thrilled to show in Arling¬ 
ton,” Blagden exclaims. “I love the 
place.” Visitors who have discov¬ 
ered the Cutter House gallery 
appear to agree.

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Healthcare service makes a difference for the elderly

Katherine has become increasing¬ 
ly forgetful since her husband died. 
She can’t do her own shopping, and 
at times needs help with her person¬ 
al care. Her two children live out of 
state and when they call to check up 
on her, Katherine says "everything 
is fine." But, things are not fine. 

Joyce Cannon, registered nurse 
and director of Nurses For You, has 
built a small business around sol¬ 
ving problems such as this. 

Cannon says families today, either 
because they live out of state, or 
work full-time, are unable to care 
daily for aging family members. 

A Winchester resident since 1987, 
Cannon thinks she has hit on an 


answer for many elderly who prefer 
to stay in their homes and remain 
independent. Some of these elders 
may require help with fixing meals, 
cleaning, laundry or giving them¬ 
selves medicine. 

Cannon offers many personalized 
services. Some of the varied reasons 
for which someone may call Can¬ 
non’s service would be to accom¬ 
pany a patient during and after day 
surgery, radiation or chemotherapy 
or any other medical treatment. 
Some people may not have a strictly 
medical need, and therefore. Can¬ 
non has home health aides and 
homemakers who make up the dif¬ 
ference between what the elderly 
person can do for themselves and 
what they must have done for them. 

Cannon said, "My service has 


evolved out of a need because of the 
changing healthcare system. People 
are teing [rehabilitated] at home." 

Cannon’s patients are usually 
brought to her attention through 
referrals either from hospital social 
workers or June Hall, the nurse who 
handles after-care coordination at 
Winchester’s Council On Aging. 

Says Hall, "[Cannon] builds confi¬ 
dence with people, in that way she’s 
able to pick up the gaps between 
when people are released from the 
hospital and their long-term needs. 
She can spend the time and commu¬ 
nicate with the family." 

Hall added, "When relatives are 
long distance, they worry." This is 
where, according to Hall, Nurses 
For You, provides a valuable ser¬ 
vice. Cannon’s service is a private 


pay service, which means the 
patient is responsible for payment, 
not the insurance company. 

But, according to Hall, the insur¬ 
ance company will only pay for 
visiting nurses, for example, for a 
period of three weeks. After the 
insurance coverage is up, the patient 
is sometimes still in need of help, 
and Cannon fills that need. 

Adds Hall, "every person’s home 
is their castle, and you have to know 
that." 

Hall says the Council On Aging has 
a part-time social worker and her 
part-time position as outreach 
nurse. Hall acts as the point of 
referral for a range of home services 
for the elderly, including visiting 


nurses and home health aides. 

Cannon has special certification 
as a nurse practitioner that she says 
is sometimes called "the nurse in an 
expanded role.” This gives her the 
ability to take a history of the 
patient, do a physical assessment 
and check out the person’s home for 
safety considerations. 

Cannon says she is able to respond 
within the same day to meet a fami¬ 
ly. Her short-term goal, she says is 
"to keep the patient healthy and safe 
in their own environment. Then I 
can make the ongoing evaluations on 
whether the patient can continue to 
live alone." 

According to Cannon, sometimes 
that decision is a lough one for 


families to make and they often call 
on her for an objective assessment. 

The average cost for Cannon’s 
service can vary tremendously if 
she has to medicate a patient or visit 
once a week. But, generally, two 
visits a month cost $100 and care is 
available on both day and night 
shifts. If services are subcontracted 
through Cannon, such as home 
health aides or daily nursing care. 
Cannon oversees the work. 

Cannon’s greatest success she 
says, has been with elders who have 
historically been resistant to any 
type of assistance. She says she 
works gradually to gain their trust 
and has been able to persuade 
patients into doctor’s offices in 
instances where they hadn’t been 
seen in years.

Harshbarger targets 

stolen computer ring 

Attorney General Scott Harshbar¬ 
ger announced recently that a 
Waltham man who was recently 
arrested in California has been 
returned to Massachusetts and 
arraigned for allegedly selling more 
than $100,000 worth of computer 
equipment stolen from colleges, uni¬ 
versities and prep schools in Massa¬ 
chusetts, New Hampshire, Illinois 
and Pennsylvania. 

Louis Jatta, 24, of Waltham, was 
arraigned in Suffolk Superior Court 
today on 20 counts of receiving sto¬ 
len property over $250. Bail was set 
at $250,000 surety or $25,000 cash. 
The defendant is due back in court 
on August 20th for a pretrial 
conference. 

“During the last several years. 


because of society s increasing 
dependence on computers, the 
potential profits from selling stolen 
computer equipment has become 
very attractive to white collar crimi¬ 
nals," said Attorney General Harsh¬ 
barger. “This defendant allegedly 
adapted a traditional ‘fencing* 
scheme to modern technology and 
took advantage of the readily avail¬ 
able market for computer goods." 

The defendant allegedly sold sto¬ 
len computers, printers, keyboards 
and other equipment to a computer 
wholesaler in Boston on 20 different 
days between April and December, 
1990. The equipment has an esti¬ 
mated value of more than $100,000. 

The stolen equipment came from 
several different schools, including: 
Brandeis University, Dartmouth 
College, Stonehill College, Hamp¬ 
shire College, Mount Holyoke Col¬ 
lege, University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst, Milton Academy, Rivers 
School in Weston, the Groton School 
in Groton, Governor Dummer 
Academy in Newbury, Nobel and 
Greenough in Dedham, New Eng¬ 
land School of English in Newton, 
Rivers School in Weston, Buffalo 
Grove Elementary School in Illinois 
and Haverford College in 
Pennsylvania. 

According to Attorney General 
Harshbarger, Jatta had been 
charged with receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty in several district courts earlier 
this year, but had defaulted in each 
court. He was subsequently indicted 
by a Suffolk County Grand Jury on 


April 26, but was not located until 
investigators learned that he had 
fled to San Diego, California. After 
being contacted by Massachusetts 
authorities, the San Diego Police 
Department arrested the defendant 
last week and he subsequently 
waived rendition. Massacnusetts 
State Police assigned to Attorney 
General Harshbarger’s office 
escorted the defendant back from 
California for his arraignment today 
in Suffolk Superior Court. 

The defendant was also indicted 
by Middlesex County on April 23, 
1991, for one count of receiving sto¬ 
len property over $250. That indict¬ 
ment relates to stolen computer 
equipment which was allegedly sold 
to a computer wholesaler in Woburn. 

A second defendant, Carl Reid, 23, 
of Waltham, is also under indict¬ 
ment in Suffolk and Middlesex Coun¬ 
ties for allegedly selling stolen com¬ 
puter equipment with Jatta. He has 
not been located by investigators 
yet. 

The case is being prosecuted by 
Assistant Attorney General Alexan¬ 
der Z. Nappan of Harshbarger’s 
Criminal Bureau.

15 deadline will face a failure-to-file 
penalty plus a late payment penalty 
and 10 percent interest on tax due. 

Extensions to file beyond Aug. 15 
are only granted in extreme hard¬ 
ship situations, Esposito said. 

Taxpayers mailing payments with 
their return should remember to 
include their social security num¬ 
ber, date of payment and the tax 
year on their check or money order.

Harshbarger’s office must now 
evaluate the submitted proposals to 
determine if they meet the constitu¬ 
tional requirements regarding ini¬ 
tiatives. The state constitution 
requires that the proposals be in 
proper form and that they not deal 
with certain “excluded matters," 
including religion, the power of the 
courts, appropriations from the 
state treasury and certain individual 
constitutional rights. 

The Attorney General’s office will 
also draft a concise summary of the 
certified initiatives that will be 
placed on the petition forms that the 
proponents circulate for signatures, 
and also on the state ballot. 

The proponents of the various 
proposed measures will be submit¬ 
ting memoranda to the Attorney 
General, arguing for certification of 
their proposals. Groups or individu¬ 
als interested in any of the submit¬ 
ted initiatives are encouraged to 
submit legal memoranda opposing 
or favoring certification. A full list of 
initiatives and their sponsors is 
attached. 

Initiatives that are certified by the 
Attorney General are brought to the 
Secretary of State, who prepares 
petition forms for voters to sign. The 
proponents of the different initia¬ 
tives proposing laws must then col¬ 
lect 70,286 signatures in order to 
place the initiative before the Legis¬ 
lature. If the Legislature does not 
enact the proposal, the proponents 
must collect 11,715 more signatures 
in order to place the measure on the 
ballot. 

Initiatives proposing constitution¬ 
al amendments must receive the 
support of 25 percent of the legisla¬ 
tors meeting in joint session of two 
successively elected Legislatures. 
Proposals or constitutional amend¬ 
ments receiving such support will 
appear on the 1994 ballot.

Attorney General Scott Harshbar¬ 
ger and Commissioner of Banks 
Michael C. Hanson will co-chair an 
informational hearing as a further 
step towards developing consumer 
protection regulations for mortgage 
companies. The hearing will be held 
in Gardner Auditorium at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts State House on Thursday, 
Aug. 22 from 2 to 5 p.m. 

Attorney General Harshbarger 
announced on July 31 his intention to 
work with Commissioner Hanson on 
promulgating new regulations relat¬ 
ing to mortgage companies. At that 
time, Harshbarger and Hanson 
announced their intention to hold 
informational hearings in order to 
obtain a wide range of views and 
input on the activities of mortgage 
companies. The Attorney General’s 
new consumer protection regulation 
will complement the financial con¬ 
duct and licensing regulations Com¬ 
missioner Hanson will issue under 
the recently enacted mortgage len¬ 
der and broker licensing law. 

People unable to attend are wel¬ 
come to submit written comments 
which will be part of the record and 
will receive full consideration. Com¬ 
ment on the resulting draft regula¬ 
tions will be received at a subse¬ 
quent formal public hearing.

. Winchester’s 
liquid assets

The ceremony has taken place 
and the construction has now 
begun on the MWRA water con¬ 
nection on upper Forest Street. 

In a June 1990 “Kernels” which 
touched on the history of our 
reserveirs it was noted, “If, as we 
hear from Town Hall, we are not 
going to abandon our reservoirs 
when the new Forest Street con¬ 
nection is completed we should 
begin again the prudent manage¬ 
ment of the watershed itself — for 
that has largely been abandoned 
already.” 

Back in 1927 when the total 
Winchester population was 11,566 
we cared for the watershed and 
its mechanical appurtenances 
with the devotion appropriate for 
such a valuable Ibsource. 

During the winter, ice was 
faithfully removed from the walls 
of the gate houses to preserve the 
integrity of their masonry — and 
a diver was hired to inspect the 
North Gate House below the 
waterline, and to remove corro¬ 
sion from the inside of a 16-inch 
gate on the distribution main. 

During the previous nine years, 
300,000 coniferous trees had been 
planted on the 400-acre 
watershed and it was noted that 
sanitary conditions along the 
10-and-one-half mile shore line 
had greatly improved with the 
replacement of the earlier deci¬ 
duous trees with the evergreens. 
The town even maintained a tree 
nursery in the area of “The 
Gem.” 

In 1927 our Water and Sewer 
Board proposed a six-year plan 
for the removal of the remaining 
deciduous trees and it further 
stated that the healthy growth of 
the coniferous trees would decide 


how much water we would be 
able to use from the reservoirs 
over the ensuing 25 years. “Our 
Town owns a remarkable grow¬ 
ing asset in these trees. Hence, 
let us take the best possible care 
of them.” stated that board. 

We were also prudent in the 
removal of the old hardwoods 
during 1927 — for wood valued at 
$960 was removed and sold that 
year. 

Patrolman Ed Shea, a member 
of Winchester Police Depart¬ 
ment, but whose salary was paid 
by the Water Department peram¬ 
bulated the shores of the reser¬ 
voirs astride his lovely horse. 
Eleven arrests were made that 
year, the most (five) being errant 
fishermen — but there were three 
arrests made for tree theft as 
well. 

By 1927, 2,416 town buildings 
had water connections with only 
1,556 buildings depending on 
wells and other sources. 

All this public value from an 
area that just 53 years before was 
the mosquito infested Turkey 
Swamp — summer home to Han¬ 
nah Shiner, last of the native 
American Indians to live within 
the confines of Winchester, and 
who died in 1829. 

The earlier “Kernels” column 
ended on this note: “Planned 
management of the existing 
watershed must be resumed 
immediately — for it is well to 
remember that each gallon of 
water we are able to wring from 
our own watershed is one less we 
will have to purchase from the 
MWRA.” 

It behooves us to always 
remember the unending civic 
value found in a well-maintained 
watershed — even as the novelty 
of the new MWRA connection 
waxes — then ultimately wanes.

MEDICAID (S 1992) — Senate

merit establishing a “milk tax” of up 

to 10 cents a gallon on milk wholesal¬ 
ers. The amendment provides that 
the revenues be used to give cash 
S.ubsidies to Massachusetts dairy 
farmers. Amendment supporters, 
noting the amendment prohibits the 
tax from being passed on to consum¬ 
ers, said many farmers are going 
bankrupt because the federally con¬ 
trolled wholesale price of milk is 
way below their production costs. 
Opponents said this is nothing more 
than a $12 million tax hike to help a 
small group and argued the hike will 
eventually be passed on to 
consumers. 

A “Yea” vote is for the tax amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Shannon voted no. 


CONTINGENCY BUDGET (S 
1992) — Senate 28-11, rejected an 
amendment providing that if tax 
collections for the first four months 
of fiscal 1992 exceed tax revenue 
estimates by at least 5 percent, a 
contingency budget be drafted to 
provide new estimates and to spend 
any projected amount of money over 
the 5 percent excess. The amend¬ 
ment also provides that 40 percent of 
the money be earmarked for local

It had been an awful week. 

We’d had a loss in our family and 
been called away the Sunday before, 
leaving in such haste we didn’t even 
stop to make the beds. Our two older 
children were off at camp. The 
youngest we packed off to loving 
arms, and caught a 4 o’clock flight 
out of Boston. 

We were gone nearly a week, 
arriving home just in time to rise at 
6 a.m.; drive 300 miles to fetch back 
our campers; deliver the teen to her 
ride to a rock concert; unpack both 
trunks; buy some food; then drive 
another hundred miles late at night 
to pick the teen up. 

And now it was Sunday again. I 
needed it to be bleak, to match my 
mood; I needed it to be dreary. 

We all slept late. At around noon, I 
set to work pulling damp clothes 
covered in mud and pine needles out 
of duffel bags; washing, drying and 
folding them. Certain items, like 
sleeping bags, were too large, I saw, 
to go in our washer. 

Dragging these to the car, I passed 
my husband in the yard, sitting with 
the Sunday papers untouched, star¬ 
ing sadly off in the distance. “I’m 
going to the laundromat,” I told him. 

Once there, I wrestled the dirty 
loads into the machines; got back in 
my car to wait; and fell into the 
sorry public sleep of the exhausted. 

When I woke, I heaved my loads 
into waiting dryers; thought “Cof¬ 
fee”; and drove through the quiet 
Sunday avenues to find some. 

I drank the coffee, and bought an 
apple. I spent 40 minutes staring off 
in the distance myself. 


And then I seemed to come awake 
more wholly. Threading my way 
across town and back to the laundro¬ 
mat, I took a turn at a quiet side 
street and found myself in a traffic 
jam. 

“What now? ” I thought, craning to 
see what caused it. I glimpsed bright 
satin gowns; a squad car with 
flashers flashing, whose patrolman 
lounged lazily against it, chatting 
with one of the gowns. A wedding 
maybe?. But whose wedding, to stop 
traffic dead for six, eight, 10 whole 
minutes like this? 

At last, the patrolman ended his 
visit and ambled my way. He leaned 
into my car window. “Just lining up. 
Ma’am. Are you part of the 
parade?” 

“Parade? I’m just trying to get 
over to that laundromat,” I said. He 
helped me do it. I pulled up out front, 
about even with the head of this satin 
event, and took a long look. A parade 
it was, all right; or more of a proces¬ 
sion, really, in honor of a special 
Holy Day. Here were men in busi¬ 
ness suits, and ladies in church 
clothes; dozens of young women in 
bright-colored gowns; two in capes 
and tiaras as well; and enough bare 
girls’ shoulders to make grown men 
cry. On a kind of flower-strewn bier 
borne by the men came a little 
dark-haired doll, the Saint or Virgin 
whose feast day it was; and behind, 
the Portuguese band, according to 
the banner, playing a kind of slow 
and haunting tarantella. It was more 
than pretty. 

Driving home later, clean wash on 
board, I saw a tiny girl in a dozen 


tiny pigtails playing peek-a-boo 
from her infant seat with a man in 
the car behind her. I saw a middle- 
aged woman steer her elderly mom 
down the sidewalk, the mother 
queenly in her beads, moving in slow 
stately fashion. Saw a little dog who 
must have jumped bail, out alone 
and joyfully scanning the ground in 
quick crazy circles. 

When I got home, I worked in the 
garden. At dusk, we cleaned up and 
went for supper to the house of 
friends who’d called earlier to invite 
us. There, we talked about how next 
summer we thought of taking a trip 
to England, the native country of our 
hosts. 

“England?! Oh, I wouldn’t go to 
England,” one said. “Rains all the 
time, you know. Can’t even see Lon¬ 
don. Fog, you know.” 

Well, we said, we thought maybe 
Ireland ... 

They shook their heads. “Bombs. 
Guns.” It took me almost a full 
minute to realize that they were 
joshing us, playing off the old ste¬ 
reotypes and misconceptions. 

When we got home, I went outside 
and looked up at the sky, heavy now 
with its harvest of stars. I had willed 
this day to be bleak and dreary. I 
wanted it bleak, to go with my heart. 

But what I had learned instead 
was that every day is holy to some. 
That the humble tasks, like washing 
and sorting, do much to soothe the 
troubled soul. That friends will 
reach out and steady us when we 
falter. And that whether we know it 
or not, we don’t just watch the state¬ 
ly procession, we are in it.

School Committee 
member disputes 
Star editorial 

TO THE EDITOR: 

1 have always made it my person¬ 
al policy to take editorials in The 
Winchester Star with a grain of salt. 
1 have found that they are usually 
written by writers who are over¬ 
worked, and possess a shallow depth 
of knowledge of the subject at hand 
and of the community in general. 
You see, my idea of a good reporter 
is someone who researches a subject 
or event thoroughly and then makes 
every effort to represent an accu¬ 
rate representation of the facts. I 
would think that even in the format 
of an editorial, a certain amount of 
truth should be obtained upon which 
to base your facts and then to justify 
your opinion. 

Miss Fanning, your recent editor¬ 
ial, “A dismal record” is not only not 
based on fact but goes one step too 


far by clearly insinuating discrimi¬ 
nation on the part of the School 
Committee. As one member of the 
School Committee I would like to 
correct some of the many outra¬ 
geous errors in your editorial. 

First, to briefly explain the pro¬ 
cess used to hire three new princi¬ 
pals for our school system, I should 
explain that the openings were 
created at the very end of the school 
year when Mr. Allen and Mr. Young 
announced their retirement after 
many years of excellent service to 
our school system. We will miss 
them. Mrs. Burke created the third 
opening when she decided to move 
on to a better position in another 
district. I wish her luck. 

Individual screening committees 
were established by the Superinten¬ 
dent for each opening and volunteers 
were appointed to screen some 80 
plus applicants for each of the posi¬ 
tions. From this screening the com¬ 
mittees selected the 10 to 12 most 
qualified applicants and invited 
them in for one-hour interviews. 
They sent forward two or three final¬ 
ists to interview with the Superinten¬ 
dent’s staff and then they were pre¬ 
sented to the School Committee for a 
set of final interviews. Please note 
that the School Committee was 
involved with only the final inter¬ 
view and selection. 

You write; “School Committee 
members are not being charged with 
racism or sexism ... ”, and then 
state; “the only way to combate 
discrimination is to set forward on a 
planned course of action to prevent 
it.” I would suggest that if you are 
not charging us with racism or sex¬ 
ism, then a “planned course of 
action” is not necessary to prevent 
it. What course of action would you 


suggest? Should we ask applicants 
to add to their resume whether they 
are of a minority background? 
Should we go out to minority com¬ 
munities and recruit those who 
wished not to apply for the job that 
was posted in the Boston Globe? 
When we recruit these individuals 
and discover that they may not be as 
qualified as the finalists, what would 
you suggest we do? Hire them? 
Doesn’t sound like a good way to 
build a strong school system to me. 
Oh, and while you’re thinking about 
the process, please draw up a list of 
whom you consider to be 
“minorities.” 

You further question; “Have the 
qualifications been examined to see 
if they correlate to the job duties?” 
Wow, why didn’t I think of that? 
Give us a little credit will you Ellen. 

Your comment; “By looking out¬ 
side the system for the best candi¬ 
date the School Committee may be 
discriminating against women,” 
shows a total lack of research. Of the 
244 applicants for the three posi¬ 
tions: 46 percent were women. How 
does this discriminate? I will further 
add that while you quote some per¬ 
centages of your own, these applic¬ 
ants consisting of 46 percent women, 
were screened by committees con¬ 
sisting of 52 percent women, who 
chose semi-finalists consisting of 48 
percent women, then sent forward 
finalists consisting of 13 percent 
women who were screened by a 
School Committee consisting of 40 
percent women. It appears to me 
that a very fair mix of men and 
women were represented through¬ 
out the process. Where did we 
discriminate?

doing your homework. Talk with 
School Committee members, attend 
screening sessions and interviews, 
talk to women and minorities 
involved in the process to get their 
views.

Shelters are needed 
for local youths, teens 

Children and teens; abandoned, 
confused, abused, neglected or on 
the run to nowhere are seeking shel¬ 
ter with Neighbor Network, the only 
emergency shelter program in the 
Mystic Valley area. 

Each year. Neighbor Network 
staff receives over 200 calls from the 
Department of Social Services, con¬ 
cerned neighbors, school personnel, 
members of the clergy and even the 
youth themselves, asking about 
emergency shelter placement for 
homeless or soon-to-be homeless loc¬ 
al youth. 

Neighbor Network is a 
community-based program which 
relies on local families to open their 
homes and their hearts to children 
and teens most in need of a safe, 
stable and supportive environment. 
Families provide area youth with 
temporary emergency shelter for 1 
to 45 days with host families. Youth 
are both male and female, between 
the ages 8-18, from various socio¬ 
economic and cultural backgrounds. 
The Neighbor Network program is 
operated by the Woburn Council of 
Social Concern, a private, non¬ 
profit, multiservice agency. 

“The Neighbor Network model of 
home-based community shelter ben¬ 


efits the youth in many ways,’’ 
states Melissa McGrail, 
Homefinder/Counselor. “It enables 
the youth to remain close to their 
communities, friends, employment 
or school activities. These young 
people learn that all situations have 
rules, and they experience their own 
ability to respond positively to con¬ 
sistent limits. The opportunity to 
live in an environment where vio¬ 
lence or extreme negativity is not a 
daily response is an essential 
respite. Frequently, it is this stable, 
caring consistent environment that 
provides the impetus a youth needs 
to move in a positive future 
direction.” 

The Neighbor Network program 
provides the following service; to all 
host families; training in child and 
teen-related issues, flexible schedul¬ 
ing, 24-hour staff support, fully 
screened youth, and a daily stipend 
to cover any addition costs incurred 
while a youth is placed within your 
home. 

“Host parents with our program 
come from diverse backgrounds and 
family structures. All you need is an 
extra bed, an open mind and an open 
heart,” states McGrail.

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GEORGE RAND’S WINCHESTER 


The town turns to Rand to plan public buildings 


The following article is the four¬ 
teenth installment in a series on 
George Dutton Rand, a prominent 
Boston architect who lived in 
Winchester from 1875-86. Recent 
research shows that he played an 
important role in shaping the Victor¬ 
ian town we know today. His work 
includes Town Hall as well as many 
of the houses built in Winchester 
during the 1870s and '80s.

Winchester grew rapidly during 
the 1870s and ’80s, and as it grew, its 
citizens built new schools and chur¬ 
ches, commercial and municipal 


buildings. George Rand, the town’s 
resident architect, was asked to 
assist in the design of many of these 
projects. 

Rand’s most significant contribu¬ 
tion to the town’s commercial center 
was the Brown and Stanton Block, 
located at the intersection of Main 
and Mt. Vernon streets. 

Late in 1878, the Woburn Journal 
announced that “Dr. George P. 
Brown and Mr. J.C. Stanton Jr., 
have bought the lot on the corner of 
Main and Pleasant streets, formerly 
owned by Dr. Winthrop. A block of 
stores, 100 feet long and fronting on 
Main street, is to be built there.’’ 
(Nov. 23, 1878) 



Throughout 1879 and 1880, the 
newspaper reported on the build¬ 
ing’s progress. It was the first brick 
commercial structure in town. Reg¬ 
ularly, the craftsmanship of the new 
building was admired. 

“Brown’s drug store will be 
floored with four or five kinds of 
hard woods, and will look very nice¬ 
ly,’’ reported the Jan. 3, 1880, 
Woburn Journal. On June 18, the 
plasterer was complimented on his 
work, with a note that he lost money 
on the project. 

At no point was the architect of the 
Brown and Stanton Block men¬ 
tioned. Yet many details of the build¬ 
ing indicate that it is Rand’s design. 

Upstairs the building included 
Harmony Hall. There, in 1882, the 
Village Improvement Association 


held its first public meeting. As the 
group’s president, Rand read a pap¬ 
er advocating “improvement of the 
public Common.’’ (See “The 
Winchester Village Improvement 
Association,’’ by Martha J. Rand, in 
“The Winchester Record,’’ p. 503.) 
Work on the Common would be 
Rand’s cause for the next few years. 

A number of new religious congre¬ 
gations emerged in Winchester dur¬ 
ing the period of Rand’s residency in 
town. In 1884, the Episcopal Parish 
of the Epiphany began construction 
of their first church. Although a 
member of the Congregational 
Church, Rand provided his services 
as a gift. 

Completed in 1885, this lovely 
building lasted many years on Mt. 
Vernon Street. A number of people 


in town still remember it from the 
period when it served as the Christ¬ 
ian Science church. It was torn down 
by the Knights of Columbus to make 
way for their new building. 

The church had a broad roof that 
was crowned by a square tower. 
Semi-circular openings in the tower 
repeated the semi-circular shape of 
the windows below. 

As in the past, the quality of 
Rand’s work in Winchester was rec¬ 
ognized by the American Architect 
and Building News. An illustration 
of the church was published in the 
Sept. 19, 1885, issue of this 
periodical. 

Routinely during this period, the 


town turned to Rand for the design 
and expansion of its school 
buildings. 

In 1886, Rand oversaw alterations 
and an addition to the old Highland 
School. (See Martha Rand’s scrap¬ 
book p. 69, in the Town Archives.) 
Located at Highland and Eaton, it 
was built in 1879. It may well have 
been designed by Rand in the first 
place. Now gone, photographs indi¬ 
cate that it was a simple yet pleasing 
building. A broad, overhanging roof 
was supported by brackets. A finial 
on the roof and the corbeled brick at 
the top of the chimney were typical 
Victorian flourishes.

Library compiles 
community events 

The Winchester Public Library is 
now a clearing house for information 
regarding activities in the Winches¬ 
ter community. The library will do 
this by sponsoring an ongoing Com¬ 
munity Calendar for the town of 
Winchester. The Community Calen¬ 
dar will consist of two parts, one 
being a working calendar of events, 
w’hich will be available only to per¬ 
sons responsible for scheduling 
events in Winchester, and the other 
being a monthly calendar available 
to the public. 

The Friends of the Winchester 
Public Library have donated a 
Macintosh to the Reference Depart¬ 
ment that will aid in maintaining the 
Community Calendar. EN KA has 
provided funds for the library to 
print copies of the monthly calendar 
to be sent to interested town groups, 
and has also provided funds for the 
library to enlarge the monthly calen¬ 
dar and post it in the library lobby. 

Due to the amount of activities 
that do go on in Winchester, the 
events listed in the copy of the distri¬ 
buted Community Calendar will 
have to be limited to those sponsored 
by non-profit groups. The library 
w'ill also keep a monthly listing at 
the reference desk of all events it is 
informed of. The list at the reference 


desk will not be limited to non-profit 
groups. This monthly list will be 
available for the public to view in the 
library. 

Information for the Community 
Calendar must be submitted using 
the Community Calendar form. The 
form is available at the reference 
desk in the library. Information can¬ 
not be taken over the phone. The 
deadline for submitting information 
is the 15th of each month preceding 
the event (e.g. the October Calendar 
deadline would be Sept. 15). The 
Winchester Public Library cannot 
be responsible for problems due to 
conflicting events, or information 
that was not submitted by deadline. 
The library’s role will be to function 
as a clearinghouse to provide infor¬ 
mation on events. 

The goal of the Community Calen¬ 
dar is to provide residents and those 
planning programs with a monthly 
schedule of events in Winchester. By 
providing this information the 
library hopes to enhance communi¬ 
cation among the various groups 
and organizations in Winchester. 


The library published the first 
Community Calendar at the end of 
July. Submission for the month of 
October must be received by Sep¬ 
tember 15. Forms can be picked up 
at the reference desk, and should be 
turned in at the reference desk when 
completed.

Far grander was the new Wyman 
School, located at Church and 
Oxford streets, which was built to 
serve the growing community on the 
town’s west side. Rand designed it in 
1885, and it was completed by 1886. 

This building, also demolished, 
appears to have been especially suc¬ 
cessful. Noted for its modern ameni¬ 
ties, it was featured in an article in 
the Boston Traveller (Rand scrap¬ 
book, p. 70). With its many gables 
and high chimney, it complemented 
the beauty of the new houses in its 
vicinity. 

During the same year, the town 
expanded Winchester High School, 
then located on School Street. Rand 
appears to have been responsible for 


this work as well. 

With the town’s growth as a com¬ 
muter suburb, the need for a more 
elaborate train depot was felt. 
Extensive remodeling of the 
Winchester station was done in 1886 
(Rand scrapbook p. 34). The new 
work was probably overseen by 
Rand. A year earlier, Rand had 
designed the West Medford depot, 
which was illustrated in the Nov. 28, 
1885, American Architect. 

By the mid 1880s, Rand had 
influenced Winchester’s appearance 
and its image in a variety of ways. 
His most visible contribution, how¬ 
ever, was still to come. The town 
would turn to him once again when 
funds were appropriated for the new 
Town Hall.

It will be a match-up of the two 
best teams in the town when (and if) 
the Winchester Men’s Softball A 
League Finals begin.

Getting into the swing 

of halting golf injuries

— playing a leisurely 18 holes, riding 
the cart from green to green, enjoy¬ 
ing the season’s sun and warmth. 
How could such pastime pose any 
health hazards? Well, in the verna¬ 
cular of the game itself, “Fore!” 

“The most common injury in golf 
is back strain,” explains Tetsuto 
Numata, M.D., an Orthopedic Sur¬ 
geon at Winchester Hospital. “When 
you swing a golf club, you not only 
shift your weight and turn your pel¬ 
vis, but you also significantly twist 
the lumbar spine. In many ways, 
this is the worst thing you can do to 
your lower back. 

“The best way to prevent back 


strain,” he continues, “is to warm 
up before you swing. Put your golf 
club across your shoulders, behind 
your neck and, holding both ends 
with your hands, gently twist from 
side to side, then bend forward and 
twist some more. 

“When you begin to practice 
swinging, do it slowly at first, then 
more aggressively. Avoid the urge 
to give the ball a big whack. “Ideal¬ 
ly,” he adds, “you should do these 
types of exercises daily, even before 
golf season begins.” 

The shoulder is the second biggest 
problem area for golfers. Rotator 
cuff injuries, involving muscle and 
tendon, can be extremely painful 
and are exacerbated by repeated 
swinging. 

Dr. Numata notes that there have 
been some interesting medical stu¬ 
dies done to determine how to 
improve your game by identifying 
which muscles are actually used in 
playing golf. 

“Most golfers are aware that low¬ 
er body control during swings, such 
as the rotation of the pelvis and 
proper shifting of body weight on 
each leg, are important. But, the 
most important upper body muscles 
to develop in order to improve your 
golf game appears to be the subsca- 
pularis — that’s the deep muscle in 
front of the shoulder that enables 
you to bring your arm from the side 
across the body; the ‘pecs’ or chest 
muscle — which is important for 
speeding up your swing; and the 
latissimus dorsi — the muscles on 
the back and side of the body that 
give body builders that ‘V’ shape

and which are important for a pow¬ 
erful swing.” 

Other problems seen in golfers 
include hand injuries and “golfers 
elbow.” “Golfers will occasionally 
develop fractures in the small wrist 
bones,” notes Dr. Numata. “This is 
due to the repeated impact of hitting 
the ball while gripping the club. 
Golfer’s elbow is like tennis elbow. 
The extensor tendon is strained from 
repeatedly snapping your wrist dur¬ 
ing swings. Another reason to avoid 
aggressively swinging your golf 
club,” he continues, “is that you 
may not only injure your back, but 
fracture your ribs.” 

Finally, Dr. Numata jokes, this 
leisurely game can even affect your 
blood pressure. “It’s been docu¬ 
mented that blood pressure goes up 
during putting.” 

Three internists join

As a new member of the internal 
medicine practice at the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington, Dr.

It also means having the opportun¬ 
ity not only to help sick people get 
well, but to help well people stay 
well. “I really stress preventive 
medicine with my patients,” Dr. 

“I urge them to 
refrain from smoking, and I suggest 
they exercise within their own lim¬ 
its. Most importantly, I encourage 
them to keep a positive attitude.”

T en years in sales left 
Roger Allen ready to 
fly the coop. 

“After all those 
years, I wasn’t happy 
at the end of the day. It’s a tough 
existence if you just go to work to 
pay the bills, ’ ’ said Allen, an Acton 
resident. 

While taking care of business in 
an office that overlooked a runway at 
Hanscom Air Force Base in Bedford, 
Allen’s “jaw would drop’ ’ as he 
watched planes land. 

“I always marvelled at anything 
that flew in the air, ’ ’ he said. 

After a particularly bad day at 
work, “I told my secretary I was not 
coming back, ’ ’ Allen said. 

He enrolled in flight training 
school and now teaches others how 
to fly planes at Executive Flyers 
Aviation based at Hanscom. 

Executive Flyers officials say 
they are seeing more career 
changers like Allen these days. 

Mike Goulian Sr., president of 
Executive Flyers, said these people 
— most of whom are between 35 
and 40 — are making the switch to 
aviation despite facing initial pay cuts 
and more than a year of training. 

“A lot of people are frustrated 
with their jobs. They want 
something exciting. I don’t know if it 
was ‘Top Gun’ that did it,” said 
Goulian Sr. of Arlington. 

Making it to the top — being a 
captain of a major airline — in 
aviation requires years of training 


and working one’s way through the 
ranks of commuter and major 
airlines. 

Some officials say the sacrifice 
and effort will pay off for many 
aviation enthusiasts toward the end 
of the decade when the job outlook 
for pilots is expected to improve. 

Outside the Air Force, flight 
schools and aviation colleges provide 
the necessary education to find a job. 

Both aviation schools and colleges 
prepare their students to pass five 
levels of Federal Aviation 
Administration certification: solo, 
which allows a pilot 16 years or older 
to fly in fair weather; private, which 
allows a pilot to fly in fair weather 
and carry passengers; instrument, 
which allows a pilot to fly in lower 
visibility; commercial, which allows a 
pilot to carry paying passengers and 
flight instructor. 

In flight school, students can fit 
flying lessons into their schedule, 
working at their own pace, whereas 
the college training schedule is more 
rigid. 

Training at a flight school full-time 
for about one year prepares a 
student to become a flight instructor. 
The total cost at Executive Flyers 
Aviation, including FAA examination 
fees, runs from $15,000 to $18,000, 
said Mike Goulian Jr., training 
coordinator at the school and also an 
Arlington resident. 

Founded in 1964, Executive 
Flyers is one of the largest flight 
training schools in New England. 
Other flight schools in the area 
include Blue Hill Air and Wiggins Air, 
both in Norwood.

EXECUTIVE FLYERS AVIATION 


Flight colleges, unlike schools, 
are structured much like traditional, 
four-year colleges and give students 
not only the education to pass FAA 
flight instructor certification but also 
bachelor’s degrees. Several area 
colleges, including Bridgewater 
State, Daniel Webster in Nashua, 
N.H., and Hawthorne in Antrim, 
N.H., offer aeronautical training. 

The total cost for training at a 
college is more than double that of a 
flight school. Embry Riddle 
Aeronautical University — the 
largest, totally aviation-oriented, 
fully accredited university in the 
world — in Daytona, Fla., costs 
$3,100 each semester plus $1,950 to 
$2,700 per semester for flight 
courses. 

A bachelor’s degree can be 


earned in eight semesters costing 
$24,800 for classes plus $15,600 to 
$21,600 for flight instruction. 

Amie Quast of Chicago, a flight 
engineer for United Airlines, trained 
at both a flight school and college. 

“Schools at small airports provide 
good training but are not as 
structured as colleges. The quality 
can be just as good as colleges 
though,’’ he said. 

After completing their education, 
most pilots start working as flight 
instructors earning $10 to $12 per 
hour, according to Rick Merlin, 
director of the Career Center at 
Embry Riddle. The next move is 


usually to a commuter airline or 
corporate plane and then to a major 
airline. 

The number of flight hours 
needed to make the jump from flight 
instructor to commuter airline pilot 
“depends on the state of the 
airlines,” said Goulian Jr. 

‘ ‘Several years ago a pilot needed 
1,500 hours to become a commuter 
pilot. Now it’s 2,500 because things 
have slowed down, ’ ’ he said. 

Commuter and corporate airline 
copilots can expect to earn $16,000 
to $18,000 per year, and $10,000 
more annually after being promoted 
to pilot-in-charge, said Merlin. 


Major airlines look for pilots ’.vith 
5,000 flight hours and, with the 
exception of TWA, a bachelor’s 
degree, he said. The application 
process involves interviews with the 
personnel department and captains. 

After making it through the 
interviews, the applicant must still 
go through a simulator flight and a 
rigorous two-day physical, said 
Goulian Jr. 

Like any other job, the final 
decision can rest on the ‘ ‘luck of 
who you interview with, ” he added.

How to deal with difficult

■ Noncommunicative employees: Ask 

open-ended questions that require 
more than a yes or no answer. Earn 
their trust. 

■ Know*lt-alls: Know your stuff so they 
won’t catch you in error and dismiss 
you as incompetent. Listen to the 
employee's argument, then 
paraphrase. Ask questions to move the 
employee out of theory and into action. 

■ Snipers: Don’t let them get away with 
nasty comments under their breath. 
Mention the comment and ask if it was 


meant to sound as negative as it did. If 
others heard the comment, ask if they 
see the situation the same way. If so, 
address the problem. If not, press the 
sniping employee for specifics. 

■ EmploytM who agroo TOO much: 
Cultivate an atmosphere where 
honesty — even if it’s not pretty — is 
encouraged and welcomed. Don’t 
accept unrealistic promises.

You might know how to motivate 
most of your employees. But if you 
can’t energize troublesome staffers 
your team never will hit maximum 
productivity. 

That’s because — surprise, 
surprise — no organization includes 
only perfect employees. There also 
are employees who coast, who are 
highly skilled but a pain and who 
complain constantly. 

Here are suggestions for working 
with several types of problem 
employees: 

■ Employees who dislike being 

menaged: Discuss assignments and 
goals in detail but let employees 
choose how to get there. Tell them 
they’ll get greater freedom as they 
meet goals and standards. 

■ Longtimers coasting toward 
retirement: Don’t assume that they 
dislike risk, fear change, are beyond 
inspiration or feel entitled to slide after 
years of hard work. Inject change: 
expand responsibilities, assign a new 
post or use them on special projects. 

■ Exceptional but difficult employees: 
Insist on specific results in return for 
special treatment. Don’t let them ride 
on past accomplishments; show that 
current goals are just as important. 


Don’t let them bully you; you’ll lose 
respect. 

■ Plateaued employees (those who 
aren’t going to be promoted): Do they 
have enough to do? Or are they so 
overworked they can’t succeed? Are 
they in the right job? Are you 
overmanaging (which rankles many 
ambitious types)? 

■ Lazy employees (do good work, when 
they bother): Give specific verbal and 
written instructions. Give more 
challenging work and monitor it 
carefully. Don’t accept flimsy excuses; 
express disappointment in poor work. 
Don’t suddenly start piling on work; 
that could appear unfair if you move 
toward probation or firing. Show them 
how the department suffers when they 
do poor work. 

■ Hostile, aggressive employees: Let 

them know that you can’t discuss 
anything in the midst of an emotional 
outburst. Call for a break. Calmly ask 
the employee to sit down and talk. Use 
the employee’s first name. Avoid 
arguing. 

■ Whiners and complalners: Listen to 
them so they feel valued. Then outline 
the facts, which usually are more 
positive than they say. Help them look 
at the positive by bringing up the 
negatives yourself and then dismissing 
them. Switch to a problem-solving 
mode. 


Aviation, From previous page 
per year and receive raises of

ADVICE FOR JOB SEEKERS 


Q. I'm looking for a now Job as a machinist. I road In a book that I 
should hava my pictura on my rosumo. What do you think? 
Horaea, Northboro. 

A. Resumes, like anything else, are subject to fads and fashions. Some 
years back, it was fashionable for a time to have pictures of the job 
seeker on the resume. Now, this is not considered appropriate unless 
you are seeking a position in which your appearance is crucial, such as 
modeling or acting. In this case, professionally done 8 by 10 
photographs usually accompany the resume, so the employer can 
determine whether the candidate has the "look” he or she is seeking. 
Everyone else can just stick to the text. This question brings up an im¬ 
portant point. When using books for job search information, m^e sure 
they were written recently so that the information is still accurate. 

Q. I’m confuted. I’vt toon rttumtt that have tho moat racant Job 
on top and than go backwarda In tima. I’va alto taan ratumaa 
which go In chronological ordar.

A. The answer will be apparent if you remember what a resume is for. 
A resume is more than a history of what you’ve done, although that in¬ 
formation is certainly important. A resume that is properly done is like 
an advertisement or marketing tool for you, primarily for landing 
interviews. 

Once on the interview, you "sell yourself,” but the resume should 
sell you ahead of time — enough to get you in the door. As you pro¬ 
bably know, employers are most interested in your current employ¬ 
ment or most recent employment if you are no longer working. The 
most recent job goes on top, and you then go backwards in time. 

Exceptions can occur, however. Suppose you are currently working 
in a part-time job doing telemarketing for a frozen food service. 
You’ve been there for the six months you’ve been job hunting, but 
your only reason for being on that job is to put food on the table while 
you seek employment in your field as a bookkeeper. You might create 
a special heading "part-time employment’’ at the end, so that work in 
your field is on top. 

Creative strategies for individual problems of this kind can be devis¬ 
ed. Otherwise, the most recent job goes on top. 

Q. My friends and I were having a discussion and evsryons had a 
different opinion. Should you put your hobbles on your resume 
or not? Alex, Sudbury. 

A. That depends on what kind of job you are seeking and what kind of 
hobbies you have. In general — especially if you have a fully developed 
job history — it isn’t necessary to have a separate section for hobbies, 
especially if it means that your resume would then require another 
page. However, I’ve also seen it work to the advantage of the job 
seeker who did, especially for recent graduates who have little work 
history to document. 

One man I spoke with had applied for an entry-level job in sales. On 
his resume, he had listed his experience playing football in college. 
The employer said, "Well, if you can play football, then you can do 
this. You’re hired.” 

When the applicant looked perplexed about the connection, the 
employer said, "Sales is all about getting knocked down, and quickly 
getting up, getting knocked down, and quickly getting up, and never 
dropping the ball or losing sight of the goal. If you’ve played football, 
you’ve already done this job. Now you can do it here.’’

ing advantage of the combination of 
lower interest rates and lower prices.

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: 

I am buying a home with a partner. We have been given the 
* choice of owning it as tenants in common or joint tenants. Will 
you explain what each is, and what the differences are? P.G., Brookline. 

A Dear P.G.: Both tenancies in common and joint tenancies are le¬ 
gal vehicles by which more than one person can own the same 
• property at the same time. 

By far, a tenancy in common (TIC) is the most frequently used and in 
most cases the preferred manner by which co-tenants hold ownership to 
property. Under a TIC, each tenant owns an undivided percentage inter¬ 
est in the property. For example, four co-tenants each own a 25-percent 
share. Although the percentage share is often equal, it need not be. In a 
TIC, each co-tenant is free to sell or give away all or part of his share. 
Upon death of the co-tenant, his share will either pass to the beneficiar¬ 
ies designated by his will or, if he dies without a will, to his statutory 
heirs. 

A joint tenancy is distinct from a tenancy in common in a number of 
ways. Each co-tenant co-owns the undivided whole of the property; no 
one tenant owns a percentage interest. Joint tenants are limited in their 
ability to sell or give away their ownership interest in the property. 

Most importantly, a property owned in joint tenancy gives each co- 
tenant the “Right of Survivorship. ’ ’ Upon the death of a co-tenant, his 
ownership interest in the property merges with that of the surviving co- 
tenants. who then continue to own the undivided whole of the property. 
If there is only one surviving co-tenant, he acquires full ownership of the 
property. Because the surviving co-tenant’s right to survivorship, a co- 
tenant cannot bequeath his ownership interest in the property via his 
will, nor do the heirs of a co-tenant who dies intestate inherit any owner¬ 
ship interest in the property.

Market hinges on economy

“The commercial business, on the 
other hand, is strictly demand-driv¬ 
en,” Benke said. “If companies are 
expanding, then they need more 
space. Right now, there is no positive 
expansion. Massachusetts has lost 
300,000 jobs in the past two years. 
Until the job-creation market turns 
^ound, there won’t be anything driv¬ 
ing the rental business now.” 

The rental of office space is down 
almost to 1985 levels, said Case, an 
economist who tracks the real estate 
market. “Rentals are literally at 40 
percent (of capacity) and the vacancy 
rate is still rising. You don’t fill office 
space and commercial space when 
you’re losing jobs,” he said. 

However, with so much space 
available, prices have dropped dramati¬ 
cally, Case said. Spaces that went for 
$35 a foot can be had for $18. 

You may see some movement, 
Hunneman’s Benke said, but it’s prob¬ 
ably just a little sleight of hand, a game 
of musical chairs. 

It appears that activity has picked 
up within the past few months, due in 
part to the expiration of the five-year 
lease terms contracted in 1986 and 
1987, the strong years for business, 
Benke said. 

“Those (leases) are coming up for 
renewal and that means companies are 
free to reevaluate space needs, if the 
business has changed. Now they have 
a tremendous opportunity to either up- 
giade, downsize or upsize, whatever 
the change m business requires. 
There’s a certain amount of musical 
chairs taking place,” he said. 


However, the retail side of com¬ 
mercial space is different, Benke said. 

The retail end has been one of the 
strongest sectors in Massachusetts, 
he said. “There’s a lot of major 
changes taking place in how retailing is 
done. We now have large stores that 
are really focused in a niche area. We 
call them category killers. Those are 
stores that really have the best variety 
of goods and prices within a particular 
category, rather than other stores 
which handle general merchandise. 

Benke said compared to the rest of 
the countryi New England does not 
have an excess amount of stores, giv¬ 
en its population. “But because of the 
state of the economy and given the 
availability of good sites and the whole 
development process, it’s kind of kept 
a lid on retail development, ’ ’ he said. 

While Robert L. Yale, president of 
the commercial investment division for 
the Massachusetts Association of Real¬ 
tors, agreed, he said there are other 
reasons for the recent jump in retail 
space and excess of commer¬ 
cial/industrial space. 

Yale, president of ComVest Realty 
Service, a commercial real estate firm 
in Northboro, said he believes there is 
“a correlation between the housing 
market and the commercial market. 

“The commercial market is jobs 
oriented, production oriented. If we 
have a good flow of jobs into the area, 
or stable jobs, obviously commer¬ 
cial/industrial space will tend to be sta¬ 
ble,” he said. 

“You can say housing will lag be¬ 
cause people will buy or sell homes be-

“We have seen the phenomenon of 
large companies laying off, but we’re 
also seeing a good number of smaller 
start ups as well as the expansion of 
small to medium-size companies. 

“The commercial/industrial market 
has been artificially held back by a lack 
of capital,” he continued. “We know 
that companies have had problems get¬ 
ting business financing, including their 
lines of credit, of financing for growth 
and the like, and my sense is that we 
have not ended the capital shortage, 
but it seems to be easing. 

“There is a cautious mood of opti¬ 
mism on the part of commercial real 
estate agents, brokers, business peo¬ 
ple. I don’t hear anyone being bull¬ 
ish,” the broker said, “but they’re 
breathing easier. My prediction is that 
we’re going to see a gradual improve¬ 
ment in the commercial/industrial sec¬ 
tors.” 

Gradual always seems to be the op¬ 
erative word in the real estate indus¬ 
try, because no one really knows any¬ 


thing for sure. 

Yale believes the commer¬ 
cial/industrial real estate market will 
take two to five years to turn around, 
based upon currently available invento¬ 
ry. 

“From an owner’s viewpoint, from 
the viewpoint of someone trying to sell 
or lease commercial and industrial real 
estate, the good news is that very lit¬ 
tle new construction is taking place,” 
said Yale. 

But even that has two sides to it. 


“That’s not helping the construc¬ 
tion sector, and we want to see that 
portion preserved because we will 
need this group of people,” he said. 
“Basically, any construction that’s be¬ 
ing done is being built to suit a client, 
with virtually no speculative building 
taking place.” 


There hasn’t been much in the way 
of new building contracts since 1988, 
Yale said, but projects under way were 
mostly finished. “It made more sense 
to finish them and try for tenants than 
to leave them half done with no poten¬ 
tial for cash flow, ’ ’ he said.

As a result of the characteristics of joint tenancies which limit the 
transfer of property, most people prefer, and most courts will find, ab¬ 
sent strong evidence to the contrary, that property is owned as a tenan¬ 
cy in common.

School Committee members split on vote to reject position as staff post

In a session marked by sharp 
words between two members, the 
* School Committee has opted to use 
outside clinical counselors at the 
high school instead of a half-time 
staffer. 

The School Committee voted at its 
meeting on Aug. 27 to leave $20,000 in 
professional, or vendored, services 
rather than maintain a ,5 full time 
equivalent (FTE) staff position for 
the clinical counselor as recom¬ 


mended by School Superintendent 
Charles Mitsakos and High School 
Principal John Ritchie. 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas said the position had 
been eliminated by the School Com¬ 
mittee during budget discussions 
earlier in the year. She added how¬ 
ever, that some monies for that 
position were put back in the budget 
under the professional services 
category during subsequent 
deliberations. 

School Committee member Alice 
McCarter made a motion to change 


the status of the funding from pro¬ 
fessional services to personnel, and 
fund the position at half-time. That 
motion was defeated in a 3-2 vote 
(McCarter and Ronayne for. Papas, 
Lombardi and O’Connell against). 

“I spent a lot of time answering 
phone calls. I guess I’m perceived as 
the swing vote,” said School Com¬ 
mittee member Mark Lombardi. He 
said after listening to everyone, he 
supported using the $20,000 for ven¬ 
dored services and trying to find 
someone to step up to head the peer 
counselor program. 


Lombardi also added that he had a 
problem with the School Committee 
locking itself in a position by grant¬ 
ing tenure to the current staff mem¬ 
ber. However he said, ‘‘There is 
obviously a need at the high school to 
be addressed.” 

School Committee member Dr. 
Michael Ronayne said, “I was under 
the impression we were voting to 
fund the .5 position for the clinical 
counselor. There are no two ways 
about it, you’re either doing it or 
you’re not.” 

Ronayne said he was frustrated by 


his inability to get any issue through 
the committee since the past town 
election. 

“We have reached the point where 
this committee has broken down into 
a majority versus minority relation¬ 
ship. I’m frustrated.” he said. 

Ronayne ignored Papas’ call to 
order, saying, “I’ve never seen any¬ 
thing like this in nine years. Don’t 
lecture me, I’ll make 
observations ...” 

Papas took exception to Ronay- 
ne’s comments. “I think that it’s an 
insult to infer that any member of 


this committee has come to a deci¬ 
sion ba.sed on what any other mem¬ 
ber has voted." said Papas. 

She added. “For you to imply that 
it is anything other than an individu¬ 
al decision is unfair.”

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new school year and planning for the 
myriad challenges that lay ahead. 

Mitsakos says he looks forward to 
the 1991-92 year and hopes to open up 
lines of communication throughout 
the school system. 

One way is through cracker-barrel 
sessions offered to “give people the 
opportunity to share their thinking,” 
said Mitsakos. The superintendent 
held these small informal chats two 
years ago and said they were valu¬ 
able in getting parents to talk about 
the school system. 

“Each school will be challenged to 
do the same,” said Mitsakos. 

Changes in the teaching staff of 
the Winchester Public School sys¬ 
tem this year will be minimal, he 
added. High School art teacher John 
Walker has retired and will be 
replaced and Spanish teacher Grace 
Tripp has been added at the middle 
school level. 

Mitsakos said because of budget¬ 
ary constraints there have been few 
additions other than the hiring of two 
new principals, Guido Sabelli at Vin¬ 
son Owen Elementary School and 
Charles Meinnis at Lynch Elemen¬ 
tary School, and assistant principal 
Herrick Hawkins at McCall Middle 
School. 

As far as curriculum, “there will 
be no changes of a radical nature,” 
according to Mitsakos. 

At the elementary level, new math 
and science programs will be tested, 
according to Mitsakos. And a new 
math program, which has been used 
in the last few years in grades seven, 
eight, and nine, will be expanded to 
the high school. At the end of the 
year, these programs will be eva¬ 
luated to determine which will 
become a part of the formal 
curriculum. 

He added that the science prog¬ 
ram currently used is called SCTTS 
(science curriculum improvement). 
It is a hands-on lab science program 
of study that has been used for more 
than 20 years. 

“We want the program to reflect 
more contemporary thinking in the 
science and the math area, and the 
focus of President Bush Ion science 
and math],’’ said Mitsakos. “We 
think we have a good program but 
we want to make sure it reflects the 
best of what’s taught and thought,” 
Mitsakos added. 

He said the new math program is 
more evolutionary in terms of 
mathematics, with more emphasis 
on teaching the reasoning and appli¬ 
cation of math. According to Mitsa¬ 
kos, some curriculum has also been 
tied into computer programs. 

In addition to curriculum adjust¬ 
ments, there will be a class added at 
Ambrose, Vinson Owen and Lincoln 
elementary schools, but according 
to Mitsakos, he is still awaiting final 
enrollment numbers. 

The goals of the Winchester Public 
Schools for 1991-92, according to a 
statement of philosophy, call for

The second largest 
republic in the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, the Ukraine 
finds itself squarely in the debate 
and recently declared indepen¬ 
dence from the rest of the Soviet 
Union. 

But, in the eyes of one Ukrai¬ 
nian woman, Maria Shevchuk, 
who traveled to Massaclui.setts 
for medical care, there is a safe 
haven right here in Winchester. 


Winchester Hospital’s name 
has been added to a “list of 
angels,” according to Mary Ellen 
Koval-Steeves of the Ukrainian 
Professionals .A.ssociation of Bos¬ 
ton (UPAB). And the hospital 
recently completed a radiological 
work-up as well as some blood 
tests without charge for 
Shevchuk. 

The list of angels, says Koval- 
Steeves, contains the names of a 
growing number of Boston area 
hospitals that have “opened their 
doors and hearts” to her organi¬ 
zation by providing free care and 
more important, technology that 
is not available in the Soviet 
Union.

Mitsakos looks 
to new school year

The school lunch vendor for 
Winchester Public Schools has been 
given the go-ahead by the Board of 
Health to expand the hot lunch prog¬ 
ram to Muraco Elementary School. 

The Board of Health approved the 
renewal of Canteen Corporation’s 
license to serve lunches to the town’s 
schoolchildren for the school year 
1991-92. 

The license also calls for the 
expansion of the hot lunch program 
to Muraco, once smooth operations 
have been established throughout 
the schools. 

Canteen, a food service manage¬ 
ment company, was contracted by 
the School Committee last Novem¬ 
ber to take over the operations of the 
school cafeterias. Canteen started 
lip January, 1991, and implemented 
hot lunch programs at the high 
school, McCall Middle School and 
Lynch Elementary School. The 
School Committee recently renewed 
the contract with Canteen for next 
year. 

However, according to Health 
Director Joseph Tabbi, some glitch¬ 
es in the system resulted in inadequ¬ 
ately trained personnel and prob¬ 
lems with transporting the hot food 


to Lynch while maintaining the 
proper food temperature. With 
assistance from Tabbi, those prob¬ 
lems were corrected. 

However, Board of Health mem¬ 
ber Dorothea Sopper suggested that 
Canteen delay shipping hot lunches 
to Murarco, until high standards 
have been assured at the other 
schools. 

“We want to make sure you’re up 
and running at Lynch before going to 
other schools. We’re not trying to 
hold you up,” said Sopper. 

Canteen dietician Susan Johnson 
said the company is now using insu¬ 
lated cabinets, which “hold the 
[food] temperatures very well.” 
Also, she noted that the staff has 
been trained in food handling proce¬ 
dures as well as the Heimlich 
manuever. 

Johnson also added that although 
Canteen hopes to expand the hot 
lunch program to all the elementary 
schools, at this point, those plans are 
on hold. 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi said 
Muraco is “a good location and suit¬ 
able for [the hot lunch program].” 

Health member Randall Swartz 
asked that Canteen develop a train¬ 
ing plan and food temperature log 
that would be auditable by the 
Health Department.

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Mosquito alert 
prompts spraying

State Department of Public Health 
this week, according to Health 
Director Joseph Tabbi. Local 
health board members jumped to 
action by setting into motion a 
planned developed this spring to 
dispatch a helicopter to spray mos¬ 
quito larvicide in low-lying swampy 
areas in town. The helicopter was 
sent out Tuesday, Aug. 27, manned 
by employees from the company. 
Firefly, said Tabbi. 

“We received a strong indication 
that the Middlesex County Mosquito 
Control, which has also been moni¬ 
toring the mosquito, felt that spray¬ 
ing was proper at this time in order 
to control any potential growth of the 
larvae,’’ said Tabbi. 

Additional treatment of areas in 
Winchester that may not be reached 
by the helicopter will be applied by 
hand by Eric Gallagher, the local 
superintendent of pest control, 
according to Tabbi. 

There is currently only one appli¬ 
cation of BTI, bacillus thuringiensis 
israelensis, planned by the Board of 
Health. The larvicide, according to 
Board of Health member Randall 
Swartz, is a natural biological sub¬ 
stance, which has no toxicity either 
for people or living things — with the 
exception of mosquitos and black fly 


larvae. 

David Henley, superintendent of 
the East Middlesex Mosquito Con¬ 
trol project, agreed. “BTI is com¬ 
pletely non-toxic to people,’’ said 
Henley. 

Swartz added that the town has 
opted not to participate in the East 
Middlesex Mosquito Control project, 
which sprays each year to reduce 
the nuisance level of the mosquitos. 
However, with the threat of disease, 
the Board of Health opted to under¬ 
take the spraying. 

He added that emergency funding 
was requested in the spring, and 
preparations were made in order to 
act on the plan immediately, should 
such a state warning go into effect. 

Swartz added that the timing was 
right to destroy the aedes vexans 
mosquito in the larvae stage, before 
the insects reach the adult stage. 

The areas sprayed in Winchester 
include more than 1(X) water-bearing 
acres, according to Tabbi. They 
were: Long Pond; wetlands in the 
Mystic Valley Parkway and on 
South Border Road; Smith Pond; 
parts of the Aberjona River; Horn 
Pond Brook; Sachem Swamp; Suck¬ 
ers Brooks Swamp; Wedge Brook; 
Judkins Pond and Big and Little 
Winter ponds.

person sees the students on a day-to- 
day basis and is available for the 
students as needed. 

An additional advantage, accord¬ 
ing to Ritchie, is that an intern from 
Boston University would be main¬ 
tained for the peer-counseling prog¬ 
rams. This intern has, in the past, 
operated the Drop-in Center for 
youths. 

Mitsakos said the intern program 
is only available if there is a staff 
member in the clinical counselor 
position. Said Mitsakos, "What it 
really comes down to is — you get 
three for one with the staff position. ’' 

Finally, Ritchie expressed the 
fear that students would somehow 
feel labeled by being "assigned” to 
an outside therapist and resist talk¬ 
ing to someone outside the system. 

Members of the audience also 
spoke out on the issue prior to the 
filial vote. 

Resident Marie Daccy asked the 
School Committee to reconsider the 
decision on the clinical counselor 
position one final time. 

Said Dacey, "Tm here because 
I’ve worked with adolescents for 
more than 20 years and I can say 
from that vantage point, that you 
will benefit more from an in-house 
position.” Dacey is a currently a 
psychologist in private practice. 

Several other members of the 
audience echoed the same concerns 
as Ritchie. 

. Other business 

In other matters, the extracurri¬ 
cular budget for the high school 
received a last-minute shot in the 
arm. Some funds from three non¬ 


resident tuitions were earmarked 
for the fall play and the language 
clubs, which had been slated to be 
cut entirely. 

Discussion of the proposed school 
facilities plan was brief. The com¬ 
mittee voted unanimously to support 
a proposal authored by Papas. The 
plan delineates the composition of 
eight subcommittees, which will 
meet over six or seven months to 
develop a long-range plan for the use 
of space at the seven schools. 

The School Committee will select 
volunteers from the community for 
some of the committees and others 
will be filled by a combination of 
School Committee and administra¬ 
tion. The goal, according to Papas 
will be to implement the changes as 
needed without rushing the process. 

Said Papas. "I think it’s important 
to do this well, I for one prefer not to 
rush this process and sacrifice qual¬ 
ity ... ” The committee will now 
advertise for volunteers from the 
community and make appointments 
at the Oct. 8 School Committee 
meeting.

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Soviets make stop in Winchester

On August 15, Maria Shevchuk 
arrived in the United States accom¬ 
panied by her son, Yuri Shevchuk. 
Yuri is a professor of Ukrainian 
Studies at Harvard at the Ukrainian 
Research Institute. He earned his 
doctorate in Germanic Languages at 
Kiev University in the Ukraine. 

Said Yuri, ‘‘My mother felt the 
same kind of prickling sensation in 
her abdomen as she had last year 
before her surgery. I was concerned. 
We are waiting for the final blood 
test results but so far. after all the 
other tests, she is fine.” 

Maria had had intestinal surgery 
in November while in her homeland. 
She lives in Demydivka, Ukraine, 
which is in close proximity to the site 
of the Chernobyl nuclear disaster, 
according to Koval-Steeves. 
Because of this. Maria became quite 
concerned about her health when 
symptoms began to reappear. 

Winchester Hospital was 
approached to provide the necessary 
radiological and blood work-up by 
the UPAB. And Dr. Vadim Schal- 
denko. a UPAB member from Dra- 
cut. offered his services as primary 
physician and surgeon. But. accord¬ 
ing to hospital officials, no further 
surgery seemed necessary. 

Said Yuri. “Maria was very anxi¬ 
ous; she is very tied to her grand¬ 
children so she did not want to leave 
the Ukraine.” Yuri convinced his 
mother that the trip was necessary 
as his concern about her condition 
grew. 

Yuri translated for his mother as 
she expressed her gratitude to 
Winchester Hospital Public Rela¬ 
tions Specialist Jennifer Battikha 
and Vice President Rodney Hueb- 
bers on a visit to the facility August 
21. Maria presented a bouquet of 


flowers to Battikha and a promise to 
never forget the kindnesses bes¬ 
towed by the hospital and its 
doctors. 

Said Huebbers, ‘‘If only we could 
do this on a much larger scale 
between the two countries.” 

Initially, Yuri withheld the news of 
the attempted coup d’etat in the 
Soviet Union from his mother. He 
said that it felt like a reversal of the 
traditional role of mother and son. 
But, the need to protect his mother 
from any additional anxiety was 
resolved happily. 

‘‘I broke the news about the coup 
in Russia. There is nothing awful 
going on now, so it was easier,” said 
Yuri on the Wednesday after the 
coup attempt failed. 

Yuri was outspoken in his critic¬ 
ism of the state of medical care in 
the Soviet Union, while his mother 
was content to talk of her impress¬ 
ions of the United States without 
censoring her comments. 

‘‘The healthcare is universally 
available in the Ukraine,” said Mar¬ 
ia. However she added that although 
it is called free, there is an income 
tax deducted for medical services. 

Maria said she was impressed 
with the attitude of the American 
doctors toward their patients. ‘‘The 
doctors are full of love and support 
and this makes a big difference to a 
person who is sick,” said Maria. 

Yuri said, ‘‘This system in the 
Soviet Union is arranged in such a 
way that the doctors are besieged by 
patients. They are heavily exploited 
and their jobs are next to impossi¬ 
ble.” Said Yuri, ‘‘Their lack of moti¬ 
vation cannot be blamed solely on 
the doctors, the system fails to moti¬ 
vate them.” 

Yuri recounted horror stories 
from his mother’s surgery last

November. ‘‘I think it took them four 
days to change the bandages on her 
wounds.” Shevchuk said he was 
forced to clean her room since sanit¬ 
ary conditions could not be main¬ 
tained otherwise. But, when a nurse 
brought a regular diet, just a few 
short days after Maria’s abdominal 
surgery, only her training as a mid¬ 
wife kept her from eating the food. 
Said Maria, ‘‘Thank God, I was a 
nurse. I knew not to eat it.” 

Yuri said his mother was impress¬ 
ed also by the professional ethics of 
the doctors in the U.S. Yuri said that 
there is a ‘‘shameful lack of ethics in 
the Soviet Union. This type of beha¬ 
vior makes the patient upset.” 

Yuri was elated with the good 
news about his mother’s health. Said 
Yuri, ‘‘I can’t tell you how changed 
she was after talking with Dr. I Phil-

lipl Steeves, [radiologist at 
Winchester Hospital). He explained 
her medical condition, she just flow¬ 
ered. She was walking around Cam¬ 
bridge smiling and singing after.” 

He explained that there is little 
communication encouraged 
between the doctor and patient in the 
U.S.S.R. ‘‘My mistrust for the sys¬ 
tem goes beyond the care itself; it is 
my desperation that you can’t moti¬ 
vate anyone within it.” 

Maria worked for 35 years as a 
mid-wife in the Ukraine. She said 
that there is little choice about who 
delivers the babies. The women are 
not asked to actively participate in 
their prenatal care, she said. 

Yuri and Maria will travel 
throughout the U.S. until September 
18. Maria wants to see Washington. 
D.C. and President John Kennedy’s 
grave before she leaves for home.

A proactive stand 


The Winchester Board of Health is 
to be applauded. 

When the threat of an outbreak of 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis was 
identified by the state this spring, 
the board took action to develop a 
plan of attack against the spread of 
this disease. When it was judged that 
the threat was real, the board took 
action. 

This week, a helicopter was dis¬ 
patched across the town to spray a 
larvicide known as BTI, a safe and 
effective substance that will halt the 
breeding and reproduction of mos¬ 
quitos that carry the disease. The 
residents of Winchester can rest 
assured the Winchester Board of 
Health and Health Department are 
on top of the issue. 

With a full plate of duties, and 


recent staff cutbacks, the Board, 
and Health Director Joseph Tabbi, 
are taking proactive steps to battle 
the budget crisis, while dealing with 
the day-to-day activities at the 
Health Department and keeping an 
eye out for future issues that could 
affect the town. 

In the upcoming weeks and 
months, the board will ask the town 
for input on several issues. The first 
is a measure to increase the board’s 
ability to intercede, and force the 
clean-up of, hazardous waste sites. 
Also, the board will request public 
input on which health code rules and 
regulations should carry fines. 

All this, while keeping in mind 
their primary objective — the 
health and safety of the residents of 
the town of Winchester.

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User fees portend 
civic deterioration

On the OOth anniversary of our 
beautiful library building there is 
a proposal afoot to put a price on 
Winchester Public Library 
services. 

Venerable former librarian, 
(’ora A. Quimby — who began her 
.service in 18811 and retired in 1940 
— would have been appalled that 
local regard for our valuable cul¬ 
tural institution has sunk to new 
depth of public apathy. 

Half of Winchester turned out 
on December 5, 1931 for the for¬ 
mal opening of the new library 
building as George H. Eustis 
accepted the library from the 
building committee. 

In his presentation address, 
trustee and building committee 
member Edpr J. Rich said, 
“May this library become the 
veritable hub of your little uni¬ 
verse, the cross roads for the 
passing and meeting of all, men, 
women and children who turn to 
the book for recreation, for infor¬ 
mation, for education, and for 
inspiration.” 

Winchester’s new cultural cen¬ 
ter received a glowing appraisal 
in the December 9, 1931, Boston 
Evening Transcript and was 
called “one of the most beautiful 
small libraries in New England.” 

Mr. H. Dudley Murphy and Mr. 
W.H.W. Bicknell, great artists in 
their own right, became advisers 
to the spacious new art gallery as 
many works appropriate to 
Winchester and its strong artistic 
community were exhibited 
periodically. 

Community pride was 
reflected, too, in the weekly bou¬ 
quets of fresh flowers donated by 
thoughtful Winchester gardeners 
such as Lorence Woodside and 
Elizabeth Livingstone. 


Building details — especially 
the modern lighting — were the 
subjects of articles in many 
national magazines. The August 
1932 issue of “Lighting” treated 
the subject extensively in its arti¬ 
cle, “Built-in Lighting in a Mod¬ 
ern Library.” 

Our community was drawn to 
well-planned exhibitions of such 
local artists as Otis Philbrick, H. 
Dudley Murphy, Gerrit A. Bene- 
ker, E.H. Garret and Eva Cow- 
dery — all sponsored by the new¬ 
ly formed Winchester Art 
Association. 

The children of Winchester 
enjoyed “their own library” in 
the lower level of the building 
overlooking the Mill Pond. A fea¬ 
ture of the 1932 season was a 
reading for them of “A Christmas 
Carol” by E.F. Payne, President 
of the Boston branch of The Dick¬ 
ens Fellowship. 

The future looked bright with 
hope as Miss Quimby presided 
over the first decade of “her” 
library in its new quarters. An 
era passed, however, in 1939 
when she announced her retire¬ 
ment after nearly 60 years as 
town librarian. Miss Corinne 
Mead took over with great plans 
for “Winchester’s Cultural 
Center.” 

It is difficult to ascertain just 
when many of our citizens 
decided that just because they 
didn’t use Winchester Public 
Library it was not an essential 
part of that which is the lovely 
town we call home. 

User fees for the library — or 
any public amenities — are not 
the answer — nor the excuse — 
for any of us to shrink from 
community responsibility for the 
very institutions that have given 
our unique Town of Winchester 
its very special identity!

Today we frequently find 
ourselves using products around the 
home, paints, cleaners, pesticides, 
insecticides and others, which are 
harmful when used improperly, 
stored overlong or released to the 
environment.

making a casserole with it though. 

The supermarket is a pretty good 
place, as it happens, to get the feel 
for the inside joke of product names 
and all they connote. My own 
exhaustive research on the subject, 
consisting of a three-minute jog 
through the Clean House Clean You 
section of your grocer’s shelf, reve¬ 
als the following: 

Shampoos mostly have evocative 
names. They can be nouns, verbs or 
adjectives, but they’re perky and 
upbeat. Rave, as in praise lavishly; 
Pert as in Cute, with bangs; Finesse 
and Suave, as in elegant with plenty 
of know-how. 

Deodorants involve images of cer¬ 
tainty in an uncertain world. (You 
can be Sure this product will help 
keep the Secret of your mortal ori¬ 
gins by Banning underarm 
perspiration.) 

Laundry detergents, except for 
the mechanically named Dynamo, 
all have one-syllable names, to con¬ 
note aggressiveness against dirt: 
Cheer, Tide, Yes, Bold, All, Fab, 
Surf.

Let’s move back to “True Facts:

cularly sensitive to two issues: 

1. The practice of disposing of such 
products in the storm drains or 
sanitary sewers is quite harmful to 
the environment, particularly to our 
streams and ponds which are criti¬ 
cal and sensitive habitat and a trea¬ 
sure to our town. 

2. For reasons of health, safety, 
and the environment, citizens MUST 
have access to convenient disposal. 

The ideal solution is a modifica¬ 
tion of the “Collection Days” (previ¬ 
ously operated by the Board of 
Health with assistance from DPW) 
proposed by Mr. Tabbi, our Health 
Director. This proposal calls for sev¬ 
eral collections per year at lower 
cost than previously because of effi¬ 
ciencies he proposed. The collec¬ 
tions should lie combined with edu¬ 
cation of our citizens to use less 
hazardous products. 

Much of what we have collected at 
previous collection days has been 
otherwise useful garden chemicals, 
cleaners, paints, etc. Responsible 
experts in state government recom¬ 
mend that “swap days” be organ¬ 
ized in order to encourage using up 
materials in their intended 
application. 

They also suggest that much of the 
used paint be passed on to someone 
who can use it such as various char¬ 
itable organizations, summer thea¬ 
ters, etc. Often it can be blended and 
even have the color altered. 

Winchester should organize a 
series of swap days as volunteer 
effort with Town supervision. Mr. 
Tabbi, Mr. Celli and others are 
already working to provide a collec¬ 
tion for waste oil at the transfer 
station. Also, anyone selling oil to 
consumers must, under state sta¬ 
tute, accept from them an equal 


aerosol can labelled “Shavy Barber 
Skum.” On that page is another 
photo, of a pleasant enough looking 
eatery with a sign out front: “Sand¬ 
wich Field” it says. “Light Drink 
and Salad. Nice Eat You? ” And here 
near the back of the book, a repro¬ 
duction of what must be the menu 
for an Asian restaurant, showing 
four smiling members of an Oriental 
family seated around a grill. “Come 
Broil Yourself on Your Own Table” 
the text reads (the editor’s wry 
advice, “Please Pay in Advance.”) 

I went to an Asian restaurant 
myself lately. When my order came, 
it came with chopsticks, bearing on 
their wrapper the following helpful 
remarks: 

“Welcome to Chinese Restaurant. 
Please try your Nice Chinese Food 
with chopsticks, the traditional and 
typical of Chinese glorious history 
and culture. (Sentence fragment! I 
thought.) 

I read on: ”1.) Tuck under thumb 
and hold firmly. 2). Add second 
chopstick as you hold a pencil. 3.) 
Hold first chopstick in original posi¬ 
tion move the second one up and 
down” (run-on sentence!)” 4.) 
“Now you can pick up anything.” 

I tried, and I picked up everything. 
The whole bowl of noodles slid 
across my chin, down inside my 
blouse and landed in a blob on my 
lap. 

“Hmmmmn,” was my first 
thought. Wish I had some Cheer, 
Tide, Yes, Bold, All, Fab or Surf. I’d 
even settle for a little Shavy Barber 
Skum, if that would lift a stain. 
Hmmmmn, was my second thought: 
maybe the foreigners get the last 
laugh after all. 


amount of waste oil upon presenta¬ 
tion of a sales receipt. In addition, 
consumers should be encouraged to 
purchase only such quantities of pro¬ 
ducts containing potentially hazard¬ 
ous materials or materials damag¬ 
ing to the environment, as are 
actually needed, retailers should be 
encouraged to carry conveniently 
small containers of hazardous 
materials, or products containing 
hazardous products. 

Funding ($25,000) for household 
hazardous waste collection in FY91 
was placed by Town Meeting under 
Town Manager’s Control at his 
request even though the Board of 
Health was responsible for 
implementation. The Board planned 
a collection in May, but Town Mana¬ 
ger cancelled it. A collection was not 
a part of Town Manager’s base 
budget for FY’92 but rather, he and 
the Finance Committee included it 
as part of an override menu which 
was defeated along with all other 
override items. The collection was 
not one of the failed override ques¬ 
tions restored to the budget. 

Yet it is extremely important to 
provide the service. Otherwise, as 
wrong as it is, the material will wind 
up in ponds, drains and backyards. 
From my recent investigations and 
communications with persons in 
DEP, EPA and with management 
responsible for the solid waste com¬ 
bustor to which Winchester sends its 
solid waste, it appears to be both 
legal and, considering the alterna¬ 
tives, environmentally responsible, 
that many items, sometimes identi¬ 
fied as “household hazardous 
waste,” be intermingled by the 
householder with other solid waste

196/): 26 years ago 

According to the Star that 
week, more than r3{)0 irate 
taxpayers filled the halls at 
the Sons of Italy on Swanton 
Street to protest large 
increases in properly taxes. 
sought by assessors. 

The Aberjona Civic Associ¬ 
ation threatened, according 
to the paper, to bring action 
against the town government' 
if the new 1965 assessments 
were not abated and if the 
changes made were not pre-, 
ceded by a two-year review 
process before implementing 
any changes. 

The valuation at that time 
was 65 percent and it was 
noted that the state was 
beginning to push for 100 per- , 
cent. According to the article, 
nearly 4,000 out of the town’s 
6,500 properties were 
adjusted. There were so 
many interested citizens at 
the public hearing that speak¬ 
ers had to set up in the park¬ 
ing lot so that the many peo¬ 
ple forced to stand in the 
parking lot could hear. 

More than 12 percent of the 
town’s population was self- 
employed at that point in 
time. An article in the Star 
that week said that a number 
of local people owned their 
own businesses and were 
storekeepers, doctors, far¬ 
mers, barbers, electricians 
and gas station owners. 

It was noted that of the «79 
who were their own bosses, 71 
operated retail stores, and 97 
had service businesses. The 
Labor Department reported 
that week (hat the odds 
against a new business mak¬ 
ing it as long as 10 years were 
five to one. Regardless, there 
were still a lot of people who 
were willing to toss caution to 
the wind. 

A new federal pi’ogram was 
announced that year, the 
Medicare program. Medi¬ 
care, that year, provided lor 
insurance coverage for the 65 
and older elderly population, 
free care in a nursing home 
for 20 days, and up to 100 
visits by a visiting nurse. It 
was estimated that up to 2,000 
people would benefit from 
what was then a new federal 
program after it was started 
up in July of 1966. 

A local congressman 
warned elderly people, that 
year, to beware of “medicare 
quacks” since there were 
known to be some fi’aud being 
perpetrated on elderly who 
were unaware! that the prog¬ 
ram’s basic care comes free 
of charge. There were people 
who would go door-to-door 
and solicit money, ostensibly 
to pay for a premium, which 
would then be pocketed by the 
thieves.

at Winchester’s refuse transfer 
station. 

These items should not be segre¬ 
gated. This is because household 
waste is exempt from most state and 
federal handling rules because it is 
small in quantity, 'fhis solid waste 
should be well wrapped (in newspap¬ 
er) in order that containers not 
break during handling. The people 
at the solid waste combustion facili¬ 
ty would prefer that paint cans be 
opened and allowed to dry before 
disposal because wet paint makes a 
mess in the processing operation. 

The ability to use this alternative 
to results from the good decision 
several years ago to send Winches¬ 
ter’s solid waste to a modern com¬ 
bustor which burns it at 1800 to 2200 
degrees Fahrenheit (1000 to 1200 
degrees Centigrade), then precipi¬ 
tates the stack gases. Both the ash 
and fly ash are disposed of in accor¬ 
dance with state and federal 
requirements. 

Air emissions are also regulated of 
course. While this may not be the 
ideal solution, I believe it to be a 
responsible solution, and far more 
environmentally sensitive than the 
alternative of doing nothing. Com¬ 
munities using landfills or older 
incinerator technology do not have 
this option. In the long run it mav be 


that modern solid waste combustors 
combined with reuse, swap days and 
use of less hazardous pr(xlucts will 
be the best answer to this problem. I 
plan to encourage this as a Solid 
Waste Study Committee Program. 

As a practical matter, responsibil¬ 
ity for providing the necessary ser¬ 
vices must rest with the Board of 
Health, Selectmen, Town Manager 
and with the business community. A 
conference committee should be 
formed to further study the matter. 
A minimum Board of Health respon¬ 
sibility is to assure that some solu¬ 
tion and definitive guidance is pro¬ 
vided which protects the health, 
safety and the environment of 
Winchester.

vote in both branches and signed 
into law by Governor Weld in 1991. 

REPEAL SERVICE TAX (S 1428) 
— Approved by Senate 26-13, first 
defeated 101-56, then approved 101-48 
by House was the measure repealing 
the five percent sales tax on hun¬ 
dreds of previously exempt services. 
Supporters said repeal was neces¬ 
sary to restore economic growth and 
keep jobs and businesses in the 
state. Opponents said repeal will 
cost some $150 million and put the 
state deeper in debt. Governor Weld 
signed the repeal bill on March 8.

GEORGE RAND'S WINCHESTER 


Rand designs a Romanesque Town Hall

The following article is the fif¬ 
teenth installment in a series on 
George Dutton Rand, a prominent 
Boston architect who lived in 
Winchester from 1875-86. Recent 
research shows that he played an 
important role in shaping the Victor¬ 
ian town we know today. His work 
includes Town Hall as well as many 
of the houses built in Winchester 
during the 1870s and '80s.

Of the many buildings which the 
architect George Rand designed for 
Winchester, the most prominent is 
Town Hall. 

This imposing brick structure was 
begun in 1887 and was completed the 
following year. It contained the town 
offices, the auditorium, the police 
headquarters and jail, and a new 
library. 

In 1885, the town appointed a com¬ 
mittee to address the need for a 
municipal building. Town Meetings 
had been held in Lyceum Hall, but 
its seating capacity had become 
inadequate for the growing com¬ 
munity. Space for other town offices 
was leased in the Brown and Stanton 
Block. Everyone agreed that a cen¬ 
tral building was needed. 

Debate arose, however, over 
issues relating to the purchase of the 
new land. The original committee 
was discharged and a new one was 
formed. 

Rand was not the first architect to 
submit plans for a Town hall. 
George G. Adams of Lawrence pre¬ 
sented what appears to have been 
the first design (see Martha Rand’s

scrapbook, p. 15, in the Town Arc¬ 
hives). His proposal was a source of 
contention, with objections raised 
over its “towering mass” (Rand 
scrapbook, p. 14). At this point, the 


Town Hall Committee turned to 
Rand for an alternative concept. 

Rand’s low, sprawling design met 
with approval. The cost, including 
land and the building, was to be 


$50,000. The library was not included 
in the specifications, though. When 
the town decided the project should 
incorporate a library, Rand was 
asked to add a wing. Eventually 
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Winchester’s Town Hall was Illustrated by the American Architect and Building News in its May 12, 
1888, issue. The upper left corner shows an interior view of the library, which was located in the wing 
which contains the Winchester Room today.

another $20,000 was appropriated to 
cover the extrd construction. 

The final Town Hall design was 
noted in its day. It was discussed and 
illustrated in the Boston press (Rand 
scrapbook, p. 17). As the building 
was nearing completion, it was illus¬ 
trated in the American Architect 
and Building News (May 12, 1888). 

One month later, another town 
hall design by Rand was illustrated 
in the American Architect (June 30, 
1888). It was similar in many ways 
to Winchester Town Hall. Although a 
blocklike structure, its clock tower 
and detailing clearly relate to 
Rand’s Winchester project. 

Winchester Town Hall is Roman¬ 
esque, with repeated use of broad, 
rounded arches and an overall 
weightiness. The revival of Roman¬ 
esque forms had been popularized in 
the preceding decade with the 
architecture of Henry Hobson 
Richardson. Richardson’s Winn 
Memorial Library in Woburn, 
1877-78, was admired in Winchester 
(Rand scrapbook, p. 14). Indeed, it 
may have been promoted to Rand as 
a model to emulate for Town Hall. 

In designing the Town Hall library 
wing, which is where the Winchester 
Room is today, Rand borrowed even 
more directly from Richardson. The 
wing’s exterior elevation, with its 
series of small, rectangular win¬ 
dows, directly reflects Richardson’s 
design for Austin Hall at the Har¬ 
vard Law School, 1881-83. 

Yet while Rand was indebted to 
Richardson in many ways, the Town 
Hall design also builds on Rand’s 
earlier work. The clock tower, the 
focal point of the edifice, recalls 
Rand’s clock tower for the state 
hospital at Worcester, 1874-77. The 
stair tower echoes towers of the 
Runkle house in Brookline, 1875-76, 
and one of the Rangeley Place 
houses, 1876-77. The broad, sloping 
roofline and the semi-circular win¬ 
dows were used ten years earlier in 
Rand’s design for Rangeley Hall. In 
the end, the commanding presence 
of Winchester’s Town Hall is a tri¬ 
bute to Rand’s talent. 

Today this structure continues to 
play a central role in the town cen¬ 
ter. In 1983, Town Hall was distin¬ 
guished again when, through the 
efforts of the town Historical Com¬ 
mission, it was added to the National 
Register of Historic Places.

Harshbargcr conducts 
mortgage regs hearings 

Attorney General Scott Harshbar¬ 
gcr recently conducted an informa¬ 
tional hearing on the development of 
consumer protection regulations for 
mortgage lenders and brokers. 
Harshbargcr co-sponsored the hear¬ 
ing with Commissioner of Banks 
Michael C. Hanson. First Deputy 
f'ommissioner of Banks Thomas 
Curry co-chaired the hearings with 
the Attorney General. 


"This hearing begins a process 
that will result in the establishment 
of regulations governing advertis¬ 
ing, soliciting and other related 
activities by mortgage companies 
and their representatives.” said 
Attorney General Harshbargcr. 

"These regulations will prevent 
unscrupulous practices of some 
businesses which have apparently 
searched for vulnerable consumers 
in low income, elderly, minority and 
urban neighborhoods and destroyed 
their dreams of homeownership 
through crippling debt payments 


and, in the most egregious cases, 
financial foreclosure. In addition, 
they will create a level playing field 
for legitimate and responsible len¬ 
ders and brokers who operate fairly, 
honestly and competitively.” 

Harshbargcr heard testimony 
from a range of individuals repre¬ 
senting the mortgage brokerage 
industry, community activists, con¬ 
sumer groups and policy makers. 

The Attorney General’s new con¬ 
sumer protection regulations will be 
promulgated under chapter 93A, the 
Consumer Protection Act, and will 


complement the financial conduct 

and licensing regulations Commis¬ 
sioner Hanson will issue under the 
recently enacted mortgage lender 
and broker licensing law.

The Winchester Community Use 
of Schools — Open Gym Program 
will begin its 18th season on Monday, 
Sept. 23. As usual, the gym will be 
open to the public on Monday and 
Thursday evenings from 6 to 10 p.m. 
for adults only — 18 years or older. 

The program is open to all resi¬ 
dents who want to keep fit, to exer¬ 
cise for health reasons, to meet new 
towns people, to get more use out of 
their tax dollar or to simply enjoy 
themselves. The admission fee is $2 
for all Winchester residents with 
positive identification, i.e., license 
and $4 for all nonresidents. 

Identification cards are issued to 
town residents to use to gain admis¬ 
sion for $2. This is an attempt to 
eliminate confusion at the entrance 
desk, and it is hoped that with the 
residents cooperation, this will work 
smoothly. 

The weekend schedule will go into 
effect on Saturday, Nov. 30. Mark 
this date on your calendar. From 
this date forward the gym will be 
open on Saturdays and Sundays 
from 12:30 to 4 p.m. in addition to the 
Monday and thursday evening sche¬ 
dule. During the weekends the prog¬ 
ram is open to all adults as well as 
students in the seventh grade and up 
throughout high school. Families 
are invited to use the gym, especial¬ 
ly on Sundays. 

The program offers many fea¬ 
tures. However the main game is 
basketball. No courts are reserved 
and all games are on a first-come- 
first-play basis. In the past, there 
was a volleyball group that met 
regularly on Monday evenings; how¬ 
ever this past season the interest 
was not there, but we do have the 
facilities to set up a friendly game.

school for the first time, may be 
somewhat unfamiliar with accept¬ 
able routes for the first week or two. 
Safety Officer Kevin Mawn states 
“over the years, our motor vehicle 
operators have created an enviable 
record for safety and we expect this 
to continue as drivers remember 
their responsibility to school aged 
pedestrians.” 

In many instances police officers 
and school crossing guards will be 
assigned to busy intersections. Not 
every crossing, however, will be 
supervised. Motorists should be 
aware of children crossing side 
streets, or in some cases, at mid¬ 
block. 

Chief Perritano and Safety Officer 
Mawn also remind parents that the 
following safety points should be 
emphasized with their children: 

1. crosswalks indicate an accept¬ 
able place to cross the road; 2. 
driveways can be dangerous, espe¬ 
cially blind driveways that do not 
allow a driver the opportunity to see 
what is on the sidewalk; 

3. signal lights are not a guarantee 
of what traffic will do, i.e., cars don’t 
always stop at pedestrian red lights ; 

4. shortcuts and deviations from 
the standard route should be taken 
only with parents’ permission; 

5. although school crossing guards 
are known for their promptness and 
reliability, there always exists the 
possibility that (s)he could be 
delayed (flat tire, accident, etc.) 
and if this is the case, a child should 
not attempt to cross the street by 
him/herself, but should wait for 
assistance from an adult. School 
officials should be notified of this 
situation as soon as possible. 

6. a child should also have a clear 
idea of what (s)he should do if the 
school bus is late or if it has arrived 
and has left before the child arrives 
at the stop; 

7. motorists are cautioned to once 
again be aware of the school bus 
picking up and dropping off 
students. 

Parents who drive their children 
to school should exercise great cau¬ 
tion in the vicinity of the school, 
remembering to park legally so that 
no children are endangered, and to 
have their own children enter and 
exit the vehicle from the sidewalk 
side. 

In conclusion. Chief Perritano 
states that, “We in the police depart¬ 
ment, along with school personnel, 
parents, motorists, and even the 
children themselves, have a part¬ 
nership in providing and maintain¬ 
ing a safe environment for students 
going to and from school. By each of 
us exercising awareness, courtesy 
and caution we can be assured that 
our children will have such an 
environment.”

clients. According to Carole Burns, 
Program Coordinator at Minuteman 
Home Care, the Bill Payer Service 
allows clients to retain control of 
their financial affairs.

Religious school 
consolidates programs 

Temple Shir Tikvah of Winchester 
and Temple Shalom/Medford Jew¬ 
ish Community Center recently 
announced the consolidation of their 
religious school programs into a new 
school, which will be attended by 
children of both congregations. The 
new school has been named the Shir 
Shalom Religious School at the Can¬ 
tor Charles and Esther Lew Educa¬ 
tional Center and will be located in 
Medford on the grounds of Temple 
Shalom, 475 Winthrop Street (next to 
the Medford High School, on the 
Winchester/Arlington lines). It will 
open in September 1991, with classes 
in grades one through eight. 

The merger of the two religious 
schools is the result of intensive and 
cooperative negotiations the past 
few months between the two congre¬ 
gations. The resulting new vital 
program addresses the needs and 
objectives of both synagogues. The 
curriculum has been carefully 
designed to meet the spirit and 
requirements of both the conserva¬ 
tive (Temple Shalom) and reform 
(Temple Shir Tikvah) doctrines, and 
to provide an excellent religious edu¬ 
cation incorporating the teaching of 
all facets of Judaism and its ethical 
and moral values. 


The religious school consolidation 
was engineered by several represen¬ 
tatives of both congregations, led by 
Gary Shostak, President of Temple 
Shir Tikvah, and by Alexander 
Singer-Berk, Chairman of the Board 


at Temple Shalom. Says Shostak: 
“The hopes and expectations of both 
congregations are the same — that 
by pooling resources and energy we 
will get a better Jewish education 
for our children.’’ Singer-Berk 
echoes these sentiments and stres¬ 
ses the importance of providing the 
children of both Temples with a 
flourishing social life and a strong 
Jewish experience as part of their 
religious school education. Rabbi 
David Kudan of Temple Shir Tikvah 
and Rabbi Bernard Stefansky, the 
new spiritual leader of Temple Sha¬ 
lom, are also very supportive of the 
new combined program. 

Nancy Tobi of Nashua, N.H., has 
been appointed as Educational 
Director of Shir Shalom, and a few 
remaining teaching positions are 
now in the process of being filled. 
The program will be under the direc¬ 
tion of a Board of Directors with 
equal representation from both syn¬ 
agogues. Members of the Board are: 
Steven Aaron, Chairperson, Jim 
Albert, Sandy Baer, Steve Dennen, 
Alan Finder, Treasurer, David 
Klein, David Paskind and Ellen 
Schachter, Secretary. 


Attendance at the new religious 
school is limited to children of mem¬ 
bers of either congregation and to 
members of synagogues where there 
is presently no religious school. For

Shelters are needed 

for local youths, teens 

Children and teens; abandoned, 
confused, abused, neglected or on 
the run to nowhere are seeking shel¬ 
ter with Neighbor Network, the only 
emergency shelter program in the 
Mystic Valley area. 

Each year. Neighbor Network 
staff receives over 200 calls from the 
Department of Social Services, con¬ 
cerned neighbors, school personnel, 
members of the clergy and even the 
youth themselves, asking about 
emergency shelter placement for 
homeless or soon-to-be homeless loc¬ 
al youth. 

Neighbor Network is a 
community-based program which 
relies on local families to open their 
homes and their hearts to children 
and teens most in need of a safe, 
stable and supportive environment. 
Families provide area youth with 
temporary emergency shelter for 1 
to 45 days with host families. Youth 
are both male and female, between 
the ages 8-18, from various socio¬ 
economic and cultural backgrounds. 
The Neighbor Network program is 
operated by the Woburn Council of 
Social Concern, a private, non¬ 


profit, multiservice agency. 

“The Neighbor Network model of 
home-based community shelter ben¬ 
efits the youth in many ways," 
states Melissa McGrail, 
Homefinder/Counselor. “It enables 
the youth to remain close to their 
communities, friends, employment 
or school activities. These young 
people learn that all situations have 
rules, and they experience their own 
ability to respond positively to con¬ 
sistent limits. The opportunity to 
live in an environment where vio¬ 
lence or extreme negativity is not a 
daily response is an essential 
respite Frequently, it is this stable, 
caring consistent environment that 
provides the impetus a youth needs 
to move in a positive future 
direction." 

The Neighbor Network program 
provides the following service; to all 
host families; training in child and 
teen-related issues, flexible schedul¬ 
ing, 24-hour staff support, fully 
screened youth, and a daily stipend 
to cover any addition costs incurred 
while a youth is placed within your 
home.

Helping hands 

Nurse, mother’s helpers with Sweet 
Beginnings ease pressure on new parents

I rene Magerman, mother of 

two-week-old twins, sits in her 
Natick living room rocking one 
of her tiny, sleeping daughters 
when she asks whether one of 
the babies is getting enough 
nutrition. 

Registered nurse Gloria Fandrey 
assures Magerman that twins Hayley 
and Beth are doing fine for their age 
and size. But she gently reminds the 
new mother — a petite, red-haired 
woman — she must be sure to drink 
some two quarts of milk and other 
fluids a day to keep up her own 
strength while breast-feeding. 
Magerman did not realize she

should Still be drinking milk or eating 
dairy products since giving birth. 

‘ This is a big job you have, ’ ’ said 
Fandrey during her recent visit with 
the Magermans. 

The parents and Fandrey, in 
addition to mother's helper Linda 
Long of Natick, were brought 
together by the Sweet Beginnings 
program run by Newell Home Health 
Services affiliated with 
Newton—Wellesley Hospital and 
based in Newton. 

Fandrey's job involves visiting 
with mothers like Magerman to 
answer questions about child care — 
something many women don’t get an 
adequate chance to do nowadays 
with shrinking hospital stays 
following routine births. Although 
Fandrey usually visits only once with 
new mothers in the program who 
request time with a nurse, mother’s 
helpers like Long who volunteer 
their time and experience spend 
several days or weeks helping 
women readjust to their hectic new 
lives. 

Long, a respiratory therapist, 
said it was natural for her to become 
a mother’s helper — describing her 
home as "the Kool-Aid house’’ in 
the neighborhood where children 
tend to gravitate. As the mother of 
two children, Long also knows how 
valuable mother’s helpers can be. 

"She is a very calming 
influence, ’ ’ said Magerman of Long. 

Since mothers are now released 
from the hospital within a few days 
and often are not sure what to ask at 
that point, Long can help them deal 
with issues as they arise and simply 
care for babies while mothers take 
time for themselves.

Fandrey’s job with Newell also 
involves visiting with sick babies in 
their homes in nine towns in the 
Newton area. 

She is one of a growing number of 
health professionals responding to 
the pressure on hospitals to release 
all kinds of patients — particularly 
the elderly — as soon as possible to 
keep a lid on costs. Often, this 
means patients are stable but still 
weak and in need of monitoring and 
some help. 

Nonprofit visiting nurse 
associations around the state are 
thus treating patients, including 
those with AIDS and other serious 
illnesses, in their homes. 

Although Sweet Beginnings is not 
covered by insurance, home care for 
medical problems generally is. 

A Needham resident and mother 
of three sons, Fandrey worked as a 
pediatric nurse in hospitals for 20 
years before she joined Newell in 
June 1990 looking for new ways to 
apply her skills and experience. 

The decision has paid off for 
Fandrey in the form of more 
autonomy and satisfaction on the job. 

‘ ‘After working in hospitals and 
recognizing the early discharges and 
what was going on in home health 
care, I wanted to be involved,’’ she 
said after her visit with the 
Magermans. "It’s been a lot of 
fun.’’ 

Fandrey said Sweet Beginnings is 
important because even the most 
educated and sophisticated parents 
need help with newborns.

babies should be bom ‘ 'with 
instructions.” 

Magerman said she has stacks of 
highly recommended reading 
material about babies next to her bed 
that she has no time to look at. 

Fandrey said meeting Magerman 
and other patients in their homes 
rather tha^ in hospit^ rooms to 
answer questions and reassure them 
is more enjoyable for both her and 
the parents. 

“People are happy to be home 
and every day it’s just a real pleasant 
experience,” said Fandrey. 

Fandrey said the need for 
programs like Sweet Beginnings is 
increasing because many new 
mothers and fathers do not live near 
their extended families and 


neighborhoods are not as close-knit 
as they once were. 

Irene Magerman’s mother 
recently moved to Framingham from 
Pennsylvania and visits her daughter 
often, which Fandrey said makes 
Magerman and her husband, 
Leonard, luckier than most. 

During the Sweet Beginnings 
visit, Fandrey spent time asking 
Irene Magerman questions about 
how she was faring since coming 
home from the hospital. 

“The nights are tough,” said 
Magerman, noting the twins are on 
different feeding schedules and one 
prefers a bottle to breast-feeding. 

Fandrey said that at two weeks 
old, the twins were probably 
‘ 'heading into a growth spurt” and 
would begin eating more. She urged 
Magerman to gradually get the 


babies on the same feeding schedule 
by waking one with the other. 

Magerman also wanted to know if 
she could start bathing the babies, 
and Fandrey said yes. 

Fandrey said her overall 
assessment after visiting with the 
Magermans was that they are 
comfortable with their pediatrician 
and the twins are progressing 
normally. 

By visiting patients in their 
homes, she said she learns more 
about them than she would in the 
hospital. 

And Fandrey said attitudes about 
child-rearing are "very cultural and 
ingrained. You have to be very 
sensitive to that and you can’t be 
judgmental. 

“The goal is for the family to feel 
comfortable with each other and to 
enjoy the baby.”

Q l’m looking for a new job as a machinist. 1 read in a book that I 
* should have my picture on my resume. What do you think? - 

Horace, Northboro. 

Resumes, like anything else, are subject to fads and fashions. 

Some years back, it was fashionable for a time to have pictures 
• of the job seeker on the resume. Now, this is not considered 
appropriate unless you are seeking a position in wliich your appearance is 
crucial, such as modeling or acting. In this case, professionally done 8 by 
10 photographs usually accompany the resume, so the employer can de¬ 
termine whether the candidate has the "look" he or she is seeking. Ev¬ 
eryone else can just stick to the text. 

This question brings up an important point. When using books for job 
search information, make sure they were written recently so that the in¬ 
formation is still accurate. 


Q l’m confused. I’ve seen resumes that have the most recent job 
on top and then go backwards in time. I’ve also seen resumes 
* which go in chronological order. Which way is best? - Corinne, 
.Southboro. 

A The answer will be apparent if you remember what a resume is 
for. A resume is more than a history of what you’ve done, al- 
• though that information is certainly important. A resume that is 
properly done is like an advertisement or marketing tool for you, primari¬ 
ly for landing interviews. Once on the interview, you "sell yourself," but 
the resume should sell you ahead of time — enough to get you in the 
door. 

As you probably know, employers are most interested in your current 
employment or most recent employment if you are no longer working. 
The most recent job goes on top, and you then go backwards in time. 
Exceptions can occur, however. Suppose you are currently working in a 
part-time job doing telemarketing for a frozen food service. You’ve been 
there for the six months you’ve been job hunting, but your only reason 
for being on that job is to put food on the table while you seek employ¬ 
ment in your field as a bookkeeper. 

You might create a special heading "part-time employment" at the 
end, so that work in your field is on top. Creative strategies for individual 
problems of this kind can be devised. Otherwise, the most recent job 
goes on top. 


Q My friends and I were having a discussion and everyone had a 
different opinion. Should you put your hobbies on your resume 
• or not? - Alex, Sudbury. 

That depends on what kind of job you are seeking and what 
kind of hobbies you have. In general — especially if you have a 
• fully developed job historv’ — it isn’t necessary to have a sepa¬ 
rate section for hobbies, especially if it means that your resume would 
then require another page. However. I've also seen it work tf) the ad¬ 
vantage of the job seeker who did. especially for recent graduates who 
have little work histor>' to document. 

One man I spoke with had applied for an entrv'-level job in sales. On 
his resume, he had listed his experience playing football in college. 'Fhe 
employer said, "Well, if you can play football, then you can do this. 
You’re hired." 

When the applicant looked perplexed about the connection, the em¬ 
ployer said. "Sales is all about getting knocked dow’n, and quickly getting 
up, getting knocked down, and quickly getting up, and never dropping 
the ball or losing sight of the goal. If you’ve played football, you’ve al¬ 
ready done this job. Now you can do it here. ’'

Prenny said. “That’s not tnie. It’s a 
long-term issue. A single-family resi¬ 
dence sometimes turns out to be 
rental property.” 

What’s particularly important, 
Prenny said, is that “we’re finding 
with suburban, families that now they 
are aware they might have lead, so 
when they rehab a property they can 
take the proper safety precautions.” 

In fact, Prenny said, 60 percent 
of the housing units in the state con¬ 
tain some amount of lead paint. Na¬ 
tionwide, the figure is 74 percent of 
all private housing built before 1980, 
according to the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

The reasons lead paint is so 
wide-spread is multi-fold. Manufac¬ 
turers produced lead-based paint 
simply because it mixed so well with 
the colors. Painters used it. Second¬ 
ly, back in the 1940’s and 1950’s, 
the Veteran’s Administration would 
not make a loan on houses unless 
they were painted with lead-based 
paint, considered the highest quality, 
said David Nelson of Herburger Re¬ 
alty in Sharon, who is chairman of 
the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board government affairs commit¬ 
tee. “It’s a great, all-time example 
of well-meaning legislation,” he said. 

Additionally, window manufactur¬ 
ers in the 1950’s would prime the 
outside of the windows with lead 
paint. Nelson said. 

“Everytime you open a window, 
it wears out the paint, the first layer 
and then the lower levels and then 
you have lead dust, which is in¬ 
haled,” said Steve Wightman of 
Ecodex, Inc., cn environmental-test¬ 
ing company in Lexington. “You 
only need the equivalent of two to 
three granules of sugar a day to be 
poisoned.” A child would have to

have ingested that level of lead ev¬ 
ery day through childhood to become 
severely poisoned. 

Lead poisoning causes muscular 
weakness and fatigue, abdominal 
pains, permanent hearing loss, 
stunted growth and high blood pres¬ 
sure. Although lead is absorbed 
slowly, it is excreted even more 
slowly, so it builds up and accumu¬ 
lates in the body. Severe exposure 
can lead to nervous-system disor¬ 
ders, sterility, brain seizures and 
even death. 

The problem is, many children do 
not really exhibit any symptoms and 
the level of toxicity defined by the 
government’s Centers for Disease 
Control changes once and a while. 

In fact, said Prenny, sometime 
this fall the CDC will issue a revised 
statement, lowering the toxicity lev¬ 
el from 25 micrograms per deciliter 
of blood to 10 micrograms. It’s the 
fourth revision in the past 25 years, 
he said. 

The reason the level is being low¬ 
ered is a bit scary. “At those levels 
(10 to 15 micrograms),” Prenny 
said, “researchers are finding that 
lead has a subtle, but sometimes 
permanent effect. They (children) 
don’t do well in terms of behavior. ’ ’ 
There is another reason for low¬ 
ering the level, however, he said.

Contingency clauses aid 
in smart sellii^ 


Litchfield, Lynch join Hunneman 


L abor Day weekend usually 
marks the start of the second 
busy real estate season in 
the Greater Boston area. 
Now is a good time to look 
at: When buying and selling a 
home simultaneously, how can you 
successfully coordinate the two trans¬ 
actions? 

The problem is twofold. Without 
the funds from the sale of your home, 
you usually won’t be able to afford the 
down payment on a new one. Even if 
you have the down payment, you prob¬ 
ably won’t be able to afford two mort¬ 
gages at once. What do you do if 
you’re confronted with this situation?

Many homeowners simply sign a 
contract to purchase the new home 
(P&S agreement) and hope they’ll be 
able to quickly sell their present home. 
But this route is risky. To facilitate a 
quick sale, you’ll usually have to lower 
the price dramatically. Given today’s 
relatively slow real estate market, es¬ 
pecially for condominiums, even with 
the lower price it may prove impossi¬ 
ble to sell your home in a short time. 
The result: You risk losing your depos¬ 
it on the new home. 

The solution is to include a "Clos¬ 
ing on Sale’’ contingency clause in 
your agreement to purchase a new 
home. Under such a clause, the seller 
of the home you contract to buy 


agrees to the following: The closing 
will be delayed until you’ve sold and 
closed on your present home; usually a 
time limit of three to sbc months is set. 
If you’re unable to sell and close on 
your home within this time limit, the 
contract is canceled, your deposit is 
returned and you’re no longer under 
any obligation to purchase the new 
home, unless you and the seller agree 
to extend the time limit. 

What are the pros and cons of a 
closing on sale contingency clause? It 
protects you from the dilemma of ei¬ 
ther losing your deposit or trying to 
own and pay for two homes simultane¬ 
ously. But insisting on such a clause 
may make buying a home more diffi¬ 
cult. Many sellers will refuse to include 
the clause, because they want or need 
to sell quickly. Others will insist on a 
higher price in return for including the 
clause. 

A second possible solution is the 
"Delay of Closing’’ contingency 
clause, basically the mirror image of 
the closing on sale contingency. With 
this clause you try to sell your present 
home before finding and agreeing to 
buy a new one. Having found a buyer, 
you include in the P&S agreement a 
clause in which you and the buyer 
agree to delay closing until you’ve 
found and closed on a new home. 

As with the closing on sale contin¬ 
gency, the delay of closing clause usu¬ 
ally sets a three- to six-month time 
limit. If you’re unable to find and close 
on a home within that time, you agree 
to return the buyer’s deposit and can¬ 
cel the P&S agreement, unless you 
mutually agree to extend the time lim¬ 
it. However, there are drawbacks. 
Many homeowners want to complete 

their purchase quickly, so insisting on 
a delay might make selling or getting 
the price you want more difficult. 

Despite these drawbacks, if you are

Lead was known to have poisoned 
humans in ancient Egypt, when water 
was conveyed in lead pipes. Many old¬ 
er homes in the United States still 
have lead pipes. 

But niost states still have not taken 
measures to safeguard their children. 

Massachusetts, in fact, is the only 
state that requires mandatory testing

proximately $25,000 in savings, and your salary is $60,000 per year. As¬ 
suming a 10-percent down payment thus a $135,000 loan, the maximum 
interest rate at which you could qualify for a loan would be about 9.25 
percent. In today’s market a 30-year loan at this rate would cost you two 
points or $2,700, which you could afford with your $25,000 savings. 

Now let’s change the example. Your salary is $75,000, but you only 
have $20,000 in savings. The $20,000 may not be enough to cover your 
down payment, closing costs, reserve funds and two points. To make tip 
the shortfall, assuming you couldn’t acquire the extra funds via a gift or 
seller concessions, you might opt for a no-point mortgage. Your interest 
rate would be about one-half percent higher, but with a higher salary, 
you would qualify. 

When might you choose to pay more than two points for a loan? When 
neither qualifying for a mortgage nor the amount of funds available to you 
is a problem, and you plan to retain the loan for at least eight to 10 years. 
It will take five to seven years for you to begin realizing actual savings 
from the lower interest rate acquired by paying the additional points. 

In conclusion, since the number and variety of mortgage-related, 
money-saving options available is quite large, before deciding how you’ll 
finance the purchase of your home, consult with an attorney and an ac¬ 
countant.

Rating 5 popular bridal guides

While they may not offer ever>'thing 
you want to know' about your upcom¬ 
ing wedding, there are five ver>' large, 
ver>' successful magazines, available at 
almost any bookstore or magazine 
stand, that cover quite a bit of ground, 
and are great for generating ideas. 

■ “FOR THE BRIDE” 
by Demetrios, Fall/Winter 1991 
(^.50) has hundreds of pictures of 
gowns and little in the way of editorial 
content. It’s the magazine version of 
an infomercial, one of those TV shows 
that’s really just a half-hour ad. but de¬ 
pending on what you’re looking for, 
that isn’t necessarily bad. 

Because there’s so little to get in 
the way of the pictures, this is by far 
the most escapist of the wedding mag¬ 
azines: You get carried away in a 
sweep of lace and white. 

.As you might expect in a magazine 
that has a designer’s name in the title, 
most of the gowns in "For the Bride 
by iTemetrios” are designed by Deme-

trios James Elias, the publisher. 

Demetrios’ gowns are heavily 
beaded, very tasteful and sensuous in 
both cut and fabric. Open this maga¬ 
zine to almost any page and you’ll get 
the idea. 

"For the Bride by Demetrios" had 
one surprise — it mentions a wedding 
software package called Wedlock, but 
it doesn’t say much about it except 
that it’s a basic planner that costs 
about $50 and where you can buy it. 

The magazine’s one page of advice 
ranges from the obvious: Black tie is 
an indication formal attire should be 
worn; to the self-serving: It’s not 
worth the risk to shop at a discount 
bridal store (where they don’t sell De¬ 
metrios). 

■ "ELEGANT BRIDE” 
August/September 1991 ($4.95) has 
playfulness and variety and actually of¬ 
fers some great non product-oriented 
advice. 

In one section, a glossary mentions 
that in primitive times, the "best 
man" was the best warrior in the 
tribe, ready to help the groom protect 
the bride and fend off would-be kidnap¬ 
pers, How they know that is any primi¬ 
tive’s guess, but this whole glossary is 
a lot of fun. 

Another section offers precise, 
down-to-earth advice on manners such 
as whose names go on the invitations if 
parents are divorced or deceased. 

Although "Elegant Bride" doesn’t 
have as many gown advertisements as 
some of the other magazines, it has 
good variety. 

A section on wedding gown shop¬ 
ping tips tells how to flatter different 
body styles, although there are no 
models in "Elegant Bride" who aren’t

perfect to show how these tips might 
work. 

"Elegant Bride" has a thorough 
checklist on wedding preparation and 
pages of regular people’s wedding pho¬ 
tographs called Wedding Album that 
give it a an all-around, very high rec¬ 
ommendation. 

‘Bride's’ cuts straight 
to questions that it 
dunks might need to be 
answered. 


■ "BRIDAL GUIDE" 

July/August 1991 ($4.95) is from the 
silly horoscope school of magazines. It 
also has cigarette ads, which all the 
other bridal magazines seem to be able 
to do without. 

I guess the message is, if you 
smoke, this magazine might be for 
you. 

If you have a lot of car accidents, it 
might also be for you: "I drive down 
the street with my arm out the window 
and just stare at my diamond," says 
25-year-old Andrea from Boston in one 
article. 

If you happen to see this woman, 
could you give her a beep and tell her 
to watch the road? 

"Bridal Guide" is also dry cleaner 
friendly: None of the other bridal mag¬ 
azines suggest that a hayride might be 
a good way to wind up the reception. 
"Bridal Guide” does. (Careful with 
those cigarettes.) 

On the plus side, "Bridal Guide" 
has a frank but short discussion of pre¬ 
nuptial agreements and offers the com¬ 
forting news for the about-to-be-mar¬ 


ried that sex can cure a headache. 

Its "50 Must-do reminders" con¬ 
centrates on attention to details rather 
than acting as a practical checklist, but 
they’re nice details like having snacks 
available the morning of the wedding 
for the photographer and people who 
drop by to help. 

"Bridal Guide" has a pull-out wed¬ 
ding fashion glossary with gown terms 
defined and illustrated, although if a 
"leg of mutton" sleeve catches your 
fancy, you might rather not know 
that’s what it’s called, especially if 
you’re a vegetarian. 

Possibly the best article in "Bridal 
Guide" is an offbeat, semi-serious 
musing on which side of the bed you 
sleep on after the marriage, although 
more practically speakLng, "Money 
and Marriage," a lengthy pull-out sec¬ 
tion with worksheets on your com¬ 
bined finances could be at least a start¬ 
ing point for a discussion. 

It’s one of those inescapable ironies 
that anyone who’d go to the trouble to 
answer a whole list of questions about 
money probably doesn’t have any trou¬ 
ble with their finances. 

■ "MODERN BRIDE" 
August/September 1991 ($4.50) is one 
of the two literal heavyweights of 
brides’ magazines. It is overwhelming 
from the outset, comprehensive but 
not selective, sort of like an encyclope¬ 
dia that’s not in alphabetical order. 

The Editor-in-chief starts things off 
by offering solutions to etiquette di¬ 
lemmas. That gives way to an anony¬ 
mously authored haphazardly helpful 
"50 wedding do’s and don’ts" — 
would anyone really pin a universal in¬ 
vitation to their wedding on the bulletin 
board at work? 

The over-obvious also applies to 
some of the bridal tips offered in an ar¬ 
ticle entitled "Father of the Bride:"

Invite him to dinner after the honey¬ 
moon. Call him frequently, just to chat. 

Perhaps the best advice in "Mod¬ 
em Bride" is in its "Bonus Wedding 
Reception Guide" where it says "In¬ 
vestigate your ‘dream location,’ it may 
be more affordable than you think.’’ 
This is especially true for brides get¬ 
ting married after the holidays when 
function rooms are looking for custom¬ 
ers. 

"Modem Bride’s" size is its great¬ 
est asset. There’s bound to be some¬ 
thing you’re looking for, be it a gown 
or some other idea, because there’s so 
much. 

It is filled with blow-in cards for 
contests, services and products. It has 
so many more advertisers than all but 
one riv^ that you see a lot greater va¬ 
riety, including fantasy gowns with 
breathtaking trains, a minority model 
or two and even at least one ad for the 
big and beautiful bride. 

■ "BRIDE’S 

(and Groom’s too), August/September 
1991 ($4.95) is similar in size and num¬ 
ber of ads to "Modem Bride" but 
much more weighty in tone. 

"How to stay in love under stress" 
is a perhaps mis-titled look at the nor¬ 
mal jealousies and problems people 
face in marriage. It has real-life cou¬ 
ples talking in a group setting with a 
clinical psychologist. 

"Bride’s" also addresses problems 
like getting along with your partner’s 
siblings with advice like "Put yourself 
in their shoes to see why they might 
act that way." 

"Bride’s” takes everything much 
more seriously than the other maga¬ 
zines, not that it doesn't have its ro¬ 
mantic moments, it just cuts straight 
to questions that it thinks might need 
to be answered. 

Budget wedding? Here’s how. 

Ten questions to ask when hiring 
the band? A musician has ’em. 

The art of sharing a bed? Make 
sure your mattress is in good shape 
and the thermostat is set at a comfort¬ 
able temperature. 

None of this is especially dramatic 
and most of the advice comes in short, 
quick hits, but for people busily plan¬ 
ning a wedding, that may be just what 
they need.

ATTIRE 

You can wear again

Things are looking up for the 
bridesmaid. 

In the 1990s, it seems everyone 
has finally realized her plight: brid^ de¬ 
signers are coming up with beautiful 
dresses for the attendants as well as 
the brides: wedding consultants are 
leaning toward bridesmaid-friendly 
fashions, and even brides themselves 
are looking beyond color and available 
quantity when choosing their maids’ 
outfits. 

The result? Fashions so striking 
that they rival the bride’s. So, even if 
she doesn’t manage to catch the bou¬ 
quet during the toss, a bridesmaid will 
likely walk away from the wedding 
with a fabulous dress. A few examples: 

■ NEW PRINTS and fabrics, instead of 
heavy, ho-hum, workhorse materials 
that scream the wedding colors. 

■ VARIETY of lengths, from minis to 
ballerina to ballroom, instead of the 
mid-calf standard. 

■ DETAILS such as ruffles, pleats, 
built-in shawls, poufs, jackets, bead- 
work — things once reserved only for 
the bride. 

■ SEXINESS in the form of plunging 
necklines and shoulder-baring designs. 

■ ACCESSORIES — everything from 
hats to hair bows, dyed-to-match 
pumps to oh-so-formal gloves. Some 
brides have gone as far as purchasing 
uniform jewelry for attendants so nary 
an earring looks out of place. 

Where does one find such fabulous 
frocks and accessories? 

Bridesmaids' dresses usually are 
ordered through a bridal salon, 
stitched up by a dressmaker or even 
by the bridesmaids themselves with 
the help of a trusty pattern. Less tradi¬ 
tional looks can even be found in the 
formal dress sections of department 
stores. 

Though the bride has the final say 
over the outfits each attendant will 
wear, she might want to involve 
bridesmaids in the decision since tradi¬ 
tionally, they pay for their wedding 
clothes. Most shops recommend that 
the bride narrow the choice to two or 
three, then let the attendants choose 
the final dress. 

With that in mind, it’s also nice to 
give attendants ample notice of the es¬ 
timated cost for dresses and accesso¬ 
ries. If you do plan to cover expenses 
as the bridesmaids’ gifts, let them 
know right from the start. 

Design wise, some brides choose to 
give their maid or matron of honor’s 
dress a slightly different twist to set 
her apart from the others. 

Also, if there are junior bridesmaids 
who are between the ages of 9 and 14 
in the wedding party, it’s recommend¬ 
ed that their necklines and backs stay 
high, and their arms be covered with a 
pouf or cap sleeve instead of left bare. 
These adjustments make for a more 
youthful look, say experts.

Things are looking up for the 
bridesmaid. 

In the 1990s, it seems everyone 
has finally realized her plight: bridal de¬ 
signers are coming up with beautiful 
dresses for the attendants as well as 
the brides; wedding consultants are 
leaning toward bridesmaid-friendly 
fashions, and even brides themselves 
are looking beyond color and available 
quantity when choosing their maids’ 
outfits. 

The result? Fashions so striking 
that they rival the bride’s. So, even if 
she doesn’t manage to catch the bou¬ 
quet during the toss, a bridesmaid will 
likely walk away from the wedding 
with a fabulous dress. A few examples: 

■ NEW PRINTS and fabrics, instead of 
heavy, ho-hum, workhorse materials 
that scream the wedding colors. 

■ VARIETY of lengths, from minis to 
ballerina to ballroom, instead of the 
mid-calf standard. 

■ DETAILS such as ruffles, pleats, 
built-in shawls, poufs, jackets, bead- 
work — things once reserved only for 
the bride. 

■ SEXINESS in the form of plunging 
necklines and shoulder-baring designs. 

■ ACCESSORIES — everything from 
hats to hair bows, dyed-to-match 
pumps to oh-so-formal ^oves. Some 
brides have gone as far as purchasing 
uniform jewelry for attendants so nary 
an earring looks out of place. 

Where does one find such fabulous 
frocks and accessories? 

Bridesmaids’ dresses usually are 
ordered through a bridal salon, 
stitched up by a dressmaker or even 
by the bridesmaids themselves with 
the help of a trusty pattern. Less tradi¬ 
tional looks can even be found in the 
formal dress sections of department 
stores. 

Though the bride has the final say 
over the outfits each attendant will 
wear, she might want to involve 
bridesmaids in the decision since tradi¬ 
tionally, they pay for their wedding 
clothes. Most shops recommend that 
the bride narrow the choice to two or 
three, then let the attendants choose 
the final dress. 

With that in mind, it’s also nice to 
give attendants ample notice of the es¬ 
timated cost for dresses and accesso¬ 
ries.

THE CEREMONY 

Behind the fanfare, profound and serious meaning

Behind all the happy fanfare involved in 
planning a wedding, clothes, rings, 
cakes, invitations, honeymoons and so 
on, is a profound and serious ceremo¬ 
ny with strong religious implications 
designed to bind a couple together for 
eternity. 

To prepare for that ceremony, cler¬ 
gy members suggest that couples plan¬ 
ning a marriage get involved in pre¬ 
marital counseling. 

“It’s important for them to have an 
idea of who the person is that they’re 
marrying,’’ said the Rev. Frank 
Strahan of St. Bridget’s Church in 
Framingham. “We also encourage

them to begin the process early (10 to 
12 months in advance) and that they 
ease their way though this.” 

When they learn about everything 
involved in a wedding and the meaning 
of a marriage, it can be an eye-opener 
for many couples, according to 
Strahan. 

In preparation for the wedding, 
Strahan said the couple is given a 


choice of eight or nine readings, four 
vow formulas, and three or four ring 
blessings. “They really get the im¬ 
pression that this ceremony is really a 
part of them.” 

sized that clergy are available to advise 
couples as well as marry them. 

“Getting married should reflect a 
willingness of both bride and groom to 
undertake the most wondrous commit¬ 
ment to each other, which they each 
agree will last a lifetime, and they are 
willing to make that commitment in a 
public forum in front of key wit¬ 
nesses,’’ Rabbi Splansky said. 

Splansky said during the Jewish 
ceremony rings are exchanged and 
they say words that mean “By this 
ring be consecrated to me as my wife 
according to the laws of Moses and Is¬ 
rael.’’ 

The word “consecrated” carries 
the weight of the phrase because it in¬ 
dicates the couple is set apart for each 
other alone, and enforces the idea that 
the bond they made in totally inviola¬ 
ble, he added. 

Splansky said the Jewish ceremony 
is family oriented and recognizes the 
couple is a new family even though 
they remain a part of their old families. 

The prayers said during a Jewish 
wedding reflect that only the couple is 
responsible to fulfill their commitment.
